BDRC receives 
updated charge

Russo proposal 

earns approval

With a new charge of duties now 
written in stone, Beautification 
Design Review Committee mem¬ 
bers will have a set course for com¬ 
munication with other town officials. 

At the Nov. 4 session of Town 
Meeting, members okayed an arti¬ 
cle that called for a change in char¬ 
ter for the Beautification Design 
Review Committee (BDRC). The 
change will clearly set boundaries 
for the committee’s duties and will 
effect the shortening of the commit¬ 


tee’s name to Design Review Com¬ 
mittee (DRC). 

DRC Chairman Sandy Rodgers 
said the reason behind her commit¬ 
tee’s introducing the change was to 
set a “clearer statement of what the 
board does, and reflect what the 
[board] has done for years.’’ 

The name change, said Rodgers, 
was simply a way to shorten the 
wordy title of the board. 

Rodgers said the article proposed 
“no real change’’ in the board’s 
charge, but rather clarified what 
has sometimes been a strained rela¬ 
tionship between the BDRC and the

Board of Selectmen. Members of 
these boards have clashed over the 
years on the specific charge of the 
BDRC and members of the Board of 
Selectmen have repeatedly 
reminded BDRC members of their 
advisory charge.

In light of the sagging condomi¬ 
nium market, developer Richard 
Russo will change his plan to con¬ 
struct townhouses on his property 
near Wendell Street and will instead 
move forward with the construction 
of 15 single-family homes 

Russo and his attorney. Paul Ami- 
co, presented a plan to Town Meet¬ 
ing Nov. 4 to rezone property owned 
by Russo under Wendell Realty 
Trust from a multiple-family resi¬ 
dential district to a general residen¬ 


tial district. 

The property, which totals 4.8 
acres, is bounded southerly by Wen¬ 
dell Street, northerly by Fitzgerald 
avenue and Hock Avenue and eas¬ 
terly by the Woburn Loop. 

Russo had requested the change in 
order to market his proposed deve¬ 
lopment as single family homes, 
instead of the originally proposed 
condominium townhouses. The 
change in plans, he said, was in 
response to the declining market for 
condominiums. 

Russo said the original plan was 
financially “no longer feasible."

Local veteran remembers 
attack on Pearl Harbor 


War veterans to be honored 
in town ceremonies on Monday

The horns will be trumpeting, 
flags flying and the crowd cheering 
next Monday as Winchester pays 
homage to its war veterans. 

In traditional ceremonies held 
each year, the town of Winchester 
will host a march through the center 
of town and a ceremony at the 
town’s Honor Roll in commemora¬ 
tion of the service given to their 
country by these men and women. 

Veterans’ Day is celebrated with a 
procession of war veterans, the local 
Fire and Police departments, the 
high school band and local scout 
troops. Residents are always on 
hand to view the march and comme¬ 


morative ceremony. 

Veterans will meet on Laraway 
Road by the Winchester Common at 
10:30 a.m. and depart at 10:45 a.m. 
for the War Memorial at Main street 
and Mystic Valley Parkway at the 
Lincoln Elementary School. 

At the war memorial, there will be 
a brief ceremony and the high school 
band will play taps. A representa¬ 
tive from the American Legion will 
place a wreath at the site. 

The procession will then head to 
the Honor Roll at the Town Hall \l 
this stop, brief speeches will be 
made by town dignitaries A wreath 
will also be placed at this site by the 
American Legion and taps will be 
played. After the service, the group 
will disband.

Veterans are encouraged to attend 
the Honor Roll service if they cannot 
march. 

Winchester residents are asked to 
join the ceremonies and honor their 
war veterans. Invitations have been 
extended to members of the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager W. Chad 
wick Maurer, State Rep. Paul 
Casey, members of the Police and 
Fire departments, Police Color 
Guard and the Winchester High 
School Band. 

Formerly known as Armistice 
Day, which celebrated the anniver¬ 
sary of the armistice at the end of 
World War 1 in 1918, the holiday has 
been referred to as Veterans’ Day 
since 1954 and is officially Cele¬ 
brated on Nov. 11. 


Flower thefts are 
common at cemetery

Pilfering of flowers from graves 
around Wildwood Cemetery is 
nothing new, according to local 
officials. 

But, to the people who have placed 
those flowers on the graves of loved 
ones, that doesn’t make it any easier 
to accept. 

The thefts occur in spurts, accord¬ 
ing to Wildwood Cemetery Superin¬ 
tendent Harold Moran. 

Moran said thefts take place parti¬ 
cularly around holidays such as 
Memorial Day and Veterans’ Day 
when lots of people bring flowers 
such as azaleas and chrysanthe¬ 


mums to the cemetery. 

When you are talking about a $60 
plant, that isn’t a kid taking the 
plant it's an adult,’’ said Moran. 

Moran said all of the thefts occur 
on Saturdays and Sundays. 

Department of Public Works 
< DPW Grounds Superintendent 
Richard Tofuri said, “You’d think 
that people would be ashamed to do 
this.’’ 

Tofuri said that the cemetery has 
lost shrubs and azaleas from the 
grounds in front of the Wildw'ood 
Cemetery sign. Some people put the 
fresh flow'ers or shrubs on someone 
else’s grave or take them home, said 
Tofuri. 


O’Connell is recovering 
following Boston attack

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell is on the road to 
recovery after sustaining serious 
injuries in a mugging incident Oct. 
29 in Boston. 

According to police reports, 
O’Connell, 65, said that he was walk 
ing down Washington Street in Bos¬ 
ton’s South End around 5:30 p.m. 
when he was approached from 
behind by an assailant and knocked 
to the ground. O’Connell was on his 
way to Cardinal Cushing Center for 
the Spanish Speaking, where he vol¬ 
unteers his time. 

According to reports, the assailant 
was unarmed and took $20 from 
O’Connell. 

O’Connell suffered multiple inju¬ 
ries during the attack, including 
shoulder and back injuries, and lac¬ 
erations to his forehead, according 
to police reports. 

O’Connell was transported from 
the scene to Tufts New England 
Medical Center. 

When the Star went to press on 


Tuesday, O’Connell had been moved 
from the intensive care unit of the 
hospital and was listed in stable 
condition, according to a hospital 
spokesperson. 

When questioned In police, 
O’Connell had stated that his assail¬ 
ant was a black male between 20 to 
30 years of age. He also told police 
that the assailant was joined by a 
black female, and the two fled the 
scene. 

Barbara O’Connell says her hus¬ 
band is recovering slowly but that 
right now', “We’re taking i< one day 
at a time.” 

His wife said one of O’Connell’s 
lungs, which had collapsed during 
the attack, had begun working again 
on its own. 

“We are just thankful that he had 
no head injuries or knife wounds to 
worry about.’’ said Barbara 
O’Connell. 

O’Connell told his wife he took the 
same route on Washington Street to 
the Cardinal Cushing Center that he 
has taken for the last 20 years. 
O’Connell serves on the Board of 
Directors for the center.

Although it happened 50 years ago. 
Joseph Asaro remembers December 
7, 1941 as though it were yesterday. 

Asaro, 75, is the last Pearl Harbor 
survivor still living in Winchester 
and is one of the many veterans this 
town will honor during ceremonies 
for Veterans Day Monday. Nov. 11. 

Asaro was stationed at the Sco¬ 
field Barracks in Hawaii in 1941, and 
was a member of the Hawaiian pat- 
roling unit as a cavalry soldier dur¬ 
ing the infamous attack. 

The bombing resulted in the sink¬ 
ing of more than 19 ships and the 
deaths of more than 2,300 men and 
ultimately drew the United States 
into war with Japan. 

Despite the passage of time, Asaro 
remembers Dec. 7, 1941 with 
astounding clarity. 

“I got up out of bed around 7:30 
and w'ent to take a shower. I w'as in 
the shower and didn’t hear anything 
special, but 1 looked down and my 
knee was bleeding. 

“The bulleLs were flying through 
to us in the show'ers, but it took until 
the man next to me w'ent down for 
me to realize that I had to get out of 
there.” he said.

“I couldn't get back to the bar¬ 
racks. I only had a towel around me. 
We couldn’t move to help the 
injured,’’ remembers Asaro, “I 
remember thinking that I had two

Board of Health 


wins more muscle

Individuals who violate Board of 
Health rules and regulations will 
now be faced with fines of up to $300 
and a possible day in court with 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi. 

At the Nov. 4 session of Town 
Meeting, members gave their stamp 
of approval on an article proposed 
by the Winchester Board of Health to 
fine health code offenders as a first 
step, rather than tackle the lengthy 
court process. 

Chairman of the Board of Health 
Warren Taylor said Town Meeting in 
the spring had approved a measure 
to accept General Laws, Chapter 40, 
Section 21 D regarding the decrimi¬ 
nalization of the anti-litter regula¬ 
tion. Decriminalization allows the 
board to fine offenders first, and 
then take the complaint to district 
court. 

However, in order to implement 
fines for all Board of Health regula¬ 
tions, board members said they felt 
they had an obligation to come 
before Town Meeting again. 

Under the new law, Health Direc¬ 
tor Tabbi can issue fines of $50 per 
day to offenders after a 10-day grace 
period. Those fines can reach a total 
of $300, said Taylor. 

If the offense is not corrected, said 
Taylor, the offender can then be 
taken to court. Offenses run the 
gamut from breaking sanitary codes 
at food service establishments to the 
feeding of water fowl. 

Tabbi said the new law would not 
affect current rules and regulations 
that are on the books, but would 
rather change the way the Health 
Department is able to enforce those 
rules. In the past, the only recourse 
to force offenders to conform with 
Health Department regulations was 
by taking the offender to court, a 
lengthy and time-consuming pro¬ 
cess, according to Tabbi. 

Tabbi said he hoped the $50 a day 
fine would motivate individuals to 
correct their offense quickly. 

Town Meeting approved the mea¬ 
sure by a voice vote. 

Other articles 

Town Meeting wrapped up the fall 
warrant in a single evening this 
year, dispatching 12 warrant arti- 
. cles in a matter of hours. The follow - 
• ing is a rundown of the remaining 
articles. 

Article II, which sought to fund 
this year’s contract with the local 
firefighters’ union, was indefinitely 


postponed until negotiations with the 
group are complete. 

Article III, a measure to approve 
the use of state funds under Chapter 
90 for the maintenance, repair and 
alteration or improvements of 
Winchester streets and highways, 
was approved by a voice vote. 

Article IV was a request by the 
Board of Selectmen to adopt a bylaw 
to regulate canvassers and solicitors 
by implementing fines and registra¬ 
tion requirements. 

This article was indefinitely post¬ 
poned to refine the measure and 
include information compiled from 
local communities, business people 
and residents. Selectmen Chairman 
William O’Leary said his board 
would rework the proposal and bring 
it back to Spring Town Meeting. 

Article VII, a measure to adopt 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chap¬ 
ter 59, Section 5, which currently 
permits local assessors to grant tot¬ 
al or partial deferrals from real 
estate taxes to person 65 or older, 
was approved by members of Town 
Meeting. This clause calls for the 
person to have signed a “tax defer¬ 
ral and recovery” agreement with 
the municipality and have qualify¬ 
ing gross receipts from all sources of 
not more than $40,000. 

In speaking in favor of the article, 
Town Meeting member Clarence 
Borggaard quipped, “Some of my 
best friends are seniors.” 

Article VIII, which proposed that 
the town accept the Massachusetts 
Law governing the licensing of dogs, 
was approved by Town Meeting. The 
measure was proposed by Town 
Clerk Carolyn Ward, and sought to 
move authority for dog licensing, 
control and regulation from the 
county to the town of Winchester. 
Town Manager Chadwick Maurer 
said the system would be “more 
effective” if operated locally. 

Article XI, a proposal to raise and 
appropriate funds to install lights at 
Manchester Field was indefinitely 
postponed pending futher 
information-gathering.

chances, one would be to try to reach 

the barracks or a hayloft. I chose the 

hayloft.” 

The machine fire continued for 
about an hour, said Asaro, and he 
remained hidden until it ended. 

When he emerged, the scene was 
one of complete chaos. 

“They caught us completely off¬ 
guard,” said Asaro. 

Soon after the attack, war was 
declared. When the Japanese 
National Guard was activated on the 
island, Asaro says he patrolled the 
coastline on horseback until fears 
were quelled about a full-scale inva¬ 
sion from the beach. 

“Everything was in an uproar,” 
said Asaro. There was a great deal 
of tension the next day, said Asaro, 
and everyone remained in a state of 
alert for the next 24 hours. 

Asaro began his army career at 
the age of 23. He joined the army in 
Boston in December, 1939, as a pri¬ 
vate. After completing his basic 
training, he was sent to Ft. Slocom, 
N.Y., a base near the Panama Can¬ 
al, the Phillipine Islands and 
another base near Alcatraz. 

He was then stationed at the Sco¬ 
field Barracks in Hawaii. Asaro was 
discharged from Fort Devens in 
December of 1944 at age 28. 

“I liked the Phillipines so much 
that I wanted to re-enlist and go 
back there from Hawaii. But my 
mother wrote and told me that they 
wanted me to come home,” he said. 

Asaro said he was shocked later 
when he learned that many of his 
friends, still stationed in the Philli¬ 
pines, were killed in the “Death 
March” on the Bataan Peninsula. 

According to Asaro, American and 
Phillipine soldiers were taken cap¬ 
tive during the war, and forced to 
march over 100 miles without food 
and water during the march. Asaro 
said many men died in the process. 

“I went to the church and said a 
prayer for all my buddies. If it 
wasn’t for my mother, I would have 
been killed along with them,” said 
Asaro. 

Asaro was recently recognized at 
a ceremony in Boston as one of the 
300 Pearl Harbor survivors in Mas¬ 
sachusetts. He and other members 
of Pearl Harbor Survivors Associa¬ 
tion witnessed the unfurling of a flag 
that will be sent to San Francisco for 
dedication on the 50th anniversary of 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

On Dec. 2, the survivors will be 
given medals in memory of the 
anniversary of the incident. The 
roads leading from Logan Airport to 
the State House will be blocked off 
for the commemoration, according 
to Asaro. 

Asaro says he is content to look 
forward to Veterans’ Day. He has 
been asked to ride a horse for the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MIX') in the parade. 

But, says Asaro, he is happy just 
to watch the parade since, “they 
represent all of us veterans.”

Winchester Players 
ready for ‘Monique’ 

Perhaps one of the biggest myste¬ 
ries surrounding "Monique,” the 
mystery thriller to be presented by 
the Winchester Players, is why it 
isn’t done more often. "Monique,” 
written by Dorothy and Michael 
Blankford, is a top-notch drama of 
suspense able to withstand compari¬ 
son with more recent mystery hits 
such as "Deathtrap.” First pro¬ 
duced in New York in 1957, 
"Monique" opened to favorable 
reviews. The "New York Post" 
called the play "arresting” and 


"menacing” with a solution 
"steeped in treachery and evil.” It’s 
possible that "Monique,” which 
adds a touch of the supernatural to 
the mysterious proceedings, was 
ahead of its time 30 years ago. Yet 
whatever the reasons for its "disap¬ 
pearance,” we’re all the luckier that 
it isn’t well known, since so much of 
the fun of "Monique” is not knowing 
the various motives and deceits at 
the center of the play. 

Liz Bruce, who brought us the 
delightful production of "Dracula” 
two years ago, directs "Monique.” 
At the opening production meeting 
she stressed that "Monique” is not 
like the tongue-in-cheek "Dracula.” 


While the subtle humor of 
"Monique” won’t be lost, this play is 
clearly a drama, and she has 
directed it as such. Ms. Bruce 
returns to the Winchester Players 
after her award-winning perfor¬ 
mance in "Black Comedy" 
(directed by Karen Barton, who this 
time takes on the role of the light- 
fingered maid, Henriette). Indeed, 
the cast and crew of "Monique” are 
unusually strong, and include a 
number of Players who were pre¬ 
sented awards at the Eastern Mas¬ 
sachusetts Theater Conference 
Awards Ceremony for their work in 
"The Cherry Orchard” last June. 
John McAuliffe (Actor Award Reci¬ 
pient) will play the conspiring hus¬ 
band Fernand; Dick LeSchack (Sup¬ 
porting Actor Award) will play 
Merlin, the sleuth; Millie Cooke (Set 
Design Award) has designed the 
beautifully French country house in 
the town of St. Germain en Laye, 
Winchester’s sister city outside 
Paris.

According to Rodgers, the original 
charge of the board was to work with 
the Department of Public Works 
(DPW) and advise the DPW on 
design issues. However, the DRC 
has worked more closely with the 
Board of Selectmen and Planning 
Board in an advisory capacity on the 
review of site improvements and 
visual design on projects throughout 
the town. With the change, the com¬ 
mittee would continue to advise 
those two boards and would continue 
to assist the DPW in the implemen¬ 
tation of town improvements when 
requested by the Boad of Selectmen. 

According to Rodgers, the board 
has been, and will continue to be, 
advisory to the Board of Selectmen 
and Planning Board. 

Rodgers also noted the work that 
her committee has undertaken at 
the request of the town’s garden 
clubs, and the work of the DRC in 
helping to design the Festus McDo¬ 
nough Square as well as the Arthur 
Griffin Museum for Photographic 
Art. 

Rodgers said the requests for 
design advice from the DRC has 
extended beyond the town center, 
which was originally the parameters 
of the board’s duties. 

Town Meeting member Anthony 
Conte questioned the board’s 
involvement in providing design 


review for private developers. 
“Beauty is in the eye of the behol¬ 
der,” said Conte, “I feel it is inap¬ 
propriate to legislate aesthetics.” 

He added that the board’s duties 
appear to center around promoting 
the “status quo” of architectural 
and landscaping designs in towns, 
and thus deters innovative artistic 
endeavors in these fields. 

“[The board’s duty is] to promote 
existing accepted order. I don’t 
think that is what the town should be 
in the business of doing,” said Conte, 
“We should not be in the business of 
saying what is attractive and what is 
not attractive.” 

Town Meeting member Daniel 
Ahearn however, countered that in 
order to maintain the aesthetic val¬ 
ue of the town, some accepted stan¬ 
dards must be set and kept. 

Town Meeting member Charles 
Tseckares, a former member of the 
BDRC, noted that the change in 
charge may prevent DRC members 
from offering advise on any project 
in town, if the DRC is limited to 
reviewing plans put forth by the 
Board of Selectmen or Planning 
Board. 

He added that the DRC’s duties 
“ensure that the builder, designer or 
owner, does it right.” 

Town Meeting member Ellen 
Burkhardt said she would vote 
against the measure, calling the

Woburn Loop land from the town, as 
well constructing a 12-inch water 
line to Hill Street and through the 
property to Cross Street. These com¬ 
mitments, said Amico, have been 
fulfilled by Russo at a combined cost 
of approximately $178,000. 

Russo said the proposed single¬ 
family homes would be three- to 
four-bedroom Colonial style homes. 
With the new plan, added Russo, 
much of the natural vegetation 
would stay in place. 

Maryann McCall-Taylor, vice 
chairman of the Planning Board, 
said her board was unanimously 
behind the proposal, and had held 
public hearings to review the coven¬ 
ant. She said the covenant ensures 
that construction on the property 
will not exceed 15 dwellings and the 
development will abide by subdivi¬ 


sion control laws. 

Also, said McCall-Taylor, the 
12-inch water line will be completed, 
construction will be prohibited on 
the Woburn Loop property known as 
Parcel 2 and blasting at the site will 
be kept to a minimum. 

McCall-Taylor added that the 
proposed housing units would be in 
keeping with the present character 
of the surrounding neighborhood. 

Town Meeting member Peggy 
Schleicher voiced concern that the 
covenant was distributed to Town 
Meeting members on the night of the 
proposed vote, Nov. 4, and asked 
that in the future such documents be 
given to members at least one ses¬ 
sion in advance of a vote. 

Town Meeting approved the zon¬ 
ing change by a voice vote. A two- 
thirds vote of Town Meeting was 
required. 


change in charge “significant.” She 
noted that the board’s charge should 
provide a forum for community 
input, “instead of being a force to be 
reckoned with by a developer every 
step of the way.”

Winchester’s forgotten 
‘Gingerbread House’

Memories of one of the unique 
architectural landmarks of 
Winchester were stirred recently 
by Warren Tavlor of our Board of 
Health. 

Prior to 1967, the view from 
Washington and Mount Vernon 
streets, toward the library, 
included an amazing little house 
with pointed cross gables — a 
veritable symphony in wood — 
built prior to the incorporation of 
Winchester. 

In 1916 Winchester purchased 
the building from the estate of 
Alexis Cutting in order to enlarge 
the Town Hall lot, and over the 
years the ornate little house 
hosted a variety of civic uses. 

The house was of mock gothic 
style, in the manner promoted by 
New York architect Andrew 
Jackson Downing, and no one 
who ever passed the structure 
could fail to marvel at the ornate 
“gingerbread” scrollwork drip¬ 
ping from pointed gables and 
eaves alike. 

After its purchase, the town 
installed electricity and refurb¬ 
ished the place prior to renting it 
to Grafton Abbott and T. Parker 
Clarke. From 1921 it was 
renamed the Legion House when 
Post no. 97, under Commander 
William Ramsdell, occupied it as 
its headquarters for over 20 
years. 

Then, for almost another 20 
years, the little old building 
housed the offices of the Winches¬ 
ter School Department — though 
it ultimately served the Red 
Cross as its “Chapter House” in 
the final years. 

For decades, after the library 
had been built — almost against 
the south side of the house — 
rumblings from the library trus¬ 


tees made it perfectly clear that 
the Cutting House was an unwel¬ 
come intruder in the civic 
scheme of things. 

Over many years the house 
received many “stays of execu¬ 
tion” and in 1955, a cement wall 
(still standing for whatever rea¬ 
son) was built to shore up the 
place when much of the front 
yard was taken with the widening 
of Washington Street. 

At one stage — when the fate of 
the house was in the balance — 
Carlene Samoiloff in her endea¬ 
vor to establish a Children’s 
Creative Arts Center there, 
offered to underwrite the expense 
of painting and repairing the 
exterior. She offered further to 
remove the rear “pantry” sec¬ 
tion to eliminate the crowded 
relationship with the library. 

Winchester Historical Commis¬ 
sion called in Abbott Lowell Cum¬ 
mings, assistant director of the 
Society for the Preservation of 
New England Antiquities. His 
glow'ing account of the building 
swayed neither the selectmen nor 
Town Meeting. 

In 1967, the bulldozers were 
directed onto the property by the 
board of selectmen. 

Cutting House with its delicate 
spiral staircase, Gothic lancet 
panels in its interior doors, Ben¬ 
nington Pottery scrabble-ware 
doorknobs — and the magnificent 
exterior woodwork was match- 
sticked to splinters and hauled 
away in dusty truck loads. 

The Curtis House at 5 Myrtle 
Street is an almost identical twin 
and originally stood beside Cut¬ 
ting House on part of the Town 
Hall lot. 

However, nothing can replace 
Winchester’s 1849 — all original 
— “Gingerbread House” and the 
unique link it fostered between 
Library and Town Hall.

REFI DEBT (H 6199) — House 
96-52, rejected an amendment 
requiring the Authority to refinance 
its bonds by Dec. 31 and place any 
resulting savings in a trust to be 
used by the Authority subject to 
legislative approval. 

The amendment also breaks up 
future Hynes/Tourism linkage by 
earmarking a portion of the hotel/ 
motel tax for tourism only and not 
splitting it between the two. In addi¬ 
tion, the amendment requires con¬ 
tinued efforts to privatize the Boston 
common garage. 

Amendment supporters said refi¬ 
nancing bonds will save $7.5 million 
to be used for future MCCA losses 
and argued the linkage breakup will 
stop the cynical attempt to hold 
tourism money hostage to the 
Hynes. 

Opponents said mandating refi¬ 
nancing by Dec. 31 is fiscally irres¬ 


ponsible and leaves no room for 
flexibility to get the best deal. They 
argued the Tourism Office and the 
MCCA need funding in order to gen¬ 
erate millions in tax and business 
revenue. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Paul C. Casey vot¬ 
ed no. 

HOMEOWNERSHIP (H 5800) — 
House 109-38, overrode Governor 
Weld’s veto of $1 million for the 
homeownership program to help low 
and moderate income first time 
homebuyers buy homes. 

Supporters said this will leverage 
some $30 million in private money to 
help hundreds of families. Oppo¬ 
nents said this is a non-priority prog¬ 
ram which has a dubious record and 
noted continued overriding of vetoes 
will throw the budget out of balance. 
On Sept. 11, the House had favored 
92-58, but failed to gain the two- 
thirds margin necessary for an 
override. 

Both roll calls are listed. The first 
is on failure to override. The second 
is on last week’s successful override. 
On both roll calls, a Yea vote is for 
the $1 million funding. A Nay vote is 
against it. 

Casey voted no on the first roll call 
and yes on the second.

When I get to choir practice every 
Thursday night at 7:30, there isn’t 
much left of me, frankly; by that 
tail-end of the school week, it’s 
sometimes all I can do to stay awake 
and focus on those quarter-notes.

“They’re both a little groggy from 
medication,” she remarked, though 
groggy was hardly a word I’d have 
used for two people steadily drum¬ 
ming with tiny fists on the tabletops. 
Alex had pneumonia last week and 


Charlotte had arrived this day with 
an ear infection. We began, there¬ 
fore, with an aperitif of separate 
medicines, which they sipp>ed like 
baby birds, Charlotte frowning and 
shuddering delicately at the taste, 
Alex sucking it all down and smack¬ 
ing his lips with satisfaction. 

“What’s on the menu?,” I wanted 
to know. “Oh, everything,” Marilyn 
responded. “Variety is the key.”

“We spend 
about 40 minutes eating,” a leisurely 
pace for a mid-day meal, I thought, 
yet brief enough to get a person back 
to the work of the day.

And 
all this time, Marilyn kept up a 
steady stream of chatter at the 
babies. They understand her. The 
wind blew a distant door. “Mam¬ 
ma?” asked one. 

“Daddy bye” the other told him. 
Alex points at the ventilator which in 
the past he has enjoyed trying to 
disassemble. “Uh oh” he says, con¬ 
fessing criminal intent. “That’s 
right, no ventilator!” sang Marilyn.

St. Mary’s responds to 
issue of tree removal 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I would like to take a moment to 
reply to Mr. Peter Wild’s Letter to 
the Editor of Oct. 24, concerning the 
removal of the copper beech tree 
from our property here at Saint 
Mary’s. May I assure all those of 
like concern that this was not a 
decision arrived at without serious 
and lengthy consideration. 

We were informed some six years 
ago by a representative of the Bart¬ 
lett Tree Experts company that a 
number of the trees around our prop¬ 
erty were in need of attention, some 
more urgently than others. 

At that time, we elected, due to the 
considerable expense involved not to 
pursue their recommendations. Lo 
and behold — during the ensuing 
winter, a storm toppled a very large 
tree which stood adjacent to the 
historic convent building (the for¬ 
mer Judkins’ mansion), luckily fall¬ 
ing into the parking lot and not into 
the building itself. 

The remnants of this not inconsid¬ 
erable stump may still be observed 
by anyone wishing to do so. It was 
rotting from the inside out, and only 
by the grace of God, did it not injure 
life or limb. Thus, when signs of 
serious deterioration began to 
appear, some two years ago in our 
noble beech, we took a closer look 
and made several inquiries among 
professional arborists. 

Our awareness and concern for 
ecological, aesthetic and public safe¬ 
ty interests should be evident even to 
the casual observor by the beautiful 
plantings of both perennials and 
annuals which grace the property 


surrounding the church building. 
The perennials were generously 
donated some years ago by a gener¬ 
ous parishioner, one dedicated to the 
beauty of nature. Respecting his 
wishes, we have done minimal prun¬ 
ing to these trees, allowing their 
natural beauty develop into 
maturity. 

But, as with all growing things, 
plants and people alike, we have our 
seasons; the spring of our birth, the 
summer of our flowering, the 
autumn of our full beauty, and the 
winter of our death. Thus, the ago¬ 
nizing decision was made to remove 
the evidently diseased beech tree 
from the school grounds. 

Had Mr. Wild taken the same 
opportunity as I did to observe sev¬ 
eral fallen branches within the tree 
itself, one approximately fifteen feet 
long and 8” to 10” in diameter at the 
base, and only prevented from fall¬ 
ing to the ground by intervening 
branches, he would have realized 
the same serious safety concerns 
which we did. In another location, 
away from frolicking children and 
passers-by, with parochial or per¬ 
sonal interests on their minds, our 
decision might have taken another 
tack. 

In addition, St. Mary’s is an aging 
piece of property, and, like so many 
others in our venerable town, in need 
of constant refurbishing, renovation 
and renewal. I am sure that Mr. 
Wild, a professional arborist him¬ 
self, will be delighted to learn that 
simultaneously with the decision to 
remove the tree, we formulated 
plans to landscape the knoll upon 
which our tree has stood, continuing 
the beautification process begun 
already on the Washington Street 
side of the school by generous and 


altruistic individuals who have 
donated their time, money and labor 
to provide a simple and elegant 
setting surrounding our patron 
Saint, a setting which we ardently 
hope will please the minds and 
hearts of all who pass by this way. 

Thus I will close with sincere apo¬ 
logies to those who might have been 
offended by the removal of this eleg¬ 
ant but aging creature, and with the 
hope that this background will alle¬ 
viate some of their obviously deeply 
felt concern. Our parishioners were 
informed in the parish bulletin for 
some two weeks running of the deci¬ 
sion to remove the tree. Their 
response was understandably 
empathetic.

This week 
in history 

28 years ago 


The town held a Miss Winches¬ 
ter Beauty pageant as part of a 
Sons of Italy annual Columbus 
Day celebration that year. The 
beauty contest was held for girls 
from the ages of 16 to 21 and the 
winner was crowned at a dinner 
dance by the prior year’s winner. 

The cornerstone for a new addi¬ 
tion to the Winchester Hospital 
was laid that week. The new wing 
would be the first addition to the 
building since 1950, according to 
an article in the Star. The total 
number of beds was 104 prior to 
the addition. The hospital added 
an enlarged gift shop and coffee 
shop would be better served with 
the additional space. 

Joe Bellino captured another 
victory at Providence City Sta¬ 
dium, that week. Then a lieuten¬ 
ant in the Navy, Bellino drew 
more than 11,000 spectators at his 
first professional football game. 

A new schedule for the town’s 
firefighters went into effect that 
week. The firefighters’ hours 
were cut by a town meeting vote 
the prior year to 48-hour weeks, 
down from a high of 56 hours. Six 
new firefighters were also added 
to the rolls to bring the town’s 
total department to 36 firefigh¬ 
ters. The Fire Department 
sought to maintain the same 
hours of coverage and used the 
new manpower to accomplish 
that goal. 

The Rambler was a popular car 
that year. Available in the two- 
door hardtop and the classic sta¬ 
tion wagon, they were sold on 
Main Street at Haggerty Ramb¬ 
ler in Winchester. 

WHSR, broadcast from the 
Winchester High School, was on 
frequency 91.9 FM that year. The 
new radio season began that 
week on the channel called the 
voice of the Sachems. The High 
School radio station featured 
classical music, musical comedy, 
mood music and foldk music for 
the enjoyment of the town. 

Dedication of the new Honor 
Roll was held on Veterans’ Day 
that year. The ceremony was to 
take place complete with a full 
color guard. Town Meeting voted 
$10,000 the previous March to 
complete the construction and 
replace an honor roll that had 
been used on a temporary basis. 

A former king was welcomed 
by the former governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts, John Volpe and his wife. 
Former King Umberto II of Italy 
visited Winchester that week. 
The king was presented with an 
honorary badge making him a 
member of the Winchester Police 
Department at a dinner in his 
honor. 

An arsonist struck in Winches¬ 
ter that week. A building on Vine 
Street was set on fire in several 
places, according to an article in 
the Star. There were no injuries 
at the fire but police had no clues 
as to why it had been set as the 
Star’s press time.

iful black creatures paid a visit to 
the tree on my lawn. I was very glad 
to see him and believe he was chased 
around up at the tree top by one of 
the real grey squirrels. 

The other item, is this. One of the 
elm trees I mentioned, the one at the 
corner of South Gateway and Main, 
is different from all the others. 
Those on Bacon Street, the one at 
Chardon, all seem to be “American” 
elm. I believe the one at South Gate¬ 
way is a “Slippery” elm. It has a 
silhouette more like an oak tree than 
a wine glass, and where all the 
others have lost most of their leaves 
and the remaining are all yellow, 
this tree seems to have returned 
most, if not all, of its foliage and the 
foliage is still green and quite thick. 

Another thing I notice is that when 
I reached up and broke a small twig 
off a low branch, the bark did not 
come clean at the branch, but 
rather, continued to rip up along the 
branch for a distance of a foot or 
more. 

The back of the base is very heavi¬ 
ly ridged and seems to be of a brown 
color. 

So, I guess we have at least two 
different types of elm trees here in 
Winchester and it may well be that 
the one I am describing may be 
immune to the ravages of the Dutch 
Elm Disease. I hope so, anyway and 
I shall be on the look-out for others 
just like it.

boundary line between several lots 
on both its north and south side, cut 
off abruptly both Hillside Avenue 
and Summit Avenue, cut the Barnes 
house in two, passed through the lot 
at Highland Street, thence more or 
less parallel to Ledgewood Street, 
crossed South Border Road and 
wound up at a granite marker on the 
Medford line not far from the 
Winchester Town Water tower in the 
Fells Reservation. 

Three hundred feet south of the 
tavern, on the other hand, would 
have placed the line about half-way 
between Herrick Street and Lawson 
Road, a point from which it would 
have been about 600 feet from where 
it could go, “along the northern side 
of Prospect Street”, as Mr. Symmes 
said it did. 

I can easily re-construct how it 
happened. I am sure that Luther 
knew where the line was, and I am 
equally certain that he knew which 
side of the line was north and which 
was south. 

But, in trying to describe the 
boundaries for his article in the files 
of the Historical Society, he was 
picking out known landmarks as he 
went along on various homes, the 
Middlesex Canal, the High School, 
etc. When he came to the crossing of 
Main Street he chose the best-known 
landmark of all, the Tavern for 
which the town itself had once been 
named, “Black Horse Village”. 
Everyone knew where that was in 
those days. 

(Not so, today, however, and to 


help orient my patient readers) — it 
stood on the lot raised up by a 
granite wall, at the northern cover of 
Main Street and Prospect Street — 
the barn also stood on Main Street, 
just north of the Tavern, served 
most likely from both the Terrace 
and Prospect Street. 

So Luther, starting from where he 
knew the line to be, paced off the 
distance to the Tavern and put the 
notation in his notebook, ”300 feet 
south”— (He was now, of course, 
speaking of the Tavern!) 

When he got around to writing his 
article however, he returned to his 
task of speaking about the line and 
he must have forgotten to re¬ 
translate this notation, but put it 
down in his article just as he read it 
from his note. 

So, instead of saying that “the 
Tavern is 300 feet south of the line” 
he, in effect, said, the line is 300 feet 
south of the Tavern.” 

Now, if there is anybody left in 
town, who wants to punch holes in 
my argument, please let’s hear from 
him now (or her). If not, please let 
the record be staightened out so that 
anyone, hereafter, who is interested 
in the Symmes grant can get his 
information straight, as Mr. Sym¬ 
mes intended that he should.

am told about and the more rumors I 
hear about the Winchester Housing 
Partnership plan for low cost hous¬ 
ing, the greater are my concerns. As 
I understand their plan, it is to buy 
single family dwellings located in 
single family dwelling zones and 
convert these dwellings into multi¬ 
ple family dwellings. 

These converted dwellings would 
then be sold or rented to low income 
families. This may sound reasonable 
to satisfy housing needs but it has 
some very serious flaws. 

The major flaw is that federal 
funds which are being sought for this 
plan required that Winchester give 
up any rights to its zoning 
regulations. 

It is extremely important that all 
owners of single family dwellings in 
single family dwelling zone areas be 
fully aware of the impact which such 
a housing plan will have upon you 
and your property. It will mean that 
the Winchester Housing Partnership 


could implant a multiple family 
dwelling right next to your property 
and you could not do anything to stop 
it. The immediate effect would be a 
lowering of the value of your proper¬ 
ty. Next, would be a lowering of 
property values in your neighbor¬ 
hood. But the greater impact would 
be to the entire town. 

For the past 100 years, Winchester 
has carefully and prudently nur¬ 
tured and developed its pride, pre¬ 
stige and its characteristics which 
have resulted in its excellent schools 
and good government. All of these 
features have made Winchester a 
very desirable town in which to live. 
Its citizens have appreciated these 
features. They have believed that 
they were worth the premium prices 
for their homes and the premium 
taxes.

ture in its development and in the 
sustainment of all of the benefits 
which all of us enjoy. 

But now these very benefits and 
the very value of your home and 
your rights as taxpayers and proper¬ 
ty owners are being seriously 
threatened by the housing plan of the 
Winchester Housing Partnership 
and their supporters. They intend to 
override zoning regulations which 
protect the value of your property 
and your rights as citizens of 
Winchester. 

There are other housing plans, 
some already in place, which pro¬ 


vides low income housing. These 
plans do not effect zoning regula¬ 
tions nor property values. These 
should be considered before any 
other plans. 

It will be the task of all home 
owners of Winchester to oppose the 
Housing Partnership plan in order to 
protect the values which you have, 
the values which you have paid for 
and the values which you want to 
continue. Regardless of your loca¬ 
tion, no one will be immure. 

The first action you can take is to 
inform your neighbors about this 
Housing Partnership plan and dis¬ 
cuss the possible effects it will have 


upon you and your neighbors. Sec¬ 
ond, you should keep aware of all of 
the developments about this plan. 
Already, the Housing Partnership 
has been given approval by the 
Selectmen to hire a consultant to 
prepare this housing plan. Third, 
you should inform the Selectmen 
that you oppose this plan. 

Let's not be sadder but wiser when 
it is too late.

Also, many teachers 
spent time in class talking with stu-' 
dents about the situation, both to 
help us get through the horribles 
experience, and to alert students to, 
the fact that on Wednesday, Oct. 16 l v 
a funeral was to be held in the, 
Winchester High School auditorium^, 

There were many reasons for^ 
holding the funeral service in the., 
auditorium. First of all, the church 
that was attended by the student was 
not nearly big enough to accommo 
date the vast number of people whq • 
wanted to attend the service. In fact v 
the auditorium wasn’t even big 
enough to seat everyone who*, 
attended. Also, the hall was easily 
accessible. If the service had beetE 
held in another place it could have 
caused transportation difficulties 
for many high school students. 
Because the auditorium is used so 
frequently, people felt comfortable*., 
and no one felt out of place. 

Additionally, I understand the. 
high school auditorium was actually 
rented out for this service, as it has 
been for other religious services. 
The hall is often used for schodl 
productions such as concerts, plays 
and musicals. I can’t think of a. 
student who was more involved in all 
of these three functions. What better 
way to honor her life than to hold a 
funeral service in the place where 
she accomplished so much?

Former Winchester resident 
found murdered in Vermont

The vioivnt death of a former 
Winchester resident has Vermont 
police baffled. 

The oody of Patricia Scoville, 28, 
was found in a hiking area called 
Moss Glen, in the town of Stowe, Vt. 
Scoville had moved to the ski resort 
area just three weeks prior to her 
death. 

According to Capt. Kenneth 


Kaplan, of the Stowe Police Depart¬ 
ment, Scoville’s body was discov¬ 
ered Oct. 29. The cause of death was 
subsequently determined to be 
asphyxiation. 

According to Kaplan, 14 detectives 
have been combing the area of Moss 
Glen, a popular hiking spot for local 
residents. 

The Stowe Police Department has 
made a plea to the public for infor¬ 
mation that might lead police in the 
right direction to solve the homicide. 


More than 200 leads have been called 
in already, said Kaplan. 

Scoville was last seen around noon 
on Monday, Oct. 21 by some of her 
friends, said Kaplan. Since she had 
only been in the area a short time, 
Scoville knew few people, and trac¬ 
ing her steps back from the time of 
the discovery of her body has been 
difficult, he said. 

The search for more clues con¬ 
tinues, according to Kaplan.

Taking 
a pass from Kathryn Wilson at the 
18-yard line, Lanzo evaded four 
Lady Warriors before blistering a 
shot just under the cross bar and 
over the outstretched hands of Rov 
ner to complete her hat trick.

Cynthia Laraway Barone 


Cynthia Laraway 
Barone 

Cynthia Laraway Barone, journal¬ 
ist, civic activist and long time 
Republican party leader, died Satur¬ 
day at Winchester Hospital of com¬ 
plications following a stroke. She 
was 80. 

Barone was born in Winchester, 
Mass., attended local public schools 
and graduated from Boston Univer¬ 
sity in 1933 with a degree in journal¬ 
ism. She authored a book, “Navy’s 
.Joe Bellino,” highlighting the sports 
career of family friend Joseph Belli¬ 
no, the Annapolis football star. 

She authored numerous newspap¬ 
er articles and wrote a campaign 
song for resident Dwight Eisenhow¬ 
er that was performed both locally 
and nationally by Arthur Fiedler 
with the Boston Pops. She was also a 
member of the National League of 
American Pen Women. 


She was active in many local and 
national organizations including 
major leadership positions with the 
Republican Party. Barone repre¬ 
sented Winchester. Woburn and 
Medford on the Massachusetts 
Republican State Committee and 
served that organization as its first 
woman Executive Chairperson. 

Barone was active in numerous 
political campaigns including serv¬ 
ing as a Goldwater-Miller delegate 
to the National Republican Conven¬ 
tion and one of its Northeast Coordi¬ 
nators. She was also active in the 
residential campaigns of Eisenhow¬ 
er, Nixon, Ford, Reagan and Bush. 
She held positions in the Gubernator¬ 
ial campaigns of John Volpe, Sar¬ 
gent and Pierce and Attorney Gener¬ 
al campaigns of Elliot Richardson 
and Edward Brooke. She also served 
on Edward Brooke’s senatorial 
campaign. 

She was a civic activist and held 
leadership positions with numerous 
organizations. During World War II 
she was a member of the Selective 
Service Board and was employed as 
the Reference Librarian at the 
Winchester Public Library. In later 
years she was elected as a Winches¬ 
ter Town Meeting member, active in 
EnKa, the Garden Club and the 
Historical Society. She also served 
as a charter member and First Vice 
President of the Middlesex East 
Medical Auxiliary. 

Barone was an active member of 
the First Congregational Church of 
Winchester. She served as the Direc¬ 
tor of Religious Education during 
the 1940s, a Sunday School teacher 
and founded the Forum Alumni 
Group in the 1960s. 

A summer resident of Black Point, 
Alton Bay, N.H., she was the founder 


and first woman resident of the 
United Association of Alton Bay. In 
1979 she was honored by that group 
for her years of leadership and in 
keeping Lake Winnipesaukee clean 
and beautiful. In later years she was 
honored by Governor John Sununu 
for her volunteer service to the State 
of New Hampshire. 

Barone was the daughter of the 
late Jonas A. Laraway and Mary 
Simonds of Winchester. Laraway 
was a local businessman and the 
former “Mayor” of Winchester as 
the Chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men during World War I. 

She leaves her husband, Dr. Wil¬ 
liam D. Barone of Winchester; a 
daughter, Deborah Barone Dwyer, 
her husband, Philip and two grand¬ 
sons, Scott and Mark Dwyer of Rye, 
N. Y.; and a son, W. Gregory Barone 
and his wife, Marian of Reading. She 
is also survived by her sister, Pris¬ 
cilla Morse of Winchester and a 
brother, Edson Laraway of Ports¬ 
mouth, N.H. Her older sister, Dor¬ 
othy McKinley of Winchester, prede¬ 
ceased her. 

A memorial service for relatives 
and friends was held at the First 
Congregational Church — On the 
Common, in Winchester at 1:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday, Nov. 6. A private 
burial service will be held Wednes¬ 
day morning. Donations, in lieu of 
flowers, may be made to the First 
Congregational Church or Winches¬ 
ter Hospital. 

Whitney Smith 

Whitney Smith, formerly of 
Winchester, Lexington, and Bel¬ 
mont, died of a stroke on Oct. 18, 
1991. He was 79. 

He was born in Belmont. His 
father, Herbert Edward Smith, was 
a professor at Tufts University. His 


mother, Annie (Foster) was also 
from Belmont. 

Mr. Smith graduated from Bel¬ 
mont High School in 1928 and in 1933 
from Boston University, with a law 
degree.

He served in the Army’s 350th 
Infantry Regiment from Feb. 1945 
until March 1946. He was involved in 
occupation duty in Italy and service 
in the Military Police in Arkansas. 
He worked in the educational prog¬ 
rams of the Episcopal churches in 
Lexington and Winchester after the 
war. 

He was predeceased by his wife, 
Mildred (Gaffney) Smith of Lexing¬ 
ton, where they lived from 1939 to 
1952. They then moved to 
Winchester. 

He is survived by his son, Whitney 
Jr. and his wife Vicki Peterson of 
Winchester and Newton; daughter 
Sybil Smith and her husband, 
Lawrence, of Billerica; daughter 
Lynne Erikson and her husband, 
Bruce, of Beverly Farms; grand¬ 
children Lawrence Jr. and his wife, 
Linda, of Nashua, N.H.; Adrian and 
Austin Smith, both of Jamaica 
Plain; Cynthia Boyden and her hus¬ 


band Jeffrey of Woburn; Robb, 
Noah, and Alyssa Erikson of Bever¬ 
ly Farms; and great-grandchildren 
Christine and Erik Smith. 

He is also survived by his sister, 
Geraldine Foster Smith of Cum- 
ming, Ga., formerly of Belmont and 
Lexington; as well as sisters-in-law, 
Doris Gaffney of Rockville, Md., 
formerly of Winchester, and Delta 
Smith of Georgia. 

Burial took place at Wildwood 
Cemetery, Winchester, on Thurs¬ 
day, Oct. 24, following private 
services. 

Edmund L. Whelan 

Edmund L. Whelan, M.D. who 
practiced medicine for 45 years, 
died Monday, Oct. 28, 1991, in 
Winchester. He was 78. 

Born in East Boston, he attended 
Boston English High School and gra¬ 
duated from Boston College in 1934 
and Tufts University Hospital in 
1938.

Star search 


Top executive recruiters scour industries — not resumes — for talent 


A s management ranks 
continue to shrink and 
derail lucrative 
careers, executive 
recruiters are seeing 
the grim evidence piled high on their 
desks. 

These firms report getting 100 or 
more unsolicited resumes from out- 
of-work executives or those 
exploring other opportunities each 
week. They say that while they try 
to respond to each inquiry and will 
sometimes keep names in a 
database, executives are more likely 
to gain recruiters’ attention by 
gamering star-quality reputations in 
their industries. 

More often than not, recruiters 
target the man or woman they feel is 
ideal for a particular job and then try 
to convince him or her to leave 
another position. 

Some recruiters said, however, 
that with so many people out of work 
through no fault of their own, 
unemployed executives have a 
better shot at being included in a 
prestigious search than they once 
did. 

“Employers are more willing to 
look at people who are actively 
looking. Before, they were suspect 
somehow,” said Patricia Campbell, 
one of three principals with the 
Onstott Group in Wellesley. 

She said it is ‘ ‘high likely’ ’ that 
about one out of five candidates the 
search firm presents to clients 
nowadays is looking for work, which 
was not the case a few years ago. 

‘ ‘We can’t use them all, but we 
do use those individuals as industry 
sources,” said Campbell. 


But not all executive recruiters 
work the same way or recruit for the 
same types of positions. 

Contingency recruiters are paid upon 
placement of job candidates and 
therefore work with many clients at 
once to generate income. 

Retained executive recruitment 
firms like the Onstott Group are 
generally paid a set percentage of a 
position’s salary upon initiation of the 
search and work with a limited 
number of clients. 

Many of these firms belong to the 
Association of Executive Search 
Consultants in New York City, which 
has rigorous membership criteria 
that excludes employment agencies 
and contingency recruiters. The 
organization has some 100 member 
firms around the country. 

Charles Polachi Jr., a Sherbom 
resident and president of the 
retained executive search firm 
Fenwick Partners in Lexington, said 
retained firms generally work ' ‘at 
the top of the corporate structure, ” 
concentrating on placing people in 
jobs that pay $70,000 or more. 

‘ ‘It’s like hiring a doctor or a 
lawyer. That’s because you’re 
buying a slice of the consultant’s 
time and you’re looking for 
objectivity,” said Polachi, adding 
that Fenwick Partners never pitches 
job candidates to more than one 
client at once. 

Although Polachi said the search 
business has cooled since the 1980s, 
the industry is still active. He said a 
number of companies have been 
seeking new presidents and 
executives to help improve their 
performance. Certain industries, 


such as environmental and software 
services, are poised for rapid growth 
in the 1990s. 

Polachi said those with advanced 
degrees in environmental science 
and experience working with the 
federal Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration make good 
candidates for chief environmental 
officer positions, which more and 
more large companies are adding to 
their management teams. 

Aside from specific experience in 
a given industry, Polachi said people 
who catch his eye for a position in 


any industry must be a cut above the 
rest. 

An Ivy League education certainly 
helps set some executives apart, but 
he said it is becoming less important 
for top managers to hold degrees 
from the most exclusive universities. 

At the same time, intangible 
personal characteristics coupled with 
proven career track records build 
reputations. 

Polachi said the standouts make a 
point to know and interact with many 
people, are active in professional 
associations, write articles and give 


speeches. In addition, he said the 
best people almost always display a 
deep intellectual curiosity in both 
their business and personal lives. 

“We are interested in people who 
push the envelope. They haven’t 
shut the mind off,” said Polachi. “I 
think they are usually overachievers 
who are highly self-motivated and 
have strong communications skills. ’ ’ 

Such people tend to read widely 
and voraciously on topics ranging 
from business to philosophy to world 
literature. 

John Sullivan, a Weston resident 
and managing partner at Korn Ferry 
International in Boston — one of the 
oldest and largest retained 
recruitment firms in the country — 
said integrity is among the first 
qualities he looks for in job 
candidates. 

“We look for people who finish 
what they started, and we look for 
executives who present crisp 
communication skills,” said Sullivan. 

“Employers are 
more willing to 
look at people who 
are actively 
looking. Before, 
they were suspect 
somehow.”

Campbell said attractive 
candidates typically started their 
careers with large corporations 
offering good training programs 
before moving to smaller companies 
where they had more responsibility. 

Campbell, Polachi and Sullivan all 
rely heavily on computer databases 
and industry contacts to find search 
candidates. 

And Polachi said Fenwick 
Partners does extensive industry 
research by combing through public 
documents and talking to Wall Street 
analysts to find top-performing 
companies. 

He said, for example, that if the 
search firm talks to several analysts 
who all include one name on a list of 
the top five firms in an industry', the 
partners will seek out the managers 
at that company. 

But identifying several good 
candidates is just part of the search 
process, Polachi said. 

1 ‘The trick is to try and engineer 
a good fit,” he said. 

Women and minorities are 
starting to play a greater role in the 
process as well, the recruiters said, 
and many employers now specifically 
request a diverse slate of candidates 
from which to choose. 

“I’d say every search (we do) is 
40 to 50 percent women, but they’re 
harder to get to. Women have a high 
loyalty factor,” said Polachi. 

He said that when he was doing 
searches in the 1970s, women were 
often reluctant to take calls from 
executive recruiters. But both 
women and men have become more 
receptive to exploring other 
opportunities presented by 
recruiters.

w 


hen Karen Guidry 
quit a high-level 
human resources 
position at Digital 
Equipment Corp. last 
December to look for 
new work, she struggled with what 
she calls the "cook book” approach to 
job searches. 

At her outplacement office, for 
instance, she detected a gender gap in 
the way many of the men were 
handling the process compared to 
many women. Men, she recalls, often 
did everything by the book, ending up 
frustrated and depressed. But women 
generally viewed their unemployment 
as an opportunity. 

“People told me I was crazy to 
leave a good job when I didn’t have 
another one, especially in this 
economy,” said Guidry recently. “But 


I hadn’t been happy at DEC at all, so I 
knew I had to leave. Once I did, the 
real key for me was to do some soul- 
searching.” 

Guidry said that after being in one 
place for so long, she needed to take a 
fresh look at her career — despite the 
risks involved. 

She reports the result was ' ‘an 
incredible journey” both professionally 
and personally. Rather than heeding 
conventional advice to be practical, 
Guidry investigated career options she 
might enjoy, including consulting, 
start-up ventures and possibly 
switching careers. 

After six months of this somewhat 
haphazard networking, Guidry 
accepted an offer with Blue Cross Blue 
Shield. The new job — in 
compensation management — offers 
the supportive, creative and 
challenging atmosphere she’d been 
missing at DEC. 

“Looking back, I now see the 


terrible pnee I paid for staying in an 
environment where I couldn’t do 
something I loved. I’ve also learned 
how transferable my previous 
experience really was, despite the 
recession,” said Guidry. 

In fact, Guidry turned down four 
other job offers, with more still coming 
in. 

She said exploring her inner callings 
renewed her confidence, enthusiasm 
and creativity. 

“The high that comes with having 
risked it all is incredible,” said Guidry. 
“The more energized and excited I 
got, the more I drew in people around 
me ... Even my interviewer at Blue 
Cross said he really respected me for 
having the courage to take a big 
chance.”

EMPLOYMENT INSIGHTS 

Handling employees who are struggling 
with personal problems

One of my most difficult times as a 
manager was when an employee was 
going through a nasty divorce. 

I chose to be understanding and 
obliging. Wrong choice. His work was 
subpar for many weeks. And I was a 
nervous wreck trying to tiptoe around 
him. 

There is a better way to handle 
employees who are struggling with 
personal problems: Focus on job 
performance. Here are some 
guidelines: 

Some signals an employee may be 
having personal problems: emotional 
outbursts, a sudden decline in work 
performance, frequent absences and 
tardiness, or a sharp change in 
attitude. 

Take immediate action. Talk to 
the employee in private and keep it 
confidential. Be friendly and 
sympathetic, but also make it clear 
you're the supervisor; your role is to 
help employees do their best work and 
meet your organization’s needs. Try 
to identify the issues causing the 
distress, but leave diagnosis to 
professional counselors. 

Listen. Accept troubled employees’ 
feelings as facts; don’t dismiss 


emotions with a comment like, “It's 
silly to feel that way.” 

But don’t assume that talking and 
listening alone will fix their problems. 
Troubled people improve by learning 
why their lives aren’t working, and 
that’s where professional counselors 
can help. Suggest the employee see a 
counselor or refer the employee to 
your organization’s employee 
assistance program. 

■ If you don’t have an EAP, ask 
colleagues in other organizations to 
recommend good counseling agencies. 
Or check newspaper classified sections 
of the Yellow Pages. 

■ Give two messages to troubled 
employees: (1) This company wants to 
be supportive so you can get help; and 
(2) We still expect you to meet job 
performance standards. The second 
message is harsh. But it may be the 
only way to make sure that employees 
know how important it is to solve the 
problem. Without holding them 
accountable, you let them get by 
without addressing the problem. 

■ You may have to do some counseling 
yourself if the employee’s problems 
stem from work, such as problems 
with co-workers, reorganizations, 
layoffs, salary freezes or dissatisfaction 
with the job. 

If you’re in that situation, listen to 


your employees’ concerns with 
empathy and patience. Let them help 
choose solutions. Fortify their self¬ 
esteem. 

■ If the employee won’t acknowledge 
the problem, keep focusing on job 
performance. Cite specific instances 
when the employee did not meet 
standards. Suggest outside assistance 
could help the employee get back on 
track more quickly. 

■ If the problem seems to involve a 
personality clash between two co¬ 
workers, try basic conflict resolution. 
Talk to each employee separately in a 
neutral place. Learn their 
perspectives. Then bring them 
together. Show them where they 
agree. Ask them what each could do to 
meet on middle ground. 

■ When employees cry or become 
emotionally unraveled at work, offer 
them some privacy so they won’t 
“lose face” in front of co-workers. 
Acknowledge their emotions (“I can 
see that what happened last night is 
really upsetting you.”). If this is a 
first-time occurrence, you might 
suggest a long break or going home 
early. But don’t budge on your 
standards.

Making a move 

Saving to buy a home when you’re paying rent 


S tatistics show prices of 
homes all over the country 
have declined. Logic sug¬ 
gests, therefore, that more 
people should be capable of 
purchasing a home. 
Unfortunately, logic doesn’t always 
prevail. According to a report by the 
Joint Center for Housing Studies at 
Harvard University, released last 
week, homeownership costs remain 
"formidably high relative to the early 
1970s."

"The key issue is the inability to 
come up with a down payment," said 
William C. Apgar Jr., an economics 
professor at the center and an author 
of the study, "State of the Nation’s 
Housing: 1991." 

Income growth was dramatically 
outpaced by appreciation in housing 
costs, both rental and single-family 
units, in the past 15 years. With little 
increase in income, there is little left to 
put aside for a down payment. 

"It’s a vicious cycle. So much of 
the housing dollar goes into rent, that 
there is little left to save, ’ ’ Apgar said. 

In Boston, according to the study, 
house prices jumped 81.1 percent 
while incomes only rose 3.2 percent 
during that 15-year period. The cost of 
renting averaged 28.1 percent of in¬ 
come in 1990, according to the housing 



study. Added to the problem is the 
lack of affordable rental properties for 
low-income households, the study 
said. 

"Poverty-level households must 
pay a substantially larger share of their 
incomes for housing than they did in 
the mid-1970s because they are com¬ 
peting for an ever-smaller supply of 
low-cost units," the study reported. 

And rents have only slipped slightly 
since the 1986 peak. "In the super¬ 
heated northeast market, gross rents 
didn’t peak until 1989 and fell just $1 in 
1990," according to the report. 

And the down payment is only part 
of the picture, Apgar said. 

There are the costs after the pur¬ 
chase, such as mortgage payments, 
operating costs and real estate taxes. 
Last year, the after-tax cash burden - 
the money needed to stay in the house 
after the initial purchase and concur¬ 
rent tax deduction, which includes the 
costs just listed - was 51.9 percent of 
income, according to the study. Usual¬ 
ly, 30 percent of income is used to de¬ 
fine affordability. 

"Making the transition from renting 
to owning requires accumulated sav¬ 
ings to cover the down payment and 
closing costs, as well as income suffi¬ 
cient to meet monthly mortgage pay¬ 
ments and other operating costs," the 
study stated. "House prices and mort¬ 
gage terms largely dictate the magni¬ 
tude of these costs, while household 
income and wealth determine the abili¬ 
ty to make the required payments. Be¬ 
cause of the gap between house prices 
and incomes that opened in the 1970s, 
these hurdles still keep homeowner¬ 
ship out of reach for many potential 
first-time buyers." 

"A program organized with a sav¬ 
ings component so that renters can 
make a down payment seems to be 
helpful," Apgar said. "The key is get¬

ting people over the initial hurdle (the 
down payment)." 

What’s needed, Apgar said, are 
new programs to help low- and moder¬ 
ate-income households get a jump on 
those hurdles. 

There are some programs avail¬ 
able, but not everyone can qualify for 
them. "I know there are a number of 
programs where a share of the rent is 
turned into an escrow account, which 
is used towards a down payment," 
Apgar said, referring to renting or 
leasing with an option to buy. "The 
problem, of course, is that for many 
low-income renters, even a modest 
amount set aside for savings is not 
good enough. Clearly, there are some 
folks who have the capacity to save on 
the side and for some it will be the 
only way to purchase a home. 

"Homeownership has good compo¬ 
nents," he said. "It’s a way of stabi¬ 
lizing housing costs, accumulating 
wealth and it’s a systematic savings 
vehicle. The increase in the value of a 
home is a way of building up a modest 
asset base. But the key is getting peo¬ 
ple over that initial hurdle. ’ ’ 

Apgar believes the key is a low 
down-payment mortgage, between five 
and 10 percent, issued in some way to 
keep the foreclosure rate down. Banks 
are no longer willing to take the risk of 
foreclosing on a property when they 
own 95 percent of that property. 

While mortgages of five or 10 per¬ 
cent reduce the up-front cash required 
for a down payment, "they also raise 
the size of the loan and the annual 
housing expenses and the minimum in¬ 
come required," Apgar said. 

Borrowers who put down less than 
20 percent are required to buy private 
mortgage insurance, which adds to the 
annual housing costs and minimum in¬ 
come required. In the cost of a 
$200,000 home, 20 percent represents 


$40,000 or more. In the northeast, ac¬ 
cording to the report, the income re¬ 
quired for a five percent down pay¬ 
ment is almost $40,000, which is 
$6,000 more than the amount required 
to qualify for a 20 percent down pay¬ 
ment mortgage. 

According to the housing study, 
only 11.6 percent of the 28.7 million 
renters in 1986 had the income, wealth 
and debt obligations required to qualify 
for a 20 percent down payment mort¬ 
gage to purchase the typical starter 
home in their region.

"Managing the risk is going to re¬ 
quire some public involvement," 
Apgar said. "There need to be instru¬ 
ments in which an organization will 
take a so-called silent second mort¬ 
gage, where the institution contributes 
to the down payment, but does not get 
the income back in return until the 
homeowner is well into homeowner¬ 
ship and capable of making additional 
payments. It’s a program where the 
institution will have a claim, but 
doesn’t insist on payments,'' he said. 

The institution would need to cre¬ 
ate a revolving fund, Apgar said. The 
average income of the mortgagee and 
the value of the home, on average, will 
go up, "so there will be dollars to

match. This is also called a patient 
mortgage. Over a four or five-year pe¬ 
riod they will have a return. A mort¬ 
gage pool, ultimately, can be self-fi¬ 
nancing down the road. So it doesn’t 
necessarily require a big, permanent 
public commitment. The costs could be 
relatively modest in promoting it," he 
said. 

"Increasingly, banks are involved 
in trying to expand mortgage lending," 
Apgar said. "Many banks are re¬ 
searching ways to be players. Housing 
advocates are saying it’s not fast 
enough. I think we need more involve¬ 
ment to try to search out new lending 
mechanisms to promote homeowner¬ 
ship along more moderate-income 
groups." 

There were many more options 
when mortgage rates were sky high 
and lenders were packaging more cre¬ 
atively, giving buyers an incentive tc 
borrow, said David Gitelson, a real es¬ 
tate attorney with Gitelson and Cotton 
in Framingham. 

"But I haven’t seen the kinds ol 
exotic things, off the wall things, we 
saw a few years ago," Gitelson said, 
referring to creative financing pack¬ 
ages. 

Some first-time buyers go into i 
Realtor’s office with the hopes of rent¬ 
ing or leasing a home or condo with a. 
option to purchase, said one Framing 
ham broker. But once they really un 
derstand what that means, they aren’t: 
so interested. 

Many people think the rent they 
would be paying would automatically 
be considered part of a down payment, 
the broker said. 

"The lease with an option to buy is 
a viable alternative. It does give some¬ 
one a chance to occupy the property," 
Gitelson said. But only a percentage of 
the rent is put in an escrow account 


and used towards the down payment, 
he explained. 

That percentage is based on the 
amount of rent being paid and the mar¬ 
ket value of the property, he said. 
"It’s not uncommon to see a 50-50 
split, but the variety can be as wide as 
the imagination of the parties con¬ 
cerned. It can be a good idea if the 
terms are correct." 

Renting or leasing with an option to 
buy gives the renter the opportunity to 
exercise that option in a certain period 
of time. Often, however, if that option 
isn’t exercised, a payment already 
made for the option - a deposit - is for¬ 
feited. 

"We’re not seeing much leasing 
with an option to purchase," said Pa¬ 
tricia Barry, an account executive with 
Citicorp, Framingham. "It’s probably 
just a matter of promoting it properly 
and people committing themselves. 
They’re not sure they want to make 
that commitment. There is still a lot of 
uncertainty with buyers right now. 
They’re concerned about having a job 
in six months." 

There are, however, other options, 
Barry said. 

"I think there are a lot of very cre¬ 
ative options available, for example, 
rates that are initially discounted for 
the first three, four or five years," she 
said. "Buyers can qualify for a lower 
starting rate, which goes up when they 
are a little more financially secure. 

Yet, Barry, too, says that the down 
payment is crucial. 

"I think the critical thing is people 
have to have the ability to come up 
with some money for an initial down 
payment," she said. Usually, it’s 
around 20 percent. "I don’t see five 
percent down so much anymore.'' 

The best way to find creative fi¬ 
nancing. Barry suggested, is through 
the Realtor.

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Selectmen go first round in budget battle

The fiscal year 1993 budget could 
present a bleak outlook for town 
employees. 

Town Manager Chadwick Maurer 
offered a preliminary budget for 
fiscal year 1993 (FY93) at the Board 
of Selectmen’s Nov. 12 session, 
adding that personnel reductions 
would not be required under the four 
options outlined. 

However, members of the board 


said the expense figures did not 
include potential pay raises from 
contract negotiations with town 
employees. 

“I don’t see, given these numbers, 
how you can avoid having personnel 
laid off,” said Selectman Robert 
Deering. 

Deering noted that the numbers 
did not allow for increases for nego¬ 
tiated settlements with town 
employees, and said many of the 
town’s employee groups are up for 
contract renewals this year. 


‘if one could describe a budget as 
hitting the wall, this is it,” agreed 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt. He 
noted that contract negotiations last 
year cost the town a little less than 
$1 million. 

“We want to keep personnel stable 
and offer health benefits,” said 
Chairman William O’Leary, “We 
will not be able to negotiate pay 
raises. That’s clear that this is what 
these numbers mean.” 

The four options are as follows: 

Option 1: Shows the budget with 


$850,000 for capital expenditures and 
$150,000 in overlay surplus, the 
account for real estate abatements. 
With this option, the total municipal 
budget is $9,246,205, a reduction 
from FY92 of more than $300,000. 
The schools would see a decrease of 
more than $400,000 from FY92, with 
a final tally of $13,073,795. 

Option 2: Calls for $850,000 in the 
capital but no money in overlay 
surplus. In this option, the muncipal 
budget is $9,184,067 and school 
budget is $12,985,933. 


Option 3: Puts no money in the 
capital account and leaves $150,000 
in overlay surplus. Municipal budget 
is $9,598,323 under this option and 
school budget is $13,571,677. 

Option 4: Allocates no money in 
the capital account and no money in 
the overlay surplus account. This 
option puts $9,536,185 in the munici¬ 
pal account and $13,483,815 in the 
school account. 

Maurer noted that the total 
revenue anticipated for FY93 is 
$31,480,000. However, the Board of 


Assessors have recently indicated 
that since abatement requests on 
real estate assessments have nearly 
doubled, revenue from the overlay 
surplus account is not a sure thing. 

In past years, the figure turned 
back to the town from the overlay 
account has been approximately 
$150,000, a figure that was originally 
worked into the budget. Without that 
money, anticipated revenue drops to 
$31,630,000. 

Maurer said the state aid payment

School board gives nod to 
drug resistance program

Along with the new year, the 
Winchester Public Schools will 
usher in a program to teach kids a 
new way to say “no” to drugs. 

At their Nov. 12 session, School 
Committee members gave the nod to 
the DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) program, which will be 
introduced for the second half of the 
school year. 

Police Chief Joseph Perritano, 
who has undertaken ths project 
under the Police Department’s 
budget, explained the work that has 
been going on behind the scenes to 
ready the schools for the program. 

Project DARE focuses on sending 
the message to kids that cigarettes, 
marijuana and alcohol are “gate¬ 
way drugs” that could lead to hea¬ 
vier drug use. 


The program, which began on the 
west coast several years, involves 
the use of a full-time DARE officer 
in the schools with a primary focus 
on the fifth-grade students, who are 
considered at the threshold of 
stepped-up peer pressure. 

The curriculum of the entire prog¬ 
ram involves some 17 weeks of 
instruction, according to Perritano. 

The current plan is to introduce 
the program in two separate stages, 
said Perritano. The first stage would 
be implemented in January. 1992. 
The students in grade five would 
receive eight to 10, 45-minute lessons 
during the spring semester, and 
grades kindergarten through four 
would receive two or three 20-minute 
lessons during the spring semester. 

The second stage would be imple¬ 
mented in September, 1993 and the 
full program would then be offered. 

Funding for DARE, which 


includes the police officer’s salary 
and materials, approximately 
$40,000 to $50,000 each year, will 
come through the police budget and 
through fundraising. 

DARE officer Paul Austin 
reported on his meetings with the 
individual principals. In addition, 
Austin has met with the administra¬ 
tion and the fifth-grade teachers to 
work on how the program can be 
best implemented in their classes. 

Austin said that he observed the 
program in Woburn, and that 
although the program there has 
been in use for more than four years 
he says the teachers are “just as 
excited as when they first started 
the program . ” He also expressed his 
own enthusiasm for working with 
the children. 

“The idea is to win their confi¬ 
dence. I want these kids to feel that

New statistics released by the 
Department of Agriculture show one 
in 10 Americans receives food 
stamps. However, according to 
experts, food stamps alone are not 
enough. 

Some families battered by the 
recession are seeing the inside of a 
food pantry for the first time in their 
lives, says Linda Scott, who mans 
the Woburn Council of Social Con¬ 
cern pantry on a volunteer basis. 

The council, a food pantry that is 
operated by volunteers, is located at 
19 Campbell Street in Woburn. The 
pantry serves Woburn, Winchester 
and Wilmington. 

Scott says that some people come 
and use the pantry just to get 
through one “rough spot”; some 
have gone from both partners work¬ 
ing to only one household member 
employed; and others don’t have 
any food stamps left to get them by 
until the month’s end. 

The program endeavors to bridge 
the gap between other programs 
available to people, such as food 
stamps and aid to families with 
dependent children (AFDC), says 
Scott. Primarily to be used for 


emergency services, staff member 
Linda Scott says the pantry could 
never be the only source of food for a 
family. 

The way the pantry operates is to 
first take in food from donations. 
The pantry asks that donations con¬ 
sist of meals in cans preferably, or 
any other non-perishable that can be 
delivered to the center between 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friuay. 

However, the pantry itself is only 
open 10 to 11:15 a.m. on Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday. Scott said 
that a visit to the pantry will provide 
a family with enough food for three 
or four days. 

Because of the red tape involved in 
all of the other programs, the staff 
asks about residency in the three 
towns it serves and no other infor¬ 
mation. “The only requirement we 
have is if you didn’t have the help, 
that you would go to bed hungry,” 
said Scott. 

In October, 1990, the Council saw 
100 families representing some 305 
people. The next year — October, 
1991 — there were 135 families who 
used the pantry representing 435 
people, said Scott.

According to Scott, that increase 
is due in part to the recession, but 
also due to an increase in the num¬ 
ber of people whose, “income is 
showing too high for assistance, but 
they can’t meet their bills.” 

The pantry is only able to provide 
assistance for the families once a 
month. 

Scott tells people to “think of it as 


a food bank. Draw on it for a while, 
until you get back on your feet. Then 
give so others can get help." Scott 
says that this recession has been 
tough since it has hit people who 
have always done well. 

“More and more people are falling 
out of a comfortable life style,” 
agrees Project Bread director of 
development Mark Hinderlie. Pro¬ 
ject Bread along with local founda¬ 
tions sponsored a first-of-a-kind 
study that reportedly shows that one 
out of every four children in Massa¬ 
chusetts either suffers from hunger 
or is at risk of being hungry. 

Project Bread is a non-profit orga¬ 
nization which does fundraising for 
the emergency feeding network. 
According to Hinderlie, the network 
includes 350 soup kitchens, food pan- 
tries and homeless shelters for 
which the Project raises funds. 

Project Bread, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, and 
the Massachusetts Anti-Hunger 
Coaltion conducted a state-wide 
study of families with at least one 
child under the age of 12. Using a 
scientific model, the study called the 
Community Childhood Hunger Iden¬ 
tification Project (CCHIP) identi¬ 


fied children under 12 suffering from 
hunger, from which the one in four 
statistics are derived. 

In addition to the results of that 
study, Hinderlie points to the fact 
that Project Bread’s food stamp hot¬ 
line has received three times as 
many calls as last year. The hotline 
is funded by the state, “since they 
recognize that food stamps do not 
reach half of the people who need 
help,” said Hinderlie. The Project 
assists callers with the red tape 
involved in applying for benefits. 
The food stamp hotline number is 
1-800-645-8333. 

Hinderlie says that Project Bread 
estimate that one in five Americans 
actually need food stamps but are 
not getting them, either because 
they don’t meet federal guidelines or 
are not aware that they are eligible. 

According to the Hinderlie, food 
stamp benefits amount to 60 cents 
per meal per person. Said Hinderlie, 
“It would be a hazard to try and live 
on that amount alone.” 

Hinderlie says that by providing 
and increasing the necessary bene¬ 
fits to families who need them, Mas¬ 
sachusetts could avoid other health-

Is it possible to commit the 
perfect murder? 

The perfect murder, the mur¬ 
der without clues, the murder 
that defeats even the most 
inspired deductions of the police 
— this is a theme that has tantal¬ 
ized generations of mystery lov¬ 
ers. A superb example of the 
genre is the Winchester Players’ 
dazzling production of 
“Monique,” by Dorothy and 
Michael Blankfort, which opened 
last weekend at the Winchester 
Unitarian Church’s Metcalf Hall. 

In a small town outside Paris 
(nominally Winchester’s twin 
city St. Germain-En-Laye), Fer¬ 
nand Ravinel, a decent but weak 
man trapped in a loveless mar¬ 
riage, is persuaded by his mis¬ 
tress Monique to murder his wife. 
Reluctantly, Ravinel agrees. And 
then ... 

Well now, I can’t tell you, can 
I? It’s a mystery, it wouldn’t be 
fair to tell what happens. 

And indeed, one of the charms 
of this play is that it hasn’t (if 
you’ll pardon the expression) 
been done to death. By now there 
are few surprises in. say, “Ten 
Little Indians” or “Witness for 
the Prosecution.” But 
“Monique” keeps you guessing 
right up to the last, devastating 
line. 

This production is fully up to 
the standard we’ve come to 
expect from the Winchester Play¬ 
ers. Bruce’s direction keeps the 
action taut and engrossing, and 
the individual performances are 
uniformly satisfying, from the 
leads to the walk-ons, even to the 


offstage voice of the hospital tele¬ 
phone operator. 

John McAuliffe plays Ravinel 
as a great bull of a man, tortured 
by private demons, his voice 
thundering and wounded, his 
eyes clouded with terror. Sydelle 
Pittas gives a masterly perfor¬ 
mance as the beautiful, unscru¬ 
pulous Monique. A canny perfor¬ 
mer, Pittas can move smoothly 
from whispering lines like, “To 
sound like a wife is the worst sin a 
mistress can commit,” to coldly 
and professionally issuing 
instructions for the destruction of 
evidence or the removal of a 
body. 


As the wife, Lucienne, Teri 
Muller is chic and convincing. 
She can be sometimes stubborn, 
sometimes suspicious, some¬ 
times filled with contempt, some¬ 
times fragile and insecure — and 
sometimes all these at the same 
time. 

In the supporting role of 
Inspector Merlin, Dick LeSchack 
radiates old-world charm com¬ 
bined with dogged shrewdness. 
Karen Barton plays the buxom, 
light-fingered maid Henriette 
with a smile for the men, a heart 
of gold, and an eye for the main 
chance.

Police journey 
to D.C. to honor 


fallen colleague

Winchester Police officers recen¬ 
tly paid homage to the more than 
12,561 officers nationwide who have 
died in the line of duty. 

Detective Lieutenant James Pier¬ 
ce, officers Peter MacDonnell, 
James Cogan, Daniel Perenick and 
Philip Coss, members of the 
Winchester Police Honor Guard 
travelled to Washington, D.C. in 
October to assist in the dedication of 
the National Law Enforcement 
Officers Memorial Pathway to 
Remembrance. 

The memorial was dedicated in a 
ceremony that consisted of a speech 
by President George Bush and a 
24-hour roll call of the fallen officers’ 
names as well as the actual unveil¬ 
ing of the memorial. 

The name of Detective Sargent 
Roland Roy, a Winchester officer 
who died on May 30, 1980, was read 
at 10 p.m. on the evening of the roll 
call and all of the Winchester offic¬ 
ers were at the memorial to pay 
their respects. Roy died of a heart 
attack following an arrest that 
involved a struggle. 

The names were read starting at 2 
p.m. one afternoon and continually 
read till 2 p.m. the next day, when 
the shrouds were officially removed 
from the memorial. 


According to Pierce, many of the 
surviving relatives expressed relief 
at having a place to mourn the loss 
of their loved ones. Many openly 
wept as the names were read, said 
Pierce. 

An inscription on one of the panels 
in the pathway read, "It is not how 
these officers "died that made them 
heroes. It is how they lived,” written 
by Vivian Eney, a relative of one of 
the fallen officers. 

There were 20,000 police officers 
on hand for the ceremony. A blue 
laser was lit signifying the "thin 
blue line” and will remain lit from 
dawn to dusk in perpetuity. 

Each panel carried the names of 
the fallen officers and there were 128 
panels. Only 128 officers were cho¬ 
sen to remove the shrouds from the 
memorials, five of those officers 
were from Winchester. 

The oval-shaped border memorial 
was designed to be a place of quiet 
contemplation for its visitors. 
According to the guide book pub¬ 
lished for the Memorial Fund, "in 
the belief that each loss of one law 
enforcement officer is a tragedy 
equal to all others, regardless of 
date, location, or circumstances, 
Memorial Fund leaders have man¬ 
dated that the officers’ names will 
not be grouped chronologically, 
alphabetically, or geographically.”

Arlington man arrested 


in Winchester drug bust

An Arlington man was recently 
arrested by Winchester Police, after 
police picked up on his elaborate 
scheme to steal drugs from a local 
pharmacy. 

On Oct. 30 at 4:25 p.m., acting on 
information that a theft was about to 
occur with a destination of Winches¬ 
ter, Winchester Police, in concert 
with the Northeast Massachusetts 
Law Enforcement Council (NEM- 
LEC), arrested James Hook, a 
24-year-old Arlington resident. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce, Hook was subse¬ 
quently charged with violation of the 
narcotics drug law. 

Pierce said the perpetrator(s) 


called a local pharmacy saying they 
were a doctor and asking for a 
prescription in the name of a fiction¬ 
al person. That same name was used 
when another call was made to the 
pharmacy, said Pierce. 

During the second call, the person 
said that he or she was unable to get 
to the pharmacy in question and that 
a cab would be sent, said Pierce. 

Afier the cab picked up the pack¬ 
age at the pharmacy, the cab was 
directed to a specific location in 
Winchester where the attempt to 
steal the narcotic was made. 

But the police were ready. Once 
the suspect got into the cab, police 
closed in, said Pierce. 

Hook was arraigned on the 
charges on Nov. 1, according to 
Pierce.

MWRA board votes to 
file suit against state 

The Massachusetts Water Resour¬ 
ces Authority Board of Directors 
voted recently to file suit against the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
claiming certain provisions of the 
Fiscal Year 1992 state budget consti¬ 
tute an illegal tax on MWRA 
ratepayers. 

The specific items in the budget 
with which the Authority takes issue 
include: 

•A $120 million payment for cer¬ 
tain water and sewer debts inherited 
by the MWRA in FY 1985, when the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
transferred to the new authority the 
responsibility for water and sewer 
services for 60 communities; and 

•Certain watershed management 
expenses. 

Robert J. Ciolek, MWRA Board 
member, who is also the Executive 
Director of the Boston Water and 
Sewer Commission, said: “The 
Authority’s ratepayers, who already 
face substantial rate increases as a 


result of the court-ordered Boston 
Harbor Project and long-neglected 
maintenance and improvements to 
the regional water and sewer sys¬ 
tems, cannot reasonably bear such 
excessive and unjustified costs.’’ 

The suit will be filed next week. 

Shannon is honored 
by day care agencies 

Senator Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester), was recently honored 
by the Massachusetts Association of 
Day Care Agencies. 

On Thursday, Oct. 24, Senator 
Shannon received a certificate of 
appreciation in recognition of his 
work on behalf of quality, affordable 
day care. The award was presented 
at a legislative breakfast sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Child Care 
Budget Endorsers, a coalition of 
fourteen child care organizations 
and agencies representing parents, 
child care advocates and day care 
professionals from across the state. 

Senator Shannon said, “It is an 
honor and a privilege to receive this

legislative proposals

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Russian Chamber Chorus offers variety in upcoming concert

It all began with five people and a 
desire to bring Russian music to the 
ears of American music lovers. 

And Winchester residents will 
have a chance this month to revel in 
the sounds of Russia with the Rus¬ 
sian Chamber Chorus, the second 
offering of the Winchester Concert 
Series’ new season. 

The chorus will perform at Town 
Hall on Nov. 24 at 4 p.m. with a 
program presentation of diverse 
musical offerings. 

Music Director Andrei Roudenko 
said the first members of the chorus 
were also singers with the Boston 
Symphony Tanglewood Chorus. 
After performing several Russian 
operas with the Boston Symphony, a 
few of the singers expressed an 
interest in trying more Russian 
music. 

"We were meeting around a din¬ 
ner table,” said Roudenko of the 
first start-up sessions of the new 
chorus in 1984. Soon however, the 
chorus would begin a "low-key” 


sweep of the area, performing at 
weddings and other functions. 

Not long after, word began to 
spread about the Boston-based chor¬ 
us, and several members of the 
Boston Symphony asked to join. In 
1988, the chorus numbered 14 mem¬ 
bers and the group began a serious 
pursuit of concert engagements. 

The group now has 31 members 
and has been featured on National 
Public Radio’s Morning Pro Musica 
and has performed in Boston’s Inter¬ 
national First Night, Boston’s Inter¬ 
national Cultural Festival, at Jordan 
Hall, Sanders Theater, and other 
concert sites. 

Roudenko says the group’s mem¬ 
bership is stable now, and will prob¬ 
ably not increase to more than 35 
participants. 

But Roudenko says as director 
he’s a bit like basketball’s Red Auer¬ 
bach in respect to adding more 
members to the roster. While 
Roudenko does not search out new 
candidates for the chorus, if a singer 
comes along with talent and a desire 
to join the group, they’re usually 
made a member. 


"Within the group of singers,” 
says Roudenko, "there is a tremend¬ 
ous amount of interest in Russian 
music.” Some, he says, have even 
studied the Russian language. 

The audiences too, says 
Roudenko, have taken to the genre 
of Russian music and over the past 
three years, says Roudenko, word 
has spread. "We’ve even developed 
a following,” he adds. 

While Roudenko says the group’s 
music does not fall into the "main¬ 
stay of Boston’s music scene” he 
does note that audiences are "pleas¬ 
antly surprised” when they attend a 
concert. 

The group sings without music 
accompaniment in the true tradition 
of Russian choral groups, which 
began centuries ago and performed 
primarily at churches. 

What would be the orchestral 
score for European or American 
choral groups is performed exclu¬ 
sively with the use of the range of the 
chorus’ voices, says Roudenko, from

is slated as level-funded to last 
year’s figure. But he also noted that 
last year’s state aid figure was 
reduced by $300,000. That number, 
said Maurer, is the unknown figure 
in the budget. 

Also, according to Maurer, tax 
revenues will be increased accord¬ 
ing to law under Proposition 2»/ 2 and 
auto excise and other revenue 
categories are expected to be the 
same as last year at $1.4 million, and 
$1.45 million, respectively. Free 
cash, which stood at $700,000 in 
FY92, will be recommended at zero 
dollars for FY93, said Maurer. 
Available funds, at $100,000, repre¬ 
sents the trust funds that are utilized 
to offest the operation budget in the 
cemetery. 

With these numbers set, the fig¬ 
ures for energy (5 percent increase 
to$1.1 million), undistributed (level- 
funded at $6,426,000), capital 
($850,000), charges and assessments 
(based on state formula, $634,000) 
and the overlay account (based on 


past, $300,000) are tallied and sub¬ 
tracted from the $31 million revenue 
figure. 

The balance is then divided by 41 
percent to reach the municipal 
budget. The balance of that figure is 
the school budget. 

Maurer also noted that under 
these plans there would be no per¬ 
sonnel reductions. He added, "We’re 
ready to make tough decisions that 
were made in previous years in 
order to make this budget work.” 

Deering also noted that capital 
expenditures should have a fixed 
dollar amount in the budget, adding 
that the capital budget should not be 
held out “as a sacrificial lamb.” 

O’Leary asked Maurer to follow¬ 
up on an energy audit that Boston 
Edison performed on the town build¬ 
ings, pointing to the potential six- 
figure savings that was first 
assessed. Maurer noted however, 
those savings would not be realized 
in next year’s budget. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked

what the trade-off would be to fund 
the capital budget at $850,000. Maur¬ 
er noted that reductions in programs 
in specific departments would be 
needed. Maurer noted, merely as an 
example, the library’s budget is 
near the $850,000 mark allotted for 
the capital budget. Operation of the 
cemetery, he also noted, is a big 
ticket item at $300,000 and operation 
of the Town Manager’s office costs 
$175,000, Town Engineer’s office, 
$175,000 and Town Clerk’s office, 
$140,000. 

Members of the Board of Select¬ 
men and School Committee will 
meet together next Tuesday, Nov. 19 
to discuss these preliminary 
numbers. 

Selectman Stephen Powers noted 
that in meetings with the School 
Committee, all budget numbers 
should be put on the table and dis¬ 
cussed between the two groups.

low to high and everything in 
between. 

Roudenko says this style places a 
high demand on the chorus mem¬ 
bers and puts much of the emphasis 
of emotional interpretation on the 
singers themselves. 

He says passages in the liturgical 
songs performed by the chorus are 
deeply emotional, and the style of 
music "wears its soul on its wrist.” 

Some of the members have a Rus¬ 
sian heritage, including Roudenko 


and his wife. Roudenko’s father 
coordinated a group of singers at a 
youth labor camp in Russia and also 
conducted the Russian Choral Socie¬ 
ty in New York. 

"He taught me what Russian mus¬ 
ic is all about,” said Roudenko. 

Most of the group however, are 
"garden-variety Americans,” says 
Roudenko, and all are "excellent 
singers.”

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Local police association 
gives back to the town

Although nostalgia certainly 
plays a part of any major miles¬ 
tone in life, Winchester Police 
Relief Association is not looking 
back as it presents — during its 
60th anniversary year — “A 
Christmas Show Extravaganza” 
at Town Hall on Nov. 20. 

Winchester was a different 
town in March 1931 when the 
association was founded. Con¬ 
struction of the new library was 
well under way, and the town had 
approved plans for an addition to 
the high school. There was also 
great enthusiasm over a new 
junior high school on Main Street. 

The Winchester Police Relief 
Association was founded during 
the depths of the depression — on 
March 11, 1931 — by courageous 
members of the department. 
That year under Chief Bill 
Rogers, the department boasted 
a lieutenant, three sergeants and 
16 patrolmen. The period was 
infamous for arrests due to 
drunkenness and driving under 
the influence. Verily Winchester 
was “in its cups” during that 
grinding period. 

Sixty years later, The Winches¬ 
ter Police Relief Association 
under President Philip S. Coss, 
Vice-President Peter A. Hersee 
Jr., Secretary Charles T. Culhane 
and Treasurer Kevin P. Mawn 
boasts a total membership of 64 
— 30 of which are retirees. 

The association provides death 
and disability benefits to mem¬ 
bers and their families during 
difficult times. 

Recently President Phil Coss 
mentioned that town support has 
always been enthusiastic 
whether it was for the earlier 
Policemen’s Ball or the more 


recent “ad books.” Said Phil, 
“with the Christmas Show Extra¬ 
vaganza we still get local support 
— but we are able to give the 
town something back.” 

Town Hall bodes well to reflect 
this spirit of goodwill as it hosts 
three shows scheduled at 1:30, 
4:30 and 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
Nov. 20. Phil reminded The Local 
Observer that the 1:30 p.m. show 
is restricted to charitable organi¬ 
zations only, as the association 
hosts guests from the Dana Far- 
ber Institute, the Ronald MacDo¬ 
nald House, area senior centers 
and nursing homes. 

The final two shows are for 
general admission — serving to 
bring together parents and child¬ 
ren as they enjoy this joyous and 
wholesome holiday variety show. 

Tickets can be obtained at the 
Town Hall box office, but to make 
sure you have a seat, it might be 
wiser to call 721-0022. 

The 1931 town report noted that 
it cost Winchester $49,015.60 to 
run the police department effi¬ 
ciently during that year. Popula¬ 
tion had climbed to 12,719 people, 
and total valuation per capita 
was $2,578.28. It was also noted 
that in 1931 there were still 101 
horses and 22 cows quartered in 
the town. 

Times have certainly changed 
since that chilly March day in 
1931 when a group of enthusiastic 
Winchester police officers found¬ 
ed the Winchester Police Relief 
Association out of compassion for 
brothers and their families in 
distress. 

Those feelings of sympathy and 
compassion have assured suc¬ 
cess for the association — and 
have nurtured its good works 
through these past 60 years. 

Congratulations to Winches¬ 
ter’s finest.

HYNES BAILOUT (S 1728) — 
Senate 29-8, gave near final approval 
to its own version of the $10.5 million 
bill bailing out the Massachusetts 
Convention Center Authority 
(MCCA) and the state’s offce of 
Travel and Tourism. The measure 
includes $4 million for the MCCA to 
offset operating losses at the Hynes 
Convention Center and $4.2 million 
for the Travel and Tourism Office. It 
also provides $2.1 to communities 
that lose money under the “school- 
choice” program when their stu¬ 
dents transfer to other school 
districts. 

Supporters said the bill will help 
tourism and many communities suf¬ 
fering losses because of “school 
choice.” Opponents said the Hynes 


is poorly run, fiscally irresponsible 
and has an executive director with 
unfair lifetime tenure. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Senator Charles E. Shannon voted 
no. 

SENATE VERSION (S 1728) — 
House 115-32, rejected the Senate 
version of the Hynes/Tourism bail¬ 
out bill. Supporters said the Senate 
version is better because it helps 
communities hurt by “school- 
choice.” Opponents said the hill is an 
inappropriate place to adress the 
“school choice” issue. Some noted 
the Senate version does not include a 
House provision which eliminates 
lifetime tenure for the MCCA Execu¬ 
tive Director. 

A “Yea” vote is for the Senate 
version. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Representative Paul C. Casey vot¬ 
ed no.

Loubier discusses 
healthcare legislation 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Massachusetts state legisla¬ 
ture is currently considering a bill, 
House 6100, that will change the 
Commonwealth’s system for paying 
for health care. This bill could have 
a profound effect on Winchester Hos¬ 
pital and the people we serve. Most 
importantly, the bill abandons the 
state’s historic commitment to pro¬ 
viding hospital care for every Mas¬ 
sachusetts citizen regardless of their 
ability to pay. 

As drafted, House bill 6100 leaves 
a gaping hole in the most important 
safety net for people without insur¬ 
ance: The Free Care or uncompen¬ 
sated care pool. If enacted in its 
present form, insurance companies, 
businesses and the state government 
may not do their fair share to help 
the uninsured get health care. 
Instead, the bill proposes to shift 
most of the cost of that care to the 
hospitals and the paying patient.

House 6100 proposes to control 
health care costs by promoting com¬ 
petition among insurers and hospi¬ 
tals. This may reduce costs, but 
without built-in safeguards to pro¬ 
tect those hospitals that serve the 
poor and the uninsured, some resi¬ 
dents may find it difficult to access 
health care services. 

The bill also gives insurers an 
unfair advantage to dictate the 
amount they will pay for patients 
care. In truth, the amount and qual¬ 
ity of the care you receive should be 
determined by your doctor. 

In order to protect Winchester and 
other Massachusetts hospitals, 
please contact your state legislators 
and encourage them to change 
House bill 6100 to better represent 
the needs of Massachusetts hospitals 
and residents in your community.

in history 

1970: 

21 years ago 

The Board of Selectmen 
approved newspaper recycling. A 
container was placed at the 
transfer station and people were 
encouraged to only include news¬ 
papers and magazines. It was 
decided that boy or girl scout 
troops might be asked to monitor 
the container for several weeks. 

E.M. Loew’s Winchester Theat¬ 
re featured “Godzilla vs. the 
Thing” in its downtown theatre. 

Seven Winchester youths won 
the Junior Town Tennis Tourna¬ 
ment that week. In the boys 14 
and under division, there was a 
new champ. And in the boys 18 
and under there were two new 
champions. 

A threatened fuel shortage had 
selectmen scrambling that year. 
Selectmen asked state and feder¬ 
al officials for their help in meet¬ 
ing the town’s needs for fuel oil 
during the shortage. 

Michael Saraco Sr. was named 
president of the Massachusetts 
Health Officers Association that 
year. Saraco was then the Direc¬ 
tor of the Board of Health as well 
as chairman of a state-wide task 
force on environmental issues. 

A letter to the editor questioned 
why the Middlesex Fells reserva¬ 
tion was only open to the public at 
one time during the year. The 
resident said that if the fear was 
that public access would cause 
pollution then regulating who 
would have the right to use the 
Fells would solve the problem. 
The letter’s author suggested 
that people be charged an annual 
fee to gain entrance and carry a 
card to be flashed at the 
entrance. Another resident wrote 
to the Star on the same topic and 
suggested that the Fells be open 
twice a year, once in the spring 
and once in the Fall. 

The instructional materials 
center at Vinson-Owen Elemen¬ 
tary School was the recipient of a 
bronze statue of the skater, Mar- 
ibel Vinson Owen. That and other 
trophies were on display at the 
center in honor of the three ska¬ 
ters in the Vinson-Owen family 
who were killed in a tragic plane 
crash in 1960. The family was en 
route to Prague when their plane 
crashed. 

An editorial addressed the bal¬ 
lot questions to come before the 
town that year. Question five 
asked how people felt the 
Vietnam conflict should be 
ended. The editor stated that he 
was in support of the gradual 
reduction in troops as proposed 
by Richard Nixon. The editor also 
suggested a "no” vote on a ques¬ 
tion to allow the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, or wines, or to allow a 
package store in town. A proposal 
to change tax classifications for 
residences and businesses was up 
for a vote. The editor that year 
maintained that taxing property 
at less than its full value and 
business at full value would drive 
businesses out of Massachusetts. 
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Winchester High student lends 
artistic talent to local publication

When an education agency based 
here in Winchester needed an artist 
to illustrate its upcoming volume, 
the project directors didn’t need to 
look too far. 

Sean Lee, a senior at Winchester 
High School and artist extraordi¬ 
naire, was the man for the job. And 
Editor Nancy Carriuolo, also a 
Winchester resident, says she 
couldn’t be happier with the finished 
product. 

The project is entitled “Beginning 
and Sustaining School/College Part¬ 
nerships” and is a publication of the 
New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges (NEASC). The NEASC, 
a regional accrediting agency that 


engages in peer review, has offices 
at the Sanborn House on High Street. 

The match-up between Lee and 
the book’s coordinators was made 
possible through the Art Depart¬ 
ment at Winchester High School. 
Carriuolo was anxious to find a high 
school student to illustrate the book, 
in order to pick up on the book’s 
theme of school and college partner¬ 
ships. A visit to Winchester High 
School put her in touch with Art 
Department Director Dave Ardito, 
who subsequently recommended 
Lee for the job. 

Within days of reviewing the first 
drafts of the book’s chapters, Lee 
had prepared artwork that put a 
smile on the editor’s face. 

Said Carriuolo, “We had nothing 


particular in mind, artwork for the 
cover and a small picture for each 
chapter.” 

But within those few days, Lee had 
created artwork that captured the 
essence of each of the chapter, and 
drew in the themes of the entire book 
for the cover illustration, said Car¬ 
riuolo. The editor — and authors — 
were pleased. 

“We had so many calls,” says 
Carriuolo, “People were saying, 
‘What wonderful artwork. Who did 
it?’.” 

Even the authors of the individual 
chapters commented on how Lee 
captured the true meaning of their 
writings. 

“Sean’s work was a wonderful 
complement to the book,” added 


Carriuolo. 

Carriuolo said Lee was able to 
complete the project in a short time, 
which is another important consid¬ 
eration for potential artists. 

Lee says he’s beginning to make 
plans for college and wants to major 
in advertising so he can use his 
background in art. He points to the 
art departments in the Winchester 
school system as helping to steer 
him in the right direction with his 
work. 

Founded in 1885, the NEASC facili¬ 
tates collaboration among the mem¬ 
ber schools and colleges. Funding 
for the book was provided by the 
New England Education Loan Mark¬ 
eting Corporation (NELLIE MAE) 
of Braintree.

Winchester Players 
ready for ‘Monique’ 

Perhaps one of the biggest myste¬ 
ries surrounding “Monique,” the 
mystery thriller to be presented by 
the Winchester Players, is why it 
isn’t done more often. 

“Monique,” written by Dorothy 
and Michael Blankford, is a top- 
notch drama of suspense able to 
withstand comparison with more 
recent mystery hits such as “Death¬ 
trap.” First produced in New York 
in 1957, “Monique” opened to favor¬ 
able reviews. 

The New York Post called the play 
“arresting” and “menacing” with a 
solution “steeped in treachery and 
evil.” It’s possible that “Monique,” 
which adds a touch of the superna¬ 
tural to the mysterious proceedings, 
was ahead of its time 30 years ago. 
Yet whatever the reasons for its 
“disappearance,” we’re all the luck¬ 
ier that it isn’t well known, since so 
much of the fun of “Monique” is not 
knowing the various motives and 
deceits at the center of the play. 

Liz Bruce, who brought us the 
delightful production of “Dracula” 
two years ago, directs “Monique.” 
At the opening production meeting 
she stressed that “Monique” is not 
like the tongue-in-cheek “Dracula.” 
While the subtle humor of 
“Monique” won’t be lost, this play is 
clearly a drama, and she has 
directed it as such. 

Bruce returns to the Winchester 
Players after her award-winning 


performance in “Black Comedy” 
(directed by Karen Barton, who this 
time takes on the role of the light- 
fingered maid, Henriette). Indeed, 
the cast and crew of “Monique” are 
unusually strong, and include a 
number of Players who were pre¬ 
sented awards at the Eastern Mas¬ 
sachusetts Theater Conference 
Awards Ceremony for their work in 
“The Cherry Orchard” last June. 

John McAuliffe (Actor Award 
Recipient) will play the conspiring 
husband Fernand; Dick LeSchack 
(Supporting Actor Award) will play 
Merlin, the sleuth; Millie Cooke (Set 
Design Award) has designed the 
beautifully French country house in 
the town of St. Germain en Laye, 
Winchester’s sister city outside 
Paris. 

Sydelle Pittas (“A Doll’s House,” 
“All My Sons”) takes on the title 
role of “Monique,” a domineering 
doctor who cleverly manipulates the 
impressionable Fernand, while Teri 
Muller, a newcomer to the Players, 
will play Lucienne, Fernand’s wife 
who refuses to grant him the divorce 
he desparately wants so he can be 
free to love “Monique.” Rounding 
out the cast are David Dooks 
(Goutez, the drunk brick mason), 
Julie Rachelle Mann (Lisette, also in 
love with Fernand), and Bob Kniffin 
as Andre, who has his own ideas as 
to the circumstances of Lucienne's 
mysterious disappearance.

Preventing food 
poisoning on 

Ihanksgiving Day 

When it ironies to food preparation 
mill storage this Thanksgiving, 
Winchester Hospital registered diet 
itian Anne Mitchell has some good 
advice to keep you, your guests and 
l our leftovers in good condition by 
avoiding food poisoning. 

“If you are buying a fr ozen turkey 
or other poultry for Thanksgiving, 
defrost it in the refrigerator. While it 
may take longer, it's safer, since 
food at room temperature is subject 
to bacterial growth that can cause 
food poisoning.” says Mitchell. If 
you are buying fresh poultry, try to 
buy it three to five days before 
Thanksgiving. After five days, it 
may begin to go bad.” 

Mitchell warns to never stuff pool 
try with stuffing, if stuffing sits 
inside the cavity for too long, bacter¬ 
ial contamination can result., and 
you and your guests may develop 
food poisoning. ” She suggests cook 
inp s‘i.f r «n8 separately

Mitchell also cautions about let¬ 
ting food sit unrefrigerated even 
after it’s cooked. “The longer food is 
left at room temperature,” she 
explains, “the more it becomes sub¬ 
ject to bacterial contamination or 
growth.” 

If you carve poultry on a cutting 
board, Mitchell advises that you 
wash the board thoroughly before 
and after carving with lots of hot, 
soapy water. If not cleaned well, 
cutting boards can trap bacterias 
which can cause food poisoning. 
Washing the cutting board with a 
paste of baking soda or rubbing it 
with a wedge of lemon or lime will 
also help get rid of odors. 

Mitchell gives this advice about 
leftovers, “Contact with air can 
cause food to deteriorate more 
quickly so it’s best to store leftovers 
in the smallest possible containers. 
Always label and date your stored 
leftovers and throw out any food that 
either looks or smells questionable 
or that’s been in the refrigerator 
more than one week.” 

By following these simple tips, 
Thanksgiving dinner should prove to 
be an enjoyable and healthy holiday.

Money management 
program 

This program assists elders who 
are having difficulty paying their 
bills and managing their money, and 
have no family members or friends 
available to help. The program is 
co-sponsored by the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Retired Persons (AARP), 
and Mass Home Care, and operated 
locally by Minuteman Home Care. 
The Money Management Program 
has two components: Bill Payer Ser¬ 
vice: Assists elders by monitoring 
income, developing a monthly 
budget, balancing their check book 
and paying bills. Client retains 
check signing capacity. Representa¬ 
tive Payee Service: Same services 
as Bill Payer except that volunteers 
have the legal authority to sign 
checks. Representative Payee vol¬ 
unteers are appointed by the Social 
Security Administration, with the 
consent of a physician, to clients who 
are deemed incapable of managing 
their own finances. 

Those who would benefit from this 
service include homebound, disab¬ 
led, illiterate, confused elders who 
are at risk of losing their indepen¬ 
dence, due to their inability to pay 
their basic rent, food and utility bills 
on time. 

Referrals can be made by calling 
MHC’s Intake Department at (617)

income eligible people 60 years of 
age and older living in the MHC 
service area.

care and special education costs that 
spring up as a direct result of the 
lack of food. 

"There has not been an increase in 
the food stamp allowance in a 
decade." said Hinderlie. 

Project Bread supports adequate 
funding for. the special supplemental 
food program for Women, Infants 
and Children (WIC) which provides 
milk and food supplements to low- 
income parents for infants, children 
through age five, and pregnant and 
postpartum women, according to 
Hinderlie. 

Privately, Hinderlie says, people 
are providing food for those in need. 
He points to the success of Project 


Bread’s Walk for Hunger. “We tap 
into a deep vein of care and con¬ 
cern," said Hinderlie. But, that does 
not transfer into public support to 
fund programs such as food stamps 
and the WIC program, said Hinder- 
lie. Hinderlie attributes this contrad¬ 
iction to, ‘‘fear and lack of confi¬ 
dence in government." 

According to Hinderlie, it has been 
shown in many different studies that 
children who are hungry don’t do as 
well in school as they could. The 
studies show, in fact, hungry child¬ 
ren get sicker and have shorter 
attention spans. 

“We are losing one out of four of 
our children," said Hinderlie.

if they have a problem, that they can 
come and talk to me," said Austin. 

Austin said that he would be in a 
given school the entire day. .He 
would, perhaps, start in a kindergar¬ 
ten class on a particular day and end 
up in a fifth-grade class with a lunch 
period or a recess spent just talking 
with the children. 

Perritano explained that the 
DARE officer would not in any way 


replace the juvenile officer. 

Any further expenditures for the 
DARE program will cotne from fun¬ 
draising, said Perritano. A DARE 
account has been established for 
that purpose.

A final look at a winning season

When a soccer team doesn’t give 
up a goal, it doesn’t deserve to lose. 
When a team goes 15 games without 
giving up a goal, it deserves nothing 
less than a championship. But that’s 
not the way it is for the Winchester 
High School girls soccer team. 
Somehow, it just doesn’t seem right. 

The Winchester defensive unit of 
Sara Noonan, Julie Struthers, Kristi¬ 
na Szczepanski and Catherine Doh¬ 
erty, along with goalkeeper Jen Rus¬ 
so, backboned the Sachemettes 18th 
shutout of the season — the 15th 
consecutive — last Friday night in 
the North Sectional Finals of the 
EMass Division One soccer tourna¬ 
ment, only to see their streak end 
when Framingham scored twice in a 
breakaway shootout competition fol¬ 
lowing 110 minutes of scoreless soc¬ 
cer at Woburn High School. 

Fifteen straight games. Think 
about it. That’s more than 20 hours 
without allowing a single goal. The 
game officially enters the books as a 
1-0 Framingham win, but the defen¬ 
sive display Winchester showcased 
during its five-and-a-half week 
streak was truly incredible. 

Coach Chris Scanlon says the shut¬ 


outs are nothing more than a bypro¬ 
duct of the Sachemettes total team 
concept. "It all starts with the for¬ 
wards," said Scanlon "When 
they’re able to continually keep the 
ball in the other team’s end. it takes 
a lot of pressure off the fullbacks and 
goalkeeper." 

Still, however, Scanlon couldn’t 
overlook the accomplishments of his 
backline players. Senior captains 
Noonan and Struthers, he said, were 
handed very difficult assignments in 
the Framingham game. 

"Sara Noonan is my best defen¬ 
der," said Scanlon of his senior 
sweeper "We had to ask her to 
mark Sarah Dacey (Framingham’s 
rabbit-like winger) for over 100 
minutes. She did an outstanding 
job.” 

Struthers, a senior stopper, was 
also on the hot seat, saddled with the 
task of covering the Flyer’s rangy 
captain, Karen Stauffer. "What a 
job she did,” said Scanlon. "Stauffer 
is the (Bay State League) MVP and 
leading point-scorer." 

Kristina Szczepanski, at right full¬ 
back, earned her keep right off the 
bat, when she hustled in behind 
Russo to deflect a shot, which might 
have given Framingham an early 


lead, out of play. 

Ultimately, however, it is Russo 
who is called upon to make the big 
save when the game is on the line. 
"Jen is a major part of any success 
we’ve enjoyed," said Scanlon. 
"Because of the style we play, she 
isn’t called upon to make a great 
number of saves, but I’ve never seen 
her give up a soft goal. She’s made 
some big saves for us." 

And how The junior netminder 
just completed her second year as 
the starting keeper, and is a cinch to 
earn Middlesex League .All-Star rec¬ 
ognition for the second time. She will 
get quite a few votes for All- 
Scholastic status as well. With a 
miniscule goals-against average of 
.23 per game and 18 shutouts, it will 
be hard to overlook the accomplish¬ 
ments of the 16-year old Russo. 

Russo and Catherine Doherty, the 
only returning starters, along with 
an injury-free Liz Kelley, will be the 
building blocks for Scanlon and 
Winchester next season. With nine 
graduating starters, Russo will 
probably see a lot more action at her 
end of the field, but if she handles it 
as well as she has so far, Winchester 
will once again be one of the teams 
to beat in the state.

One down and one to go. That’s the 
way it stands for the Sachems (7-1) 
as they won their sixth straight 
game by trashing Wakefield Friday 
night 22-0.

Rob 
Bourque and Lonny Fidalgo alter¬ 
nate in giving these guys a breather. 

The biggest surprise, however, 
has to be the play of noseguard Hugh 
Turcotte. Only 5'6" and 155 pounds, 
Turcotte plays like a man twice his 
size. His quickness has allowed 
Coach Donahue to run defensive 
stunts with more frequency.

Winchester girls soccer team 
falls to Framingham in finals

It’s a shame someone had to lose 
this game. 

Perhaps the oldest of sports cli¬ 
ches was proven once again last 
Friday night (Nov. 8) at Woburn 
High School, when the Winchester 
High School girls varsity soccer 
team fell to Framingham, 1-0, in the 
North Sectional Final of the EMass 
Division One soccer tournament. 

After battling through 80 minutes 
if regulation, two 10-minute over¬ 
time periods, and two sudden-death 
periods, Framingham ousted the 
defending State Champions with a 
2-1 shootout advantage. After two 
years of losing in the Sectional 
Championship to Winchester, the 
Flyers and coach Doreen Whalen 
finally earned the right to play for 
the State Championship. But it 
didn’t come easily. 

It was a bitter cold night when the 
two long-time combatants squared 
off for the fourth time in five years 
at Connolly Stadium. Despite being 
the sixth seed in the sectional, the 
Flyers were not at all intimidated by 
the presence of coach Chris Scan¬ 
lon’s Sachemettes. Less than 20 sec¬ 
onds into the contest, Framingham 's 
Sarah Dacey announced the Flyers’ 
presence by sending a rocket from 
the right wing toward the outside 
post that Winchester fullback Kristi¬ 
na Szczepanski just managed to get 
a foot on and deflect out of play. 

Things settled down quickly, how¬ 
ever, as both teams had good scor¬ 
ing chances snuffed out by clutch 
defensive plays. 

Winchester’s best chance came 18 
minutes into the half when Flyer 
keeper Kristen Kelleher was caught 
out of net, but no less than four 
Framingham defenders immediate¬ 
ly formed a wall on the goal mouth 
that the Sachemettes couldn’t pene¬ 
trate. The play in the half was gener¬ 
ally even, with Winchester pressur¬ 
ing for the final 15 minutes without 
any luck. 

In the second half, Kelleher made 


key stops on Dauren Nowell and 
Daisy Lewis in the first 15 minutes 
before the Flyer offense went to 
work on Sachemette keeper Jen 
Russo. The closest Framingham 
could get was when Dacey one-timed 
a Karen Stauffer pass over the cross 
bar from 20 yards out. 

The teams went to overtime tied 
0-0. Playoff rules call for two 10-mi- 
nute overtimes to be played in their 
entirety Right off the bat, Dacey’s 
blast from the left wing just sailed 
past the outside post. As the first OT 
period ended, Daisy Lewis got off a 
tough one-hopper from 25 yards out. 
but Kelleher gobbled it up as time 
expired. 

After two uneventful five-minute 
sudden-death periods, the teams 
were forced into a new shootout 
formula. Framingham coach Wha¬ 
len stunned the crowd by removing 
Kelliher, her All-League goalkeeper, 
with just over a minute left in the 
second sudden-death period in favor 
of Dacey, but the move paid off 
moments later. 

Each team got three chances to 
score on a breakaway from 35 yards 
out against the opposing team’s goa¬ 
lie. Russo partially deflected Fra¬ 
mingham captain Stauffer’s shot, 
but it still managed to sneak into the 
corner of the net. Trailing 1-0, 
Winchester's Jessica Lanzo elected 
to chip her ball over Dacey s head, 
and the strategy worked, as the ball 
dropped in just under the cross bar 
Russo then stuffed Framingham’s 
Lisa Henneberry, but Dacey 
returned the favor, knocking Sara 
Noonan’s shot just past the right 
post. 

With the score tied at 1, Framing¬ 
ham called on Dacey against Russo. 
Winchester’s All-Scholastic junior 
Dacey calmly dribbled in. then blis- 
tered'a shot to Russo's right, cleanly 
beating the Sachemette keeper 
With the Winchester monkey finally 
off her back. Framingham coach 
Whalen defended her removal of 
keeper Kelliher. who had performed 
brilliantly 


"I knew what I was doing," said 
Whalen. "I wanted to have Sarah in 
there in case we needed a goal, and I 
was very comfortable with her in net 
during the breakaways." 

Winchester coach Scanlon had 
stated before the tournament that it 
would "take a very good soccer 
team to beat Winchester." He ack¬ 
nowledged Framingham’s outstand¬ 
ing play after the game. 

"Framingham played a great soc¬ 
cer game," said Scanlon. "That’s 
the best they’ve played all season. 
They met the challenge head on, and 
congratulations to them for that." 

Although disappointed that two 
excellent teams had to settle the 
game in a shootout, Scanlon refused 
to speak out against the system. "I 
was actually part of the committee 
that came up with this new format." 
he said, "I’ve got no complaints. The 
officiating was excellent. We 
weren’t robbed." 

Framingham’s Whalen con¬ 
curred. "I don’t like the shootouts, 
but you've got to come up with some 
way to end these games. " 

Footnotes: Winchester thus con¬ 
cludes a fine 20-2 season, outscoring 
the opposition 91-5. The Sachemette 
defense went the last 15 games with¬ 
out allowing a single goal. Scanlon 
praised the efforts of sweeper Sara 
Noonan and stopper Julie Struthers. 
Noonan was assigned the task of 
shadowing Dacey, Framingham’s 
lightning-quick winger, while 
Struthers was blanketing Stauffer, 
the Bay State League’s top scorer 
and MVP. Neither got a shot on net 
during the contest. Scanlon will lose 
nine starting seniors to graduation. 
Russo and fullback Catherine Doh¬ 
erty are the only returning starters, 
but junior Liz Kelley is expected to 
have fully recovered from her 
August knee surgery in plenty of 
time for next season. Junior varsity 
coach Paul Austin should be able to 
send quite a few varsity candidates 
Scanlon’s way. Austin’s club was 
undefeated through a 14-0-1 season.

Together these five worked to shut 
down Tito Raymond and the War¬ 
riors offense attack altogether. The 
Warriors closing scoring opportuni¬ 
ty came on a field goal attempt that 
sailed wide left.

Winchester was in the endzone and 
in command of the game. Winches¬ 
ter’s other score came on an Adam 
Piandes run of three yards in the 
first quarter. 

Wakefield’s only other threat 
came late in the third period. Wake¬ 
field had moved the ball down to 
Winchester’s 25-yard-line behind the 
running of Raymond. But on the 
third down, linebacker Mike Szcze- 
panski deflected a pass and Piandes 
picked it off to squash any Warrior 
hopes.

John Paul’s Vision of the Just Socie¬ 
ty on Sunday, Nov. 17, at 7 p.m. in 
the Parish Hall. 

The Pope’s recent encyclical 
“Centesimus Annus” (The 100th 
Year) was released on the 100th 
anniversary of the Catholic Church’s 
first papal document on social and 
economic matters — Leo XIII’s 
“Rerum Novarum.” In this docu¬ 
ment John Paul II observes that 
“the Marxist solution has failed and 
the free market is the most efficient 
instrument for utilizing resources 
and effectively responding to 
needs.” 

But the Pope also expressed grave 
misgivings over “the many human 
needs that find no place on the 
market... needs that escape its log¬ 
ic”. He writes of wrenching poverty 
juxtaposed with what he calls the 
“Idolatry of the markets”. 

The nub of the Pope’s concerns 
can be expressed in this simple ques¬ 
tion: How can we address the unmet 
needs of people in a market economy 
without damaging the market’s spe¬ 
cial genius for stimulating initiative 
and productivity? 

Does the Church have anything 
new to say in trying to answer this 
question? Are these suggestions at 
all realistic or simply idealistic? In 
his talk, Father McGowan will 
describe the Pope’s conception of 
‘justice’ and show how it might pro¬ 
vide a possible solution in trying to 
answer the previous question. This 
definition of what constitutes a ‘just’ 
society should provoke a lively dis¬ 
cussion among those who attend the 
talk. 

Father McGowan has been on the 


faculty of Boston College since 1982 
as a teacher of economics, business 
policy and statistics. Prior to that he 
taught at St. Joseph’s University in 
Philadelphia. He is a graduate of 
University of Pennsylvania and 
John Hopkins University and 
received his doctorate from Har¬ 
vard University. He has graduate 
degrees in theology and divinity 
from Weston School of Theology in 
Cambridge.

The key to landing a college 
teaching job is similar to succeeding 
in business these days: developing a 
niche not being filled, say college 
officials. 

Louis Corsini, dean of the 
graduate division at Boston College’s 
Carroll School of Management and a 
Dedham resident, said industry 
teachers play important roles in 
teaching such rapidly evolving 
subjects as business ethics and 
international business principles. 

“I think generally speaking, 
business education is changing, and 
colleges are looking for more 
experiential-type teaching. But the 
negative side is that we are in a 
depression and schools are 
downsizing,” said Fletcher. 

Both Fletcher and Dean Bedekar, 
a management instructor at Bentley 
who left Digital Equipment Corp. in 
June 1990, said business people 
hoping to make the switch to 
university settings need to carefully 
weigh the costs and benefits. 

“It (teaching) is personally 
satisfying, but if you’re hung up on 
status and prestige and money, then 
it’s not for you. You have to get 
your jollies from something other 
than money,” said Bedekar, 43. 

Bedekar, an Upton resident, 
started his job teaching 
entrepreneurship to undergraduates 
and MBA students at Bentley last 
January after completing Digital’s 


“Engineers into Education” 
program. Some 30 Digital employees 
enrolled. 

“It seemed an elegant way to 
part company, ’ ’ he said. 

Bedekar considering teaching for 
several years and had done training 
seminars at Digital. He believes that 
experience coupled with his 
authoring a book on turning business 
ideas into profits helped him get the 
Bentley job. Most of the other 
participants in the DEC program 
ended up teaching in elementary or 
high schools, though many want 
college teaching jobs. 

In addition to teaching one 
course, Bedekar also does 
management consulting for a Stowe 
firm. 

Anthony Buono, chairman of 
Bentley’s management department, 
said Bedekar was in the right place 
at the right time because the 
department needed someone with 
expertise in business innovation. 

He said the department looks for 
industry teachers with the right 
combination of skills and experience 
to fill a job, not a specific set of 
credentials every time. Buono 
recently hired another DEC 
employee because she specializes in 
internal organizational development, 
and he needed someone to teach 
courses on the subject. 

Many teachers in Bentley’s 
management program teach part- 
time, holding down full-time industry 
jobs at the same time. Buono cited 
one teacher who is a human 


resources manager at an area 
hospital who enjoys getting out of his 
office and into the classroom. 

' ‘There are really a mix of 
different motives ... What many 
people miss is the intellectual 
excitement that can go on in the 
classroom,” said Buono. 

Fletcher said she had long hoped 
to be a teacher and knew she had a 
natural gift for inspiring students. 

The large sums she was earning as a 
Goldman Sachs analyst kept her 
from making the move sooner. 

She now believes she made the 
right decision, though her business 
experience has proved invaluable in 
the classroom. 

“For lack of a better term, it 
(teaching) turns me on. I get very 
excited when the class is 
understanding ... As any teacher will 
tell you, they’re all performers. 
There’s a certain ego boost from 
it,” said Fletcher. 

BC’s Corsini said teachers like 
Fletcher have much to offer 
students, though few executives are 
willing or equipped to make the 
move. 

“If you’re looking for a career in 
academia, it’s filled with obstacles. 
It’s really a three- to five-year time 
period,” said Corsini. 

People need to decide whether 
they can make the financial sacrifice, 
gamer the emotional support of 
family members and prepare for the 
intellectual rigors of the classroom. 

But Corsini said those who pass 
muster bring relevance to textbooks.

Q l have always worn dark 
m business suits for 
employment interviews, but I 
hear that the standard gray or blue pin¬ 
stripe suit is out and fashion colors are 
In for women in the workplace. Do you 
agree? 

Fashion colors and style are 
more acceptable now for 
• woman job searchers. 
However, there are still some hold¬ 
outs for the clone-like gray or blue pin¬ 
stripe suits. To be safe, visit the place 
of business before your interview to 
get an idea of what style of dress may 
be acceptable there. 

Although style and color are more 
favorably received in most places, it’s 
still important to dress conservatively 
for job interviews. Stay with 
uncomplicated outfits that are 
businesslike and comfortable. You can 
take a dark suit and add style with a 
colorful scarf. On warmer days, lighter 
colors work, as do dresses or skirts 
and blouse combinations. It all depends 
on what each company prefers, so 
checking in advance is very wise. 

Remember that you’re going to an 
interview to sell yourself, not your 
outfit. So be careful of brightly colored 
dresses, large earrings, and lots of 
bracelets. Less is best with 


accessories. Choose small earrings, 
one per ear, and limit rings in a similar 
way. Groom yourself conservatively 
from hair to feet. Medium heel pumps 
are good, and don’t forget pantyhose 
in a natural shade. Keep makeup and 
colognes to minimum. When your 
interview is over, it’s better that the 
employer remember you, not your 
outfit. 

Men, too, should be well groomed 
from head to toe. In most cases, a blue 
and gray single-breasted suit works 
best, with a white dress shirt, black 
socks and black lace-up shoes. Add 
color style with your tie, but be 
careful. A tie with a dash of color in a 
stripe or design is best. Save that 
bright flowered tie for weekends. 

There are many variations on this 
theme. If you are interviewing for 
work in an upscale clothing store, you 
should dress more stylishly. And if you 
are a blue-collar worker, dress clothes 
may not be necessary. You must take 
into consideration the kind of work you 
are applying for and how people dress 
in that work environment. 

Cleanliness, neatness and good 
grooming, however, are always 
important._

where you would like to live, and read 
real estate ads, she said, expanding on 
the homework step. 

Find a Realtor (one associated with 
the Massachusetts Association of Real¬ 
tors) and make sure you are comfort¬ 
able with him or her, Merrigan said. 

A Realtor also will have access to 
the Multiple Listing Service, which 
lists homes available through brokers 
throughout the state. 

Compare houses when you’re look¬ 
ing. “It’s important to know what the 
market has been doing, to give a 
benchmark of what a house should 
cost, its fair market value. 

“This is an unusual market, an un¬ 
usual situation since there is a choice. 
If you focus on more than one commu¬ 
nity the choices will be greater,” she 
said. 

When you’ve found the house you 
want, make an offer, Merrigan said. 
“Once buyers actually find a house 
that works for them, most of the time 
they do everything they can to avoid 
taking that step,” she said. “Instead, 
they say, ‘My mother is out of town 
and I want her to see it first.’ Or 
‘Let’s get a pizza and think about it.’ 
‘We better sleep on it.’ But while 
you’re doing that, some other buyer is 
buying the house.” 

Once there is a successful offer, 
with a rather minor monetary commit¬ 
ment, the fun begins, Merrigan said. 

“You work out the price, contin¬ 
gencies and then get a home inspec¬ 
tion,” she explained. “The Realtor 
should really be helpful here to know 
the property well.” 

Then comes the purchase and sale 
agreement with a “much more sub¬ 
stantial payment,” Merrigan said. The 
agreement completes the contract that 
began with the offer. Many Realtors 
recommend the buyer get advice from 
an attorney during this process. 

The buyer will then have to apply 
for a mortgage, “which is the fruition 
of your initial homework,” Merrigan 
said. The buyer should begin the mort¬ 
gage application as early in the process 
as possible, she said. A completed 
mortgage application must be submit¬ 
ted to the chosen lender in order to fa¬ 
cilitate the mortgage commitment. 

The next step is home insurance, 
which is required by the lender. Basic 
insurance homework should already 
have been completed. The agent 
should then advise the buyers on their 
individual needs, Merrigan said. 

The last step is the closing. “The 


deed is passed to you, you take the 
keys and you own a home,” she said. 

Sounds simple, but each step has 
its ramifications. 

Find an inspector through your 
friends, the Yellow Pages, or your bro¬ 
ker, Galeota advised. “People say 
they would never use one recommend¬ 
ed by a Realtor (who 99 percent of the 
time works for the seller),” Galeota ! 
said. “In a big city, that’s a good idea 
since the turnover rate of brokers is 
high. But in the suburbs, there are es- i 
tablished agencies with established 
brokers who will want your listing 
again when you decide to move.’ ’ 

The inspector should be a member 
of the American Society of Home In¬ 
spectors, not any other organization, 
Galeota said. The ASHI requires a 
one-year apprenticeship, “not just a 
check,” he said. 

Then comes the mortgage. And its 
costs. 

Kim Kinter, assistant vice presi¬ 
dent, BayBanks Mortgage Corp., and 
Elliott Pratt of the Mortgage Network, 
took the audience through the compli¬ 
cated process, showing them how to 
use a pre-qualification worksheet to 
calculate monthly costs on a 30-year 
mortgage. 

“Usually, after the closing, the 
buyer should have a minimum of two 
months mortgage payments in re¬ 
serve,” Pratt said. 

Kinter and Pratt, however, went 
further than monthly mortgage pay¬ 
ments and taxes, explaining that home 
owners insurance, private mortgage 
insurance, required if a buyer puts less 
than 20 percent down, auto loans and 
the like come into play when determin¬ 
ing how much a lender is willing to 
loan. 

There also are closing costs, for 
the attorney, for title insurance, the 
plot plan and more. Some people con¬ 
sider these “hidden costs,” which 
suddenly appear when the buyer be¬ 
lieves he has covered everything. 

An accountant should be called in to 
determine tax benefits from owning, 
how to handle gifts being used toward 
the purchase and how best to pay at 
the closing, said Gary Riedlinger, di¬ 
rector of taxes and financial planning 

A lawyer is a necessity from the 
very beginning, said John Keefe of 
Keefe & Associates. “You need a law¬ 
yer, perhaps for the offer, but definite¬ 
ly for the purchase and sale. It’s the 
contract. It’s what happens at the be 
ginning.”

ZBA approves Mt. Pleasant St. petition

In a debate fraught with emo¬ 
tional outbursts and stinging 
accusations, neighbors of a Mt. 
Pleasant Street home took issue 
with a plan to convert a carriage 
house at that property into a 


rehabilitation home for three 
autistic young men. 

At a public hearing Nov. 19, 
members of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals granted a special permit 
to the Greater Lynn Mental 
Health and Retardation Associa¬ 
tion, Inc. (Greater Lynn), 
approving their plans to convert 


the carriage house at the rear of 
the property at 12 -14 Mt. Pleas¬ 
ant Street into a home for three 
autistic young men, one of whom, 
Steven Miliaras, is the son of 
Barbara and Emmanuel Miliar¬ 
as, owners of the property. 

Presiding over the case were 
acting ZBA Chairman John Pro- 


kos, and members Nancy Ding- 
man and Edward J. Smith. 

The board rejected a request 
for an appeal of an earlier ZBA 
decision, which opined that the 
petition to convert the carriage 
house, submitted by the Miliar- 
ases, was not in accordance with

Liquor license transfer okayed

In the transfer of one of the town’s 
three liquor licenses, the Board of 
Selectmen recently uncovered a bre¬ 
wing parking problem in the down¬ 
town area. 

Selectmen voted unanimously at 
their Nov. 18 session to transfer the 
liquor license of Maximilian’s Cafe 


at 11-27 Converse Place to B and C

had problems with restaurant pat¬ 
rons parking in their private lot and 
have received threats from some of 
those patrons.

Akbarian, trustees of the building, 
said the parking problems pose a 
hardship to the tenants of the build¬ 
ing, and therefore the owners. 

“On a daily basis we have prob¬ 
lems with the restaurant, parking 
problems in the lot,” said Collins,

Capital budget 
is priority with 
town officials

Settling the books on next year’s 
budget may require a high wire 
balancing act by town officials. 

The consensus at a joint session of 
the School Committee and the Board 
of Selectmen on Tuesday, Nov. 19 
was that capital improvements 
should be a line item in the budget 
for the next fiscal year. 

But in order to bring capital 
improvements into the budget, town 
officials must reduce the proposed 
operating budget by anywhere from 
$441,145 to $1.2 million. Last year’s 
predicament was much the same, 
and capital expenditures were elimi¬ 
nated entirely to balance the budget. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi asked that the individual 
departments be given a second look 
at their capital budget requests 
prior to the final presentation at 
Spring Town Meeting. 

Lombardi said a general budget 
discussion was important but said, 
“The tough part is a few months 
down the road, (deciding] whether 
to purchase a police cruiser or lay 
off a teacher, it becomes much 
tougher.” 

Lombardi added that a second 
look would enable the department 
officials to decide whether there 
were additional compromises that 
could be made. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer presented several budget 
options and highlighted two specifi¬ 
cally — one that showed funding for 
capital and one without. 

“Right now, as we start the year, 
we’re $100,000 behind a year ago,” 
said Maurer regarding revenue pro¬ 
jections. Maurer asked the board 
members to consider the Police 
Department’s need for new cruisers. 
He added that of the Department of 
Public Works’ capital requests for 
$930,000, “slightly less than half of 
[that figure] requested by the 
department is for improvements in 
school buildings." 

The first version of the budget, 
which does not include a line item 
for capital, with a forecasted 
revenue of $31,480,000 would result in 
a $441,145 deficit. The second version 
with capital funded at $850,000 and 
the same revenue levels would 
result in a shortfall of $1,291,145. 

Maurer said that the joint meeting 
to discuss the budget was a good 
starting point. However, he said, “I 
don’t believe there’s a rabbit in the 
hat this year.” 

Maurer said that discussions with 


the Finance Committee and the 
Board of Assessors would also be 
started. 

In addition to the general budget 
discussions, the School Committee 
brought transportation, the ongoing 
school facilities study and the capi¬ 
tal budget to the table to solicit 
opinions from the selectmen. 

On the subject of transportation, 
School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Makhoul said her committee 
is currently in the process of decid¬ 
ing whether or not to continue to bus 
schoolchildren. 

Within the process, the School

School Committee 
looks over numbers

Deciding on a list of budget 
priorities will be key over the 
next few months, as the School 
Committee gears up to meet the 
new fiscal year head on. 

At their regular meeting on 
Nov. 12, School Committee mem¬ 
bers discussed the first school 
budget numbers made available 
from town officials. 

School Committee Chairman 
Constance Makhoul reported that 
funding for the School Depart¬ 
ment budget will be flat 

“We will have approximately 
the same number of absolute dol¬ 
lars but in terms of what we can 
purchase, we will have less,” 
said Makhoul. 

Lombardi said that if inflation 
is factored into the dollars avail¬ 
able for next year’s budget, 
“there will actually be less 
money than this year.” 

Superintendent Charles Mitsa- 
kos noted that with the reduced 
funding, “hard choice” lay 
ahead. He added the administra¬ 
tion would like to have any 
impact from potential cuts fall on 
non-instructional service rather 
than in staffing for the schools. 

The committee discussed vari¬ 
ous ways to maximize the uses of 
the monies that are slated in the 
budget and introducing new ways 
to bring in more revenue. 

Makhoul said some of the 
choices may involve taking 
another look at Winchester pupil- 
teacher ratio and class size

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High radon levels found 
in one out of four homes

Test results show the presence of 
radon in Winchester homes is in 
keeping with the national average. 

Of the 118 Winchester homes 
tested, fully 25 percent show high 
radon levels, according to Steve 
Wightman, president of Ecodex, a 
radon test lab. Statistics available 
from the Massachusetts Board of 
Health show that one in four homes 
statewide have high levels of radon. 

Wightman likened the radon levels 
in 20 of the homes in Winchester to 
the equivalent of 500 to 1,000 chest 
x-rays over a period of a year. 

Radon, a gas produced by the 
natural breakdown of uranium, 
moves through small spaces in soil 
and rock beneath a home’s founda¬ 
tion. Wightman says radon has been 
proven to be the second leading 
cause of lung cancer in the United 
States for smokers and the leading 
cause of lung cancer in non- 
smokers. 

The risk has been tabulated by the 
Massachusetts Department of Publ¬ 


ic Health in individuals whose expo¬ 
sure to radon was the result of 70 
years of exposure. 

The unit of measurement for 
radon is picocuries per liter or pCi/1 
and any measurement above 4 pCi/1 
is considered an undesirable amount 
and some corrective measures need 
to be taken, according to Wightman. 

The town of Winchester, through 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi, has 
an agreement with Ecodex to supply 
radon test kits for $9.95, which 
includes the screening by the firm 
completed in 48 hours. Because of 
the contract with the town, Ecodex 
can not handle the remediation of 
radon from homes that are found to 
have radon. However, the company 
does take residents through the next 
step of the process, which is to 
confirm that radon is indeed in the 
home. 

Ecodex will supply the test results 
to the homeowner with complete 
confidentiality, according to Wight 
man. Statistical data on the results 
is submitted to the Board of Health. 

The control of radon requires

Saraco award is presented to the 
person who best exemplifies Saraco 
and his, “dedication, loyalty, friend¬ 
ship, enthusiasm and leadership.” 

lie has served as president, execu¬ 
tive board member as well as execu¬ 
tive secretary for the association. 

When asked about Saraco’s tenure 
as director in Winchester and at the 
state level, Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi said, “Mike went beyond the 
scope of executive secretary.” Tab¬ 
bi said that Saraco is acknowledged 
to be one of the founders of the 
Massachusetts Health Association 
and instrumental in setting up many 
of the programs in place today. 


Saraco is considered the “dean of 
local health,” said Tabbi and many 
within the health organization credit 
Saraco with getting them started in 
the public health field. 

When there was information to 
disseminate regarding health risks 
or education of the public to be done, 
Saraco was there, said Tabbi. 

“We’re going to miss him," he 
added 

In 1958, when Saraco was named 
to the position of Director of Public 
Health, it was a part-time job.

Hunts 
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Parenting survey shows 
communication is key 
to success with children

Some parents believe that better 
communication with each other will 
help them, as well as their children. 

One local organization, Parent-to- 
Parent, sponsors seminars with this 
ds its goal, says Hillary Turkewitz, a 
clinical psychologist who works with 
Parent-to-Parent. 

Parent-to-Parent was first estab¬ 
lished in 1982 to provide parents with 
an opportunity to network and 
receives funding from the En Ka 
Society. 

A recent program, run in coopera¬ 
tion with the McCall Parents Associ¬ 
ation, highlighted the findings of a 
survey on family guidelines and 
rules for the social activities of 
middle school children. Turkewitz 
and Elaine Kuttner, secretary of the 
McCall Parents Association, drafted 
the survey and program. 

The program featured the survey 
results of 158 families, and more are 
expected to respond, according to 
Turkewitz. The data represented 
responses from 42 sixth-, 57 seventh- 
and 59 eighth-graders; 78 males and 
80 females. 

There may not have been many 
surprises uncovered by the survey. 
But, says Turkewitz, the parents 
who attended were provided an 
answer to the questions most often 
asked by kids whose parents say 
‘no.’ 

The hottest issues for parents who 
responded were curfews and respon¬ 
sibilities around ihe house. While 
there was some discussion on tele¬ 
phone use, that discussion centered 
primarily on the amount of time 
being spent on the phone, according 
to Turkewitz. 

Statistically one-fifth of the 
parents rated this issue as one they 
argued about most often with their 
children. 

There was some consensus that 
the girls presented a problem in this 
area, with some parents reporting 
the necessity of limiting the phone 
time to one hour. 

The specific limit most often noted 
by the parents was 10 minutes per 
call and no calls after nine o’clock at 
night. 

One-fifth of the parents who let 
their children watch movies, allow 
their child to watch an R-rated one. 
The parents seem to prefer allowing 
a movie that they had seen and 
approved, rather than rely solely on 
the movie rating system, said 
Turkewitz. 

According to Turkewitz, this is an 
example of a clear benefit to the 


families who communicate with 
each other. “We want to encourage 
people to talk about what their stan¬ 
dards are,” said Turkewitz. 

Statistically, the parents were 
more comfortable allowing girls to 
stay home alone. Only 57 percent of 
the boys were allowed home alone at 
night by the seventh grade, while 86 
percent of the girls were. Converse¬ 
ly, these same parents were less 
comfortable about the girls once 
they were outside the home, Turk¬ 
ewitz noted, “There appears to be a 
tendency to be more protective of 
girls.’’ 

Said Turkewitz, this type of con¬ 
flict, “reflects the broader societal 
issues.” 

And fully 90 percent of the parents 
had set a 10 p.m. curfew for their 
sixth-, seventh- or eighth-grader. 

On deciding where and when to let 
their children go out, more than 90 
percent of the parents expressed the 
desire for more information about 
their children’s playmates and 
where the children play. 

Parents of first children seemed to 
have the most battles, according to 
Turkewitz. Said Turkewitz, “If 
you’re struggling with your first 
child, take heart, it should get 
easier.” 

And, there seems to be some addi¬ 
tional wisdom that is derived from 
the first time around. Parents with 
older siblings said that they would 
be more reluctant to call if they 
found out that there was alcohol at 
another child’s house during a party. 

The survey showed that 83 percent 
said they would call that child’s 
parents. However, of those parents, 
the ones with older children saw this 
issue as a complicated one. 

Turkewitz said many parents 
were surprised alcohol was an issue 
for the middle school child. 

The good news is although child¬ 
ren shirking responsibility around 
the house is the biggest issue on a 
day-to-day basis, according to Turk¬ 
ewitz, what they wear was not. Turk¬ 
ewitz said that fact is proof that 
parents have listened to mental 
health professionals as they’ve 
preached over the years to, “pick 
your battles” and not make what 
children wear one of them. 

Parents who wish to share more 
ideas on parenting strategies are 
invited to attend a six-week discus¬ 
sion group on middle school children 
that will be offered to parents. 

The first meeting is scheduled 
Thursday, Jan. 16. For more infor¬

A few easy steps to dealing 
with a few difficult people

Dealing with so-called “difficult” 
people is not always easy, but can be 
accomplished successfully, accord¬ 
ing a local expert on personnel 
relations. 

Dr. Nancy Zare of N-ovationz, a 
Brookline-based agency that offers 
solutions to personnel management 
problems, spoke before the Winches¬ 
ter Chamber of Commerce recently, 
and gave her insight into the difficult 
task of dealing with difficult people. 

Zare divided the various types of 
difficult people into eight categories. 
The first, are what’s known as “fire¬ 
crackers,” or people who dominate 
and control in order to conquer their 
own fear of being dependent, says 
Zare. 

The second are what’s known as 
“whiners.’’ according to Zare. The 
motto of these people, says Zare, is 
“you fix it.” Their fear, she says, is 
powerlessness, and they compen¬ 
sate for this by establishing their 
own sense of importance. 

The third category of difficult peo¬ 
ple is “sour grapes," says Zare. 
Those who continually see the down¬ 
side of a project and whose usual 
complaint is “it will never work." 

The fourth type are the “clams,” 
says Zare. These people fear recog¬ 
nition and therefore live their life by 
the motto of “silence is golden.” 


However, Zare says, what these peo¬ 
ple really crave is attention, which 
they receive inadvertently by 
“clamming up.” 

The fifth are what’s known as 
“fence-sitters,” says Zare. These 
people never make a decision, fear¬ 
ing they will make a mistake. What 
they crave, says Zare, is certainty in 
life. 

The sixth category of “difficult” 
people, according to Zare, are the 
“know-it-alls.” These people need 
admiration and respect and get it by 
appearing to have all the answers. 
What these people fear, says Zare, is 
being overlooked. 

The seventh is “get-alongs,” she 
says. This type of person attempts to 
please everyone to avoid rejection. 

The final category is the “party- 
goers,” or the type of person who 
needs to escape from responsibility. 
Their motto, says Zare, is “it’s not 
my fault.” 

With the “difficult” personalities 
outlined, Zare offered a few tips. 

“Think in terms of being success¬ 
ful,” said Zare, “Start small and 
practice.” Zare suggests trying out 
techniques on friends first, before 
testing your coping abilities on the 
boss, or another co-worker. 

With the “clam” personality, Zare 
suggests asking open-ended ques¬ 
tions, to draw out specific answers. 
Also, outline a specific action plan 
with the “clam” and quietly await a 


response. 

By letting the "firecracker” per¬ 
sonality explode, and then vent, you 
will then be able to hold that per¬ 
son’s attention and stand up for your 
own rights. 

With "whiners,” Zare suggests lis¬ 
tening to the complaints, but quickly 
moving to problem solving. “Sour 
grapes” persons are best handled by 
avoiding a debate, but talking about 
the success of particular projects in 
the past. Also, Zare suggests assum¬ 
ing a leadership role with these 
people, and inviting their 
participation. 

With “fence-sitters,” Zare sug¬ 
gests inviting criticism and encour¬ 
aging them to express opinions. 
“Know-it-alls,” are best dealt with 
by phrasing objections to their 
points, in the form of questions, and 
paraphrasing main points of their 
lengthy dissertations to demonstrate 
you are listening. 

With the “get-a-longs” it’s best to 
compliment them, and express your 
approval of their opinions. Zare also 
suggests inviting these people to 
express their own ideas, particular¬ 
ly those that may be unpopular. 

Zare says the "party-goer” per¬ 
sonality can be dealt with by setting 
limits and enforcing them and offer¬ 
ing honest feedback. Professional 
advice and intervention may also be 
needed if the person abuses drugs 
and alcohol, says Zare.

Health board orders clean-up on Johnson Rd.

The Board of Health issued an 
ultimatum to the owner of a lot being 
used for dumping — clean up your 
act or face a day in district court. 

Charles Seferian of Medford, the 
owner of Lot 0 on Johnson Road by 
the Vinson Owen Elementary 
School, has within 15 days of the 
Board of Health’s Nov. 12 meeting to 
comply with Winchester’s landfill 
regulations. 


Specifically, the board ordered 
Seferian to break the concrete slabs 
on the lot into pieces no larger than 2 
sq. ft; remove a load of refuse 
located to the left of the front gate, 
consisting mostly of wire mesh, iron 
rods, and concrete; make every 
effort to prevent any unauthorized 
dumping by other parties; and sub¬ 
mit a proposal of when he could 
cosmetically improve the lot by 
grading the remaining debris. 

Seferian would have 75 days to 
implement the last measure upon 
submission of the proposal.

However, Seferian denied respon¬ 
sibility for the dumping, and 
claimed that the refuse had been 
placed on the lot without his know¬ 
ledge. While not disputing Seferian’s 
claim, the board members nonethe¬ 
less unanimously agreed that Sefe¬ 
rian was responsible for any refuse 
on his property. 

Board members were sympathe¬ 
tic to Seferian’s protest that clean¬ 
ing the lot would be a financial 
burden, but concluded that it was an 
inevitable undertaking. Health 
Direct Joseph Tabbi emphasized 
that the lot was “an ongoing prob¬ 
lem” and that previous requests to 
resolve the impasse had gone 
unanswered. 

Seferian told the Star this week 
that he had received notices of certi¬ 
fied mail from the post office that he 
did not pick up. 

The Nov. 12 hearing was, at times, 
contentious. 

Said Board of Health Chairman 
Warren Taylor, “We take a dim 


view of those who don’t abide by our 
rules and regulations. Don’t push 

us.” 

The meeting ended without a 
mutual agreement, which forced the 
board to issue the ultimatum. 

Board members were not able to 
consider fining Seferian because the 
decriminalization of health code vio¬ 
lations, which was passed at Fall 
Town Meeting, has not been yet 
approved by the Attorney General. 

Reached at his place of work on 
Tuesday evening, Seferian stated 
that he would “try to accommodate 
the board” to the best of his ability 
and said he had started leaning up 
the site earlier in the day. 

One week after the meeting, how¬ 
ever, Seferian could not give specific 
details or dates of how or when the 
clean-up would progress. Seferian 
reiterated his disappointment in the 
board’s decision and his claim that 
most of the refuse was not his. 

Seferian concluded by saying, 
“You can’t fight City Hall.”

Taylor likened Saraco to a “dia¬ 
mond — pure cut from a rough 
stone.” Taylor said Saraco started 
without any expertise and prog¬ 
ressed to become, “The most 
respected and knowledgeable health 
director in the Commonwealth.” 

Saraco credits his many accom¬ 
plishments to one simple belief, that 
the people he worked for, the com¬ 
munity and the people he policed, 
were both to be respected. “Educat¬ 
ing people was always my main 
goal, rather than policing,” Saraco 
said. 

The influence that Saraco wields 
at the state level has benefited the 
town of Winchester in many ways. 
When there was an outbreak of 
swine flu, Saraco was able to bring 
in help from the state. 


“What I wanted when we were 
finished with the vaccinations was 
for the state officials to circulate and 
help erase the fear of the illness that 
people had,” said Saraco. 

For some people this list of accom¬ 
plishments in the health field would 
be enough. But not for Saraco. 

Two terms as selectmen and ser¬ 
vice as a Town Meeting member 
since 1947 are also among his list of 
contributions to the town of 
Winchester. 

His heart has clearly always been 
in Winchester. Anyone who has 
witnessed a Veterans’ Day parade 
on the Town Common will know that 
his contribution to the civic organi¬ 
zations in town will be sorely 
missed. 

Said Taylor, “In short, I like him, 
respect him and am grateful to him 


for his service to Winchester as well 
as to me as an individual. They don’t 
come any better probably because 
they threw away the mold.” 

Characteristically, Saraco wants 
to share the praise, “I was very 
fortunate over the years to have an 
elected board of health. I had a good 
working relationship with the mem¬ 
bers and I’ve often said that the 
most important relationship is 
between the board and the admini¬ 
strator,” he said. 

Saraco says he wants to enjoy 
some quiet time in his favorite fish¬ 
ing holes from Newport, R.I. to the 
coast of Maine. 

Said Saraco, "Life is short. I just 
want to be an ordinary citizen and 
enjoy it.” A well deserved rest, by 
all accounts. 


High radon levels found in Winchester

three steps. The initial screening 
then a test to confirm the results. 
This test, also provided by Ecodex, 
costs $200 and consists of a continu¬ 
ous radon monitor being placed in 
the home. When the confirmation 
tests are completed, according to 
Wightman, the homeowner knows 
exactly where the radon is and what 
corrections will be necessary to eli¬ 
minate it. 

If radon is discovered in a home, 
the corrective measures will differ 
depending on the home, says Wight¬ 


man. Several procedures to improve 
the quality of the air noted by Wight¬ 
man were, subslab suction, which 
involves punching a hole in the base¬ 
ment floor and embedding a fan to 
ventilate, and sealing leaks in the 
foundation and other areas to insu¬ 
late the house from radon. 

“If you’re going to put a smoke 
detector in your home, why not a 
radon detector? If you’re going to be 
concerned about the risks from not 
buckling your seatbelt, why not be 
concerned about the health risks 
from radon?” asks Wightman. 


Wightman said people need to ask 
themselves why the incidence of 
lung cancer is still rising even 
though the number of smokers is 
declining. But despite the statistics, 
Wightman says people just don’t 
perceive the risk from radon as 
serious. 

Wightman says radon is the lead¬ 
ing cause of indoor pollution and 
says that the public will not take the 
risk seriously until the federal gov¬ 
ernment mandates a test prior to the 
sale of a home.

Volunteers needed for 
new study 

The USDA Human Nutrition 
Research Center on Aging at Tufts 
University is currently seeking 424 
female and male volunteers, age 65 
and older, of all ethnic backgrounds, 
to participate in a three-year study 
on the prevention of hip fractures 
caused by osteoporosis. The study 
will determine the extent to which 
calcium and vitamin D supplemen¬ 
tation can prevent bone loss from 
the hip in men and women age 65 and 
over. 

The Nutrition Center is one of five 
institutions nationwide awarded a 
grant by the National Institutes of 
Health to test promising ways to 
prevent hip fractures. More than 
300,000 hip fractures occur each year 
in the United States as a result of low 
bone density caused by osteoporosis, 
with hip fracture rates increasing in 
both men and women as they grow 
older. These fractures are a major 
cause of death and disability and 
cost the nation over $7 billion 
annually. 

Eligible volunteers will make two 
visits a year to the Nutrition Cen¬ 
ter’s easily accessible, downtown 
Boston location. Participants will 
receive annual comprehensive med¬ 
ical examinations, a modest stipend, 
and have their bone density moni¬ 
tored throughout the study. For

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Nov. 11-15, 1991 

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. “Bea 
con Hill Roll Call” records local 
representatives’ votes on three roll 
calls from the week of November 
11-15. There were no roll calls in the 
Senate. All three House roll calls are 
on amendments to a proposed bill 
under which juveniles aged 14 to 17 
charged with first or second degree 
murder would automatically be 
tried as adults. 

FIREARMS <H 6266) — House 
85-63, rejected an amendment 
requiring juveniles charged with 
assault and battery with a firearm to 
automatically be tried as adults. 

Amendment supporters said with¬ 
out the amendment the House is 
telling a juvenile you can shoot peo¬ 
ple and get away with it as long as 
the person doesn’t die. Some oppo¬ 
nents said including crimes other 
than murder is an unfair arbitrary 
exercise. Others said the amend¬ 
ment is flawed because current 


criminal statutes do not include laws 
relating to “assault and battery with 
a firearm.” 

A “Yea” vote is for including 
“assault and battery with a fire¬ 
arm.” A “Nay” vote is against 
including it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

ARMED ASSAULT (H 6266) — 
House 85-65, rejected an amendment 
requiring juveniles charged with 
armed assault with intent to rob or 
murder to be tried as adults. 

Amendment supporters said this 
amendment eliminates the alleged 
technical flaw of the first one. They 
said without the amendment if a 
juvenile paralyzes someone, it’s a 
childhood prank, but if the person 
dies it’s a deadly adult crime. 

Opponents said the bill should only 
apply to murder and urged more 
study rather than arbitrary inclu¬ 
sion of other categories. 

A “Yea” vote is for including 
“armed assault with intent to rob or 
murder.” A “Nay” vote is against 
including it.

This fall we have purchased two 
reading books required in my son’s 
class. Other parents have told me 
that we are lucky that the request is 
just for money.

When I met them in Dad’s college 
years, they were working jobs and 
starting families. I could see they 
were still proud of him. I liked them 
for that. 

Dad played sports because sports 
came easy to him.

taken the effort to purchase the 
books and is just asking for reim¬ 
bursement; in some classes, stu¬ 
dents are given a title and must 
scour various stores to locate the 
book. 

In the elementary schools, fifth 
graders average two hours per week 
working on computers. Middle 
school students average less than 
one hour per week. For young child¬ 
ren, one of the most revolutionary 
applications of computers is in word 
processing. With these machines it 
is possible to make many revisions 
to compositions without the pain¬ 
staking process of copying over the 
material by hand.

Yet, with our inadequ¬ 
ate supply of computers, this benefit 
is not available to our children. 
Because of the limited time each one 
has with the machine, it is required 
that at least two pencil drafts of 
papers be made before entering the 
work into the computer. 

Some people may believe that the 
cuts and compromises that we have 
made in our school budget have not 
affected the quality of education in 
town. That is not my experience.

1985: 6 years ago 

Winchester Hospital cut 50 pos¬ 
itions that week, according to an 
article in the Star. The hospital 
was experiencing a downturn in 
overnight stays due to increased 
use of outpatient surgery for pro¬ 
cedures. According to the article, 
cuts were made in the licensed 
practical nurse staff and aides. 

The town of Winchester was 
facing a reduction in its Chapter 
90 money for road repairs if the 
issue of low- and moderate- 
income housing wasn’t address 
by the town, according to an 
article in that week’s Star. At risk 
was $55,000 in state funds that 
would have been made available 
on a $2 billion state bond issue. 

State Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
brought this information to the 
Board of Selectmen and pointed 
out that if the state calculated the 
Chapter 90 money based solely on 
the town’s population and the 
mileage on its roads, Winchester 
would be in for a windfall. 

According to a headline in that 
week’s Star, the real estate boom 
was beginning to slow down in 
Winchester. The price climb had 
begun to slow down in 1985, 
according to the article, but some 
home sellers in the 1984-85 timef¬ 
rame were able to take advan¬ 
tage of 50 percent appreciation. 
The combination of high prices 
and stabilization of interest rates 
made the 1985 buyers cautious, 
and thus slowed down the market 
that year. 

The major facelift in Winches¬ 
ter center was well under way 
that week. The sidewalk renova¬ 
tions, park benches and lighting 
was financed by a state grant, 
according to article in the Star. 
The Department of Public Works 
was supervising the construction 
process. 

The Boys and Girls soccer 
teams were victorious that week. 
The Sachems won against St. 
John’s Prep and continued on 
their way to a winning season. 
The Sachemettes were on the 
move to bringing a soccer 
championship to Winchester that 
year. 

A survey of the high school’s 
air quality was completed that 
week. A controlled environment 
system was installed by the Hon¬ 
eywell Corporation. Custodial 
crews and the Department of 
Public Works were busy through¬ 
out the entire week surveying the 
air quality classroom-by¬ 
classroom. 

In addition, a new device was 
installed that allowed the custo¬ 
dians to measure the amount of 
fresh air in the school more accu¬ 
rately, according to an article in 
that week’s Star. 

A new ramp and access system 
for the handicapped was opened 
at the library. The design change 
was made at the side entrance to 
allow access by a card that 
opened the door automatically 
and held it open for approximate¬ 
ly 45 seconds. The $6,000 system 
was financed from the library’s 
capital improvement budget that 
year.

There is a lot of 
indifference out there,” he added, 
saying that educators and communi¬ 
ty leaders have an important role to 
play. 

Panel presentations were made by 
Priscilla Douglas, Executive Office 
of Public Safety who reviewed civil 
rights laws; Scott Guild from New¬ 
ton North High School who discussed 
programs at that school; Shirley 
Mayo, who outlined resources 
offered through the World of differ¬ 
ence; Dan French from the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department of Education, 
who suggested approaches to pre¬ 
venting student dropouts; and Viv¬ 
ien Wu Wong from the Asian- 
American Resources Workshop 
whose topic was “The Myth of the 
Model Minority.” 

Following the speakers, represen¬ 
tatives from each community were 
directed to meet together to discuss 
their specific issues and begin to 
develop an action plan. Some of the 
recommendations developed by the 
Winchester participants were: to 
provide training for staff; to set as a 
priority mediation and conflict 
resolution training that students, 
faculty, and staff can participate in; 
to have a representative from each 
school whose specific concerns are 
multicultural issues; to emphasize 
the celebration of the diversity of 
students talents and intelligences;

Shakespeare Club 
was founded in 1890 

Residents celebrated the hun¬ 
dredth anniversary of one of 
Winchester’s longest-running cultur¬ 
al groups, The Elm Hill Shakespeare 
Club on Saturday, Nov. 16 at Hadley 
Hall at the Church of the Epiphany. 

Founded in 1890 by Miss Katherine 
Dodd as an antidote to the entertain¬ 
ment of the “Gay Nineties,’’ the Elm 
Hill Club started out in the Elm Hill 
Section of West Roxbury at a time 
when that area was known as the 
“new suburbs.’’ 

Initially, the group met two Mon¬ 
day nights a month, read book-in¬ 
hand only works by Shakespeare 
and preceded each meeting with a 
formal musical program.

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Zoning Board approves petition 


(From page 1A) 
the town’s zoning bylaws. The 
carriage house is a non- 
conforming accessory structure 
at the rear of the property. 

The current board instead 
approved a special permit with 
conditions. The board ruled that 
the petition was virtually the 
same as the previous proposal 
brought by the Miliarases, but 
the petitioners and character of 
the petition were different. The 
board also cited Massachusetts 
General Law, which calls for the 
exemption of non-profit educa¬ 
tional agencies from local zoning 
ordinances. 

Attorney Sam Vitale, repre¬ 
senting the Greater Lynn agency, 
said the agency was founded 
more than 30 years ago and pro¬ 
vides support for retarded and 
emotionally handicapped indivi¬ 
duals in a variety of educational 
and vocational programs. Vitale 
said the group is a non-profit 
educational organization and tax 
exempt, and therefore protected 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws. Vitale also cited protec¬ 
tions under the Federal Fair 
Housing Act, which allows for the 
same housing rights for hand¬ 
icapped citizens as for all 
citizens. 

Vitale said there would be no 
changes to the exterior of the 
carriage house, or to the two- 
family dwelling, which also 
stands on the lot. 

The individuals living in the 
home would receive educational 
and basic skills training, said 
Vitale. When the men were on the 
premises, said Vitale, two staff 
persons would also be at the car¬ 
riage house to provide direct ser¬ 
vice and one staff person would 
stay overnight. 

A1 Bleau, executive director for 
Greater Lynn, said the choice of 
the carriage house as a site for 
the program was a logical one. 
“We no longer find that we re 
successful in educating in large 
facilities. The best way to edu¬ 
cate a retarded person is to pro¬ 
vide as normal [a living 


arrangement 1 as possible,’’ said 
Bleau. 

Bleau also said his agency had 
met with abutters to discuss land¬ 
scaping around the property 
lines, including a 6 ft. wood fence 
and evergreen trees. 

Sal Bonura, architect for CAS, 
Inc., said the building require¬ 
ments were discussed with the 
Building Inspector, Health Direc¬ 
tor and Fire Inspector. 

Residents’ reaction 

Several neighbors spoke in 
favor of the proposal, including 
Barbara Joslin, of 10 Hillside 
Avenue and Debora Vander 
Molen of 9 Mt. Pleasant St. 

However, Gary W’atros of 10 
Mt. Pleasant St., spoke out 
against the plan, citing the exist¬ 
ing duplex on the property and 
upwards of 10 cars on the proper¬ 
ty each day. Watros alleged that 
the Miliarases had been trying to 
convert the barn for many years, 
and that this petition was the 
latest attempt to accomplish 
that. “Greater Lynn is being used 
as a means to an end,” said 
Watros. He suggested that once 
the agency’s lease expired, or 
even before then, the Miliarases 
might attempt to rent the proper¬ 
ty for financial gain. 

He also suggested that illegal 
dwellings may exist in the house, 
and that three separate dwellings 
are now in use in the two-family 
home. 

Gail LaRocca, resident of 7 Mt. 
Pleasant St., noted that the Grea¬ 
ter Lynn brochure has already 
listed the Winchester site as an 
operating program. “It looks like 
a done deal,” said LaRocca. 

“The [zoning] board is being 
misused by the Miliarases and 
Steven is being misused as well,” 
she said. LaRocca also noted that 
the group of neighbors who 
opposed the plan would readily 
agree to housing the agency’s 
program within the two-family 
house, noting that the problem 
was not with the Miliarases’ son, 
or the program, but rather with 


the use ol the carriage house. 
“We’re not opposed to Steven 
being there, at 14 Mt. Pleasant 
Street,” said LaRocca, “that’s 
the appropriate thing to do.” 

William O’Neil, resident of 4 
Francis Circuit, added that “the 
rumor and innuendo on the street 
is that this [case] is already 
decided.” 

Resident Peggy Rice, 16 Mt. 
Pleasant St., said she did not 
oppose the petition, but was con¬ 
cerned that in the future other 
carriage houses on other proper¬ 
ties could be converted as well. 
“I’ve lived next door to them for 
20 years,” said Rice of the Miliar¬ 
ases. She noted that she thought 
the two families were good 
neighbors. 

However she added, “We’ve 
been made out as bigots, and 
against retarded people. I’m hurt 
by it.” 

The father of one of the indivi¬ 
duals who will take part in the 
program said he was disturbed 
by the comments at the meeting. 
“My son has the right to live in 
any neighborhood he wants,” he 
said. He cited neighborhood 
objections as “just an excuse to 
keep retarded kids out of the 
neighborhood ” 

In a rebuttal to neighbors' com¬ 
ments, Bleau noted that indepen¬ 
dence is a key issue in the prog¬ 
ram and living under the same 
roof as the parents is not clinical¬ 
ly, the method preferred to prom¬ 
ote independence. 

Conditions 

The conditions on the special 
permit include several points. 
First, the permit applies only to 
Greater Lynn, and should the 
agency leave the premises, the 
structure would revert back to its 
former use, a storage barn. 

The permit also limits the num¬ 
ber of employees at the carriage 
house on staff to two and resi¬ 
dents of the program to three. 
Parking could not be increased at 
the site, and dimensional restric¬ 
tions would apply.

issues. Also, the subject of trans¬ 
portation has been broached due 
to a new state law that no longer 
requires schools to transport 
seventh- to I2th-graders. 

The new legislative language 
attached to the state budget 
allows the school districts to eli¬ 
minate or charge user fees for 
these students, according to a 
release from the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education 


In light of this legislation, the 
School Committee faces several 
decisions. The first and most 
immediate is whether to extend a 
two-year leasing option with 
Michaud Bus Lines that expires 
at the end of December. 

The committee debated the 
wisdom of a proposal to purchase 
the buses outright for operation 
by the town. Committee member 
Mark Lombardi said that $100,000 
to $150,000 could be saved by the 


purchase of buses. Lombardi 
added that there were also some 
other benefits to be derived from 
the purchase such as use of the 
buses by the seniors in town. 

It was decided that Lombardi 
and Assistant Superintendent 
Robert Fitzgerald would study 
the busing contract and proposed 
purchase and report back to the 
committee prior to the deadline 
on the Michaud contract.

“It’s more convenient [for restaur¬ 
ant patrons] to park right across the 
street from the restaurant.” 

“It’s hard enough nowadays to 
keep tenants without having prob¬ 
lems we have no control over,” he 
added. 

Collins said the owners of the 
building have contracted security 
guards to watch the lot, and have 
also set up signage to deter restaur¬ 
ant parking. However, Collins said 
the signs are ignored and removed, 
and the security guards have been 
“threatened with harm” by restaur¬ 
ant patrons. 

Selectman Stephen Powers noted 
that the issue involves private prop¬ 
erty and not a public way, and 
therefore is not under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the town. He suggested a 
sticker program for tenants and a 
policy of towing all other vehicles. 

However, trustee Joyce Akbarian 
said when she calls the towing com¬ 
pany, the restaurant patrons simply 
run out to their cars and move them 
before they are hooked up to the tow 
truck. She is then obligated to pay 
the tow company for the trip to the 
parking lot. She also spoke of “ver¬ 
bal threats” by restaurant patrons. 

Akbarian added that while the 10 
Converse owners do not oppose the 
transfer of the license, they hoped 
the parking issue could be resolved 
in the process. 

Attorney Paul Amico, who repre¬ 
sents B and C Restaurant, said the 
ne\v owners have been advised of the 
parking issues and hope to work with 
the parking lot owners to avoid the 
problem in the future. 

Selectmen also noted the transfer 
of the license was not related to the 
parking problems at the site and the 
vote for the transfer was unanimous. 

Traditional cuisine 

New owners John Crosby and 
Denise Barra said the restaurant 
would be open seven days a week, 
from 6:30 a.m. to midnight, and 


would seat 136 people and an addi¬ 
tional 50 people in the function room. 

Crosby said the food that will he 
served is considered a traditional 
menu, with seafood, steaks, and 
chicken the main fare. This menu, 
he said, was something “not being 
offered presently in Winchester.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 
about the training of personnel for 
the service of alcohol. That training, 
said Crosby, would be provided to all 
employees on a quarterly basis and 
new employees when they are hired. 

He added that he and Barra had 
met with Lt. James Pierce of the

“Every morning three or four vol¬ 
unteers are here, sorting and pack¬ 
ing baskets,” said Scott, “in the 
afternoon, the same thing.” 

And in the world of volunteering, 
there’s a job for everyone. 

Scott said volunteers of every age 
are put to work at the council, some 
sorting the canned goods and non¬ 
perishables that make up the food 
baskets, and others picking up sup¬ 
plies from area merchants and civic 
organizations. 

The day before Thanksgiving, vol¬ 
unteers move the entire food opera 
tion from the council’s Campbell 
Street address to the Greek Ortho¬ 
dox Church in Woourn. The church 
offers the building for added space, 
to spread out the huge assembly line 
needed to make up the baskets. 

On Thanksgiving morning, volun¬ 
teers are sent out to deliver many of 
the food baskets to homebound 
residents. 

“It’s really quite a production,” 
says Scott, “A lot of hands make for 
an easier job.” 

Scott said the council spreads the 


Winchester Police Department 
regarding the rules and regulations 
for providing alcohol on the 
premises. 

The restaurant will open in six to 
eight weeks, according to Crosby, 
and Maximilian’s owners will trans¬ 
fer the license at that time.. 

The liquor license was voted pend¬ 
ing approval from the state licensing 
board, the Alcoholic Beverage Con¬ 
trol Commission (ABCC), the trans¬ 
fer of the lease, presentation of proof 
of an insurance binder and clear¬ 
ance on routine tax issues from the 
Department of Revenue. 


word throughout the local communi¬ 
ties that food is available on Thanks¬ 
giving for needy families.

Committee will examine whether to 
continue leasing the school buses or 
whether to enter a lease/purchase 
program. 

Makhoul said that the questions 
the committee had were pertaining 
to the conditions of sidewalks 
throughout town and the necessity of 
adding more crossing guards. 

Mitsakos noted that other com¬ 
munities had made similar changes 
and made transportation a parental 
responsibility without serious 
problems. 

Selectmen said that they would 
cooperate with the study. Several 
members raised concern about the 
safety of the children who would not 
be bused. 

Said Selectman Stephen Powers, 
“I think that’s a dangerous prece¬ 
dent in grades K-6. After that I 
wouldn’t have a problem.” Powers 
questioned whether just keeping the 


buses for the younger children would 
be the best option. 

According to Lombardi, the ques¬ 
tion will be solely whether to offer 
transportation or not, or whether to 
charge a fee for it. Since the same 
group of buses picks up both groups 
of children, there are no significant 
savings to be gained from excluding 
one group, said Lombardi. 

The ongoing work of the School 
Utilization Subcommittees was 
brought to the attention of the select 
men. An interim report on the four 
working committees will be pre¬ 
sented at the December School Com¬ 
mittee meeting, according to Mak¬ 
houl. It was also noted that the 
Alternate Uses committee had been 
appointed and begun work. 

After the final report in February, 
the School Committee will have to, 
“step up to some decisions,” said 
Makhoul. Makhoul called the pro¬ 
cess a painful one, but noted that the 


town had been looking for a similar 
study for several years. 

“First and foremost, we want ta 
maximize the educational opportun¬ 
ities,” said Makhoul, “as well as use 
the buildings in the most effective 
way.” 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary called on the public to 
become involved in the subcommit¬ 
tees, which he said are moving 
quickly toward their interim report. 
Said O’Leary, “If you want to be 
informed, then take the iniative to be 
informed.” 

Selectmen Thomas Schmitt said 
he was looking forward to the diffi¬ 
cult work ahead. Said Schmitt, 
“Winchester has demonstrated the 
ability to pull together and solve 
difficult problems.” 

O’Leary added, “When we go to 
the public this year, we’re going to 
try to go with unanimity.”

Death education 

Young men, and now some women, are 
carrying on family traditions in funeral service

W hen Richard 
Fennellyjr. 
became a funeral 
director more 
than 30 years 

ago, prevailing wisdom dictated that 
the mortuary — aside from the front 
desk — was no place for women. 

Attitudes had changed by the 
time Fennelly’s daughter announced 
several years ago she wanted to join 
the family business, but Fennelly 
admits he “wasn’t enthused” about 
the idea. 

“People think of funeral directors 
as sitting behind a desk and driving 
around in a limousine, but there’s a 
lot of heavy lifting. I thought maybe 
it would be too much, but it has 
worked out very well,’’ said 
Fennelly, owner of Walsh-Fennelly 
Funeral Service in Waltham where 
Fennelly’s son also works. Both 
siblings are licensed funeral 
directors. 

The senior Fennelly’s misgivings 
are understandable, given how he 
came to own his own business. He 
joined the Walsh Funeral Service in 
1956 and bought it from the late 
William F. Walsh 10 years later 


because Walsh had no sons. 

Since it was unheard of for 
women to do more than fill support 
roles in a funeral home, the 
transition that added Fennelly’s 
name to the business seemed natural 
back then. 

Nowadays, the natural and most 
prudent step for many funeral 
directors is to tap the talents of both 
daughters and sons in an era of 
increasing governmental regulation 
that requires a variety of technical 
and business skills. And Fennelly 
said having both his daughter and 
son in the business allows more 
sharing of the long hours necessary 
to run a seven-day-a-week operation 
that does not shut down for holidays. 

Another sister-brother team 
working in their father’s funeral 
business is Charles Jr. and Susan 
Dee of the Joseph Dee & Son 
Funeral Home in Concord. They are 
the fourth generation of Dees in the 
business, and Susan was the first 
female licensed funeral director in 
town. 

Evidence of women’s increasing 
interest in funeral service can also be 
found at Mount Ida College’s New 
England Institute in Newton, which 
offers an associate’s degree in 


funeral service as well as seminars 
on death education. During the three 
years the courses have been offered 
at Mt. Ida, enrollment has grown 
from 100 to 160 students, and school 
officials estimate about 25 percent of 
those are female. 

“Some (funeral directors) are 
resistant to women, but I think 
women can bring a real sensitivity 
and caring aspect to the profession, 
said Louis Misantone, director of the 
institute and the National Center for 
Death Education based at Mt. Ida. 

Susan Dee agreed. 

“When someone has a death in 
their family, there’s so much to think 
about and it’s important to be 
compassionate,’’ said Dee, 42. “I 
get a great deal of satisfaction out of 
helping people." 

She got interested in the business 
as she grew older but never 
considered a career as a funeral 
director when she graduated from 
high school because she knew of no 
other women in the field. 

But after raising a family, Dee 
returned to school and became a 
licensed funeral director three years 
ago. 

People often ask her if the “Dee 
& Son” name bothers her, but she 


has no interest in changing it. She 
said the name reflects the family 
heritage and added that it would be 
impractical to list all four generations 
of Dee funeral directors. 

Susan said her father was 
supportive of her decision to join the 
business, and she sees her brother 
and herself as equal partners with 
complementary skills. 

Misantone said the caring attitude 
many women bring to the funeral 
business is important because 
today's families are often isolated 
from their communities or are new 
to them. He also said more and more 
people are "unchurched" and do not 
know a clergyman to call for help 
with grief. 

As a result, the funeral director 
can fill a need for counseling or 
referrals to clergy, therapists or self- 
help groups. 

Families dealing with such issues 
as suicide, a violent or untimely 
death or who are facing holidays 
without a loved one may not know 
who to talk to about feelings of anger 
and loss. 

“I see this as a profession where 
the funeral director is very much like 
a nurse. These are the ones people 
turn to in times of loss, ’ ’ said 


Misantone. 

Misantone, a behavioral scientist 
who has done research on grief and 
also studied anatomy, sees a 
blending of roles between funeral 
home operators and counselors 
reflected in the school’s programs. 

One of Misantone’s goals is to 
foster more communication between 
funeral homes, social workers and 
hospices to help people deal with 
bereavement. And he said the most 
successful funeral homes now 
emphasize service by helping people 
prearrange their own funerals and by 
following up with surviving family 
members periodically after a funeral. 

Last summer, Mt. Ida ran a 
three-week series of workshops on 
death-related issues aimed at social 
workers and health professionals. 
The program included sessions on 
grief therapy, violent death and the 
death of a child. 

The college has applied to the 
state’s Board of Regents to offer a 
bachelor’s degree in death education 
and is considering a certificate 
program for nurses, teachers and 
others who want to improve their 
counseling skills. 

Mt. Ida currently offers two 
tracks toward an associate’s degree 


from the New England Institute. 
One includes such courses as 
embalming and art restoration, 
business law and ethics to prepare 
students for funeral home 
management. The other track gives 
more training around bereavement 
issues for those who want to do 
family counseling or work in 
hospices. 

Many of those interested in 
operating funeral homes have family 
members in the business and plan to 
continue the tradition. 

There are about 900 funeral 
homes in Massachusetts — a 
number that has remained fairly 
constant over the years, according 
to Arthur Carow, executive 
secretary of the state’s Board of 
Funeral Directors in charge of 
licensing. 

He said that while many young 
people are entering the field, it has 
become more difficult for them to 
open new funeral homes. 

“It used to cost $30,000 or 
$40,000 to start up, now it’s over 
$100,000,’’ said Carow. 

Another change affecting funeral 
directors, said Misantone, is stricter 
governmental controls that have 
forced some to improve their 
business skills.

Layoff insurance 


Unemployed homeowners could benefit 


I nsurance that would provide 
monthly mortgage payments for 
homeowners laid off from their 
jobs for up to a year, could entice 
those fearful of unemployment 
into the real estate game, market 
analysts say. 

But the availability of the new type 
of insurance is questionable, and possi¬ 
bly, impossible, in the state of Massa¬ 
chusetts. (See related story, Anything 
Should Help). 

Commonwealth Mortgage Co. of 
Burlington last week announced it 
would soon offer the insurance, 
through an insurance company, even 
as early as last week, for premiums of 
about 3 percent per month, or about 
$30 a month on a $l,000-a-month 
mortgage, said John Sousa, president 
of the mortgage company. 

However, all types of insurance 
must be approved by the state insur¬ 
ance commissioner’s office, and that 
office has had no experience with this 
type of insurance or the insurance 
company which might provide the new 
coverage, and has many questions 
about the program, a spokesman there 
said last week. 

“We’ve looked at the insurance 
and firmly believe it is the insurance of 
the 90’s, at least for homeowners,” 
Sousa said. “The premise in the 80's 
was appreciation, that people would 
buy a home and end up selling it for 
more than they paid for it. In the 90’s, 
as we see it, there is no more job se¬ 
curity in America, whether you work 
for IBM or the post office, no one is 
secure,” Sousa said. “That being the 
case, and housing in the northeast as 
expensive as any in the country, peo¬ 
ple are putting low down payments and 
most don’t have a lot of money left 
over when they’re through closing.” 

If they should lose their jobs, many 
might not have the means to cover 
even several months of mortgage pay-

ments, Sousa said. “If something hap¬ 
pened, the insurance would provide 12 
months of coverage. What happens is, 
it allows the homeowner unemploy¬ 
ment benefits so he can pay the food 
bill. Now, homeowners will have the 
opportunity not to just jump into any 
job because the mortgage company is 
calling. He or she can find a job he tru¬ 
ly wishes to have. 

“I think that peace of mind in 
searching for a job is important,” Sou¬ 
sa said. “If you walk into a Realtor and 
say put your house on the market be¬ 
cause you’ve just lost your job, I think 
your bargaining power goes down the 
drain. What happens is you may lose 
$15,000 or $20,000 of your equity, be¬ 
cause you’re put in a position where 
you have to sell.” 

Commonwealth Mortgage would 
not specifically provide the insurance, 
since it is not a licensed insurance bro¬ 
ker, nor, under state statutes, can a 
mortgage company also act as an in¬ 
surance broker. The coverage would 
be provided by an insurance company. 

“The methodology doesn’t mat¬ 
ter,” Sousa said. “What’s important is 
that someone does this. We think that 
this is more important in the 90’ s than 
death and disability insurance. It’s sur¬ 
vival. It’s a right. It’s needed, whether 
in Boston, Bangor, Maine or Vermont. 
It’s an absolute necessity today.” 

The insurance would cover either 


spouse, if they were co-borrowers on 
a home, Sousa said. “It would protect 
either one if they got laid off. It would 
pay a 50 percent payment. I can’t see 
a blemish in this program. You can al¬ 
ways say the (interest) rates are too 
high, but that’s an easy cliche. With 
the rates coming down to 20 year 
lows, if you refinance to 8.5 percent 
and add 3.5 percent for the insurance, 
you’re still way ahead of the game.” 

With an average monthly mortgage 
payment of $1,000 to $1,500, Sousa 
said, the cost of the new insurance 
would be about $360 a year. 

“That would be reasonable. It’s a 
blue-collar program, for middle Ameri¬ 
ca. I think it has a better bang for the 
buck for the first-time homebuyer, but

it goes across the spectrum,” Sousa 
said. “It’s made for anybody who 
doesn’t have $10,000 or $20,000 in 
the bank. If they don’t have the insur¬ 
ance and they have 12 mortgage pay¬ 
ments in the bank, the program 
shouldn’t interest them. But you don’t 
find that many people with that kind of 
cash.” 

Any action from the insurance com¬ 
missioner’s office, whether positive or 
negative, could take weeks or even 
months. 

“The wheels of state government 
move very slowly,” Sousa said. 
“They couldn’t give us any guaran¬ 
tees. They suggested we call back ev¬ 
ery 30 days. What it needs is political 


pressure. If Bill Weld called and said 
he wanted an answer in 15 days, he 
would have an answer. It needs Real¬ 
tors and consumers, people involved in 
the process. It needs somebody to 
chair it, someone who is politically ac¬ 
tive. We’ve got to find people and get 
their attention, and that’s sometimes 
difficult to do. The real point, howev¬ 
er, is that the insurance should be 
available. 

“I’ve never seen so much interest 
in any program since I’ve been here,” 
Sousa said. “This has created a public 
relations storm.” 

The announcement of the availabili¬ 
ty of the insurance was a bit prema¬ 
ture, said Dot Krenzer, assistant to 
the insurance commissioner. 

There are several problems with 
the type of insurance being proposed, 
she said, the first being that there is 
no statute in Massachusetts that spe¬ 
cifically provides for coverage of unem¬ 
ployment. “There is a question of 
whether it can be sold here, ’ ’ she said. 

“It’s dependent on a lot of things,” 
Krenzer said, following meetings of 
the insurance commissioner’s staff 
with representatives of Common¬ 
wealth Mortgage last week. 

The underwriter of the new prod 
uct was identified as Homestead Insur¬ 
ance Co. in Pennsylvania, Krenzer 
said. The commissioner’s office rec¬ 
ords indicate that the company has ap¬ 
plied to provide additional types of spe¬ 
cialized insurance coverage, but the of 
fice has not ruled on that application, 
she said. 

Another company mentioned, 
Morgard, “is on the marketing arm of 
it,” Krenzer said. 

A Massachusetts statute authorizes 
the sale of credit insurance, but does 
not specifically provide for coverage of 
unemployment, she said. “There’s a 
question of whether it can be sold. ’ ’ 

The commissioner's office also has 
a role in reviewing the policy form of 
the company that is selling the prod¬ 
uct, as well reviewing the marketing 
material or related material that would 
describe the coverage, Krenzer said. 
“We haven’t had an opportunity to re¬ 
view that material. We can’t reach any 
specific conclusions about the coverage

Q Oear Mr. Shaffer: My husband and I are in the process of saving 
# to buy a new home. Are there any steps we can take that will 
enhance our chances of getting a mortgage once we’ve saved 
enough for the down payment? L. G.; Braintree. 

A Dear L.G.: In fact there are a number of things you can do. 

First, find out before you begin your home search how large 
• and what type of mortgage you’re likely to qualify for. Speaking 
with your accountant will help, but the best method is to apply for one of 
the pre-approval or pre-qualification mortgage programs now offered by 
many lenders. 

Under these programs, both your financial status and credit history 
are researched; if all checks out satisfactorily, the lender will give you ei¬ 
ther a pre-approved mortgage commitment letter or a pre-qualified mort¬ 
gage card. However, if all does not check out satisfactorily, you should 
then move to step two: Attempting to improve your credit report enough 
to allow qualification for a loan. 

How? This will depend upon what the negative marks are. In some 
cases, a negative notation results from a mistake on the part of a credi¬ 
tor. Here, a letter (and follow-up phone call) to the creditor can often af¬ 
fect the negative notations removal. If the negative notation results from 
a mistake by the credit reporting company itself, a letter and follow-up 
phone call will, again, often rectify the problem. 

If the negative marks on your credit report are correct, there are still 
some steps you can take. If numerous late payments appear, a satisfac¬ 
tory letter of explanation will often suffice. If late payments remain owed 
to a credit — even if such payments have been classified “profit and loss 
wTite-off” (namely, placed for collection) — paying off the amount owed 
and preparing a satisfactory letter of explanation will often allow you to 
qualify for some type of financing.

Layoff insurance 


L ayoff insurance, should it be 
approved by the state’s In¬ 
surance Commissioner, is 
not just a carrot that could be 
held out to lure potential 
homebuyers into another 
monthly payment. It could help those 
with the means, but fearful of making a 
jump into homebuying in a shaky econ¬ 
omy, analysts say. 

“My sense is, clearly, that there 
are a lot of people out there who have 
the income and the wealth who are 
waiting, taking a wait-and-see attitude, 
so that any programs that work on 


BOSTON The Rental Housing As¬ 
sociation. a division of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board, has re¬ 
leased its comprehensive Quarterly In¬ 
dustry Survey, which details average 
monthly rents, vacancy rates, and oth¬ 
er information for more than 41,000 
apartments in Massachusetts, both 
market-rate and assisted. The date is 
as of May 15, and the survey was re¬ 
leased in August. 

The average monthly rent for mar¬ 
ket-rate apartments showed a slight in¬ 
crease of approximately $2 to $732 
with some individual areas reflecting 
larger increases — such as the North 
Shore, up an average of $50 over Feb¬ 
ruary. Other regions indicated a drop 
in average rents, such as those in 
MetroWest, which dropped an average 
of $10 per month. 

At 7.2 percent, the vacancy rate for 
market-rate apartments overall has re¬ 
mained stable over the three quarters 
featured in the survey, beginning with 
October, 1990. Various regions broken 
out in the study, however, reflected a 
drop in the vacancy rate. 

Examples include the city of Boston 
(8.9 percent in February and 7.95 per¬ 
cent in May); and the Cape and Islands 
(8.9 percent in February to 1.6 per¬ 
cent in May). Conversely, other areas 
posted increases in the vacancy rate. 
For example, vacant apartments on 
the North Shore were at 6.9 percent, 
as compared to the 5 percent recorded 
in February. 

The survey also contains separate 
information on “Assisted Units” — 
apartments for which the rents are re¬ 
stricted by government regulation at 


consumer confidence do seem to mat¬ 
ter,” said William Apgar, a professor 
at the Joint Center for Housing Studies 
Harvard University, and a real estate 
market analyst. 

”A large share of the market is not 
people who have to move, but people 
who are choosing to move,” he said. 

It s not like they are so poorly 
housed now. The first-time buyer is 
most likely in a good rental unit and 
others who may want to move up al¬ 
ready own a home. At some point, 
buying a home becomes a discretion¬ 
ary activity, so it’s postponable, they

the federal, state, or local levels, in¬ 
cluding rent control. The average va¬ 
cancy rate in assisted units was 1.7 
percent in May, while the average rent 
was $552. 

The geographic areas reported in 
the survey include: Greater Boston; 
city of Boston; North Shore/Cape Ann; 
Merrimack Valley; Mid-128; Metro- 
West; Western Massachusetts; South 
Shore/Southeastem; Cape and Islands; 
and Central Massachusetts. Other data 
in the study include: market compari¬ 
sons by building type and by building 
size, including average rent and vacan¬ 
cy rate, as well as an analysis of those 
municipalities with 500 or more apart¬ 
ments reported. 

The survey is undertaken and pro¬ 
duced quarterly, and the cost is $15.

can wait and see. But something that 
would help improve their confidence 
(such as the layoff insurance) might do 
the trick, ’ ’ Apgar said. 

Some employers now provide hous¬ 
ing assistance, Apgar pointed out. 
While different from the proposed in¬ 
surance, the employee still has some 
confidence when an employer becomes 
a second party to a mortgage, he said. 
“It’s different than the insurance no¬ 
tion. This essentially is the company 
offering to sort of be a back stop to the 
purchase. Employers offer a variety of 
things like this under relocation pack¬ 
ages.” 

In either case, however, Apgar 
said, the homebuyer is a bit more con¬ 
fident he won’t be left without a job, 
holding a note he cannot pay. 

The proposed insurance will help 
housing, but it has its limits, said Dick 
Reynolds, president of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board. 

“It will have the most appeal to the 
first-time buyer, the younger buyer 
who hasn’t had the major responsibility 
of a mortgage and is concerned about 
taking it on in an uncertain climate,” 
he said. 

However, Reynolds said, “both 
sides of the coin will be positively af¬ 
fected. The buyers will feel better if 
they have a safety net, and so will the 
lenders who are looking at those peo¬ 
ple. It strikes me as a very clear posi¬ 
tive for a limited segment of the mar¬ 
ket, but for a meaningful segment of 


the market and those having a particu¬ 
larly difficult time getting into the mar¬ 
ket.” 

Although unfamiliar with the terms 
of any program, as is everyone to 
date, Reynolds said he doesn’t believe 
the monthly payment for the insurance 
program would hinder anyone from 
taking it. 

“If it’s a number like $30 or $40 a 
month and that’s all that’s standing be¬ 
tween you and buying a home, it 
seems relatively little. It’s an accept¬ 
able price for the peace of mind that al¬ 
lows you to take that step,” he said. 
(The president of the mortgage com¬ 
pany which originally announced the 
program said the cost would be about 
3 to 3.5 percent of one’s monthly 
mortgage payment, or $30 on a 
$l,000-a-month payment). 

“But frankly, I would look to the 
insurance commissioner to see if it’s a 
fair price for the product. But those 
numbers don't frighten me,” he add¬ 
ed. 

The timing for layoff insurance is 
particularly auspicious, Reynolds said. 

“For a while there, we had the 
problem of slowly moving housing be¬ 
cause of high prices and high interest 
rates,” he said. “People weren't wor¬ 
ried about their jobs because it was 
boom time. Housing was just too ex¬ 
pensive during the mid-80’s. Layoff in¬ 
surance wouldn’t have been the cure. 

“But with prices down, interest 
rates down, the affordability is there. 
Yet there is a high level of discomfort 
because of job status and layoff insur¬ 
ance becomes a better treatment for 
the problem.”

and we’re unable to determine, as yet, 
if it applies to the appropriate stat¬ 
utes.” 

And if it doesn’t conform to the 
statutes, those statutes would have to 
be changed, which is a lengthy pro¬ 
cess. 

“It would have been preferable had 
they been able to do this (provide in¬ 
formation) before the marketing aspect 
(the announcement),” Krenzer said. 
But as soon as the commissioner’s of¬ 
fice raised concerns, Krenzer said, 
representatives for the proposing com¬ 
pany “came in immediately. We’ve 
asked them for copies of documenta¬ 
tion relative to each of these points 
and there is no reason to expect that 
they won’t comply with out request. ’ ’ 

The commissioner’s office also 
needs to determine the role of 
Morgard, another Pennsylvania com¬ 
pany which manages the program else¬ 
where while placing most of the risk 
with other insurance companies, ac¬ 
cording to Sousa. 

“That company may need to be li¬ 
censed in Massachusetts,” Krenzer 
said. “We’re unable to determine, 
from what we know, whether they are 
licensed here. We’re looking for infor¬ 
mation there as well. ’ ’ 

Additionally, Commonwealth Mort¬ 
gage is not licensed as an insurance 
agent or broker and “pursuant to state 
statutes, may not hold a license” if it 
provides mortgages, she said. Under 
chapter 175, section 174 e., of the 
state statutes, she said, mortgage 
companies are prohibited from getting 
a license as an insurance agent or bro¬ 
ker. 

However, Sousa said, his company, 
which he founded 17 years ago, has no 
intention of acting as the broker. 

“Our intentions weren’t to sell it, 
but to hand out a brochure, to distrib¬ 
ute information about it,” he said. 
“Then, if someone wanted more infor¬ 
mation, he or she would deal with an 
insurance broker. We totally believe 
it’s a necessity. However we can get it 
done, we want to to get done. ’ ’ 

Basically, Krenzer said, the com¬ 


missioner’s office needs information to 
determine if the mortgage company is 
participating in the sale. “On all the is¬ 
sues, we’ve asked them to provide us 
with additional documentation, which 
would include more specifics of the na¬ 
ture of the product, who is offering it, 
who is marketing it, and we’ve advised 
them to postpone offering it until 
we’re satisfied it complies with Massa¬ 
chusetts law.” 

Even if there were a licensed insur¬ 
ance com, *ny which was trying to 
market the new product, Krenzer said, 
the state’s credit insurance statute 
does not provide for insurance based 
on unemployment. 

“It’s interesting,” she said. 
“There is a bill that is currently pend¬ 
ing in the Legislature, House BUI 5591, 
which would aUow insurance coverage 
to pay one’s credit card bills in the 
event he or she were laid off from a 
job. We have on that specific type of 
credit insurance submitted testimony 
to the committee on insurance which 
originally heard the bill. That testimo¬ 
ny said we were not in favor of the biU. 
It’s something that’s been kicking 
around in the last few years. Compar¬ 
ing the value of the product, or what 
the consumer gets for what he pays, 
we did not feel it was equitable,” 
Krenzer said. 

“But that’s a very specific type of 
credit insurance. And I’m not saying 
we’ve made a prejudgment (on the lay¬ 
off insurance). When we talk about 
that issue (bill 5591), it doesn’t appear 
to be clearly approved. Legislation has 
been filed to get it approved, but it's 
gone in a circle,” she said. 

Once the other issues are resolved, 
the equitability of the cost for the re¬ 
turn also will be a consideration, 
Krenzer said. 

“I'm assuming we wiU have contin¬ 
uing contact” with Commonwealth 
Mortgage, Krenzer said. “I don’t be¬ 
lieve this is the end of the story. Cer¬ 
tainly, we anticipate that they wiU 
come in immediately to cooperate 
(when the commissioner’s office has 
questions). Then, we’ll take it from 
there.”

Enhancing your credit

Even if your credit report is clear, you should take other credit en¬ 
hancing steps to improve your chances of getting a loan. If you have a 
great deal of revolving debt - credit cards, department store charge 
cards - paying down or completely paying off as much as possible can 
help. If you debt is the installment type - car loans, student loans - pre¬ 
paying these down to 10 remaining payment will help, since installment 
loans with 10 or less payments left are not counted in most mortgage 
qualification formulas. 

In conclusion, these suggestions: If you suspect some negative marks 
will appear on your credit report, it's best to handle them before making 
any type of mortgage application. A copy of your report can be obtained 
from credit reporting companies by making a written request and enclos¬ 
ing the required fee (usually $15-$20). Since different lenders use differ¬ 
ent credit reporting companies, check beforehand to see which compa¬ 
nies your potential lender(s) use. 

Finally, because not all creditors report to the same credit reporting 
companies, and most companies don't share information, each negative 
credit notation must be handled individually with each separate credit re¬ 
porting company.

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Sachems dump 
Melrose, 25-11

Bring on Woburn. All the formali¬ 
ties were taken care of this weekend 
as Winchester dumped Melrose 25-11 
Saturday afternoon while Woburn 
crushed Burlington 35-0. 

For the first time in years, the 
Thanksgiving Day game will take on 
new meaning. The winner of 
Winchester (8-1) vs. Woburn (9-0) 
will not only win the Middlesex 
League Title but will get the oppor¬ 
tunity to play in the MIAA’s new 
league play-off system that has 
replaced the Super Bowl. A win over 
Woburn would give the Sachems a 
rematch with Walpole. 

Saturday’s game didn’t really 
start too well for the Sachems. After 
winning the toss, Winchester elected 
to defer to the second half and 
kicked off. Melrose started their 
14-play drive from their own 31-yard 
line. 

Using an assortment of traps, 
dives, reverses and double reverses, 
the Red Raiders were able to move 
the ball against the Sachem 
Defense. Halfback Richard Harris 
did the bulk of the running for the 
Red Raiders. The drive stalled on 
the Winchester 15 when cornerback 
John Rauseo made a diving deflec¬ 
tion of a Matt Danceowicz pass. 
Matt Murphy came on and hit a 
32-yard field goal that capped the 
seven-minute drive and put Melrose 
up, 3-0. 

Winchester opened its first drive 
on its own 31, and looked impressive, 
at least for the first five plays. The 
backfield of Mike Szcezpanski, Mark 
Donnellan and Brian Byrne opened 
up the game for Winchester. Szcez¬ 
panski picked up four yards on his 
first carry. Byrne grabbed three on 
the next play before Szcezpanski 
picked up four more for a first down. 

On the next play Danny McGrath 
hit a wide open Byrne for a 22-yard 
gain. But, here is where the troubles 
started for Winchester. A clipping 
penalty brought that play back. The 
Sachems would get hit with two 
holding penalties and an intentional 
grounding penalty that effectively 
stalled the drive. 

Winchester’s defense, however, 
seemed to rise to the occasion after 
that initial series and would shut 
down Melrose in three plays on their 


next possession. Winchester started 
with good field position at the Mel¬ 
rose 49 after the punt. 

Todd Rotundi got the call the first 
two times and picked up nine yards. 
Piandes would carry the next tWA 
plays and picked up five more. Fa™ 
ing third and seven on the 35, 
McGrath hit Piandes with a nice 
swing pass for a 21-yard gain. Byrne 
would crash over the left side for 
five yards setting up Alex Martinel- 
li’s nine-yard touchdown run in 
which he just simply ran over people 
to put Winchester up 7-3. 

And that’s how it would stay until 
halftime. Winchester received the 
second half kick-off and immediate¬ 
ly put this game out of reach. The 
Sachems started at their owrn 25 but 
a personal foul call on Melrose 
moved the ball to the 40. On the first 
play McGrath hit Jeremy Teahan on 
a slant play that went for 37 yards. 
On the next play Rotundi ran over 
and through people for an 18-yard 
touchdown run. The PAT was wide 
left and the Sachems led, 13-3. 

The Sachems would get the ball 
back again in four plays, and six 
plays later were back in the end 
zone. McGrath picked up 14-yards on 
the option keeper. Rotundi picked up 
two and Byrne picked up seven 
before McGrath would scramble for 
23-yards on what could only be 
described as a great run. The elusive 
McGrath broke tackles, faked out a 
linebacker and cut back to bring the 
ball down to the five-yard line. Brian 
Byrne would crash into the end zone 
to put Winchester up 19-3. 

Winchester would score again, 
this time with McGrath going in 
from 19 yards out to complete the 
scoring Melrose would score late to 
make the final 25-11. 

Winchester's defense played 
another terrific game John Rauseo 
Alex Martinelli, Hugh Turcotte and 
the others turned in another gutsy 
performance. They now have 11 
days to prepare for Cory Canada, 
Mike O’Reilly and the Woburn Tan¬ 
ners. Last year’s game was one of 
the best ever, and with everything 
on the line for both teams, it should 
be a slugfest.

Along with Riley, Foley and Juwa, 
six other Sachemette swimmers 
have qualified for the states. Julie 
Buchanan and Patti Williams or 
Foley will join Juwa and Riley in the 
200-yard medley relay, while Amy 
Provenzano, Heather Manahan, 
Ashley MacCumber and Katie 
Buchanan make up the 200-yard 
freestyle relay entry. 

Julie Buchanan, Riley and Wil¬ 


liams form the nucleus of the 
400-yard freestyle relay team, with 
either Foley, Manahan or Juwa as 
the fourth member. 

The State Finals, to be held this 
weekend at Northeastern Universi¬ 
ty, features a new format intended 
to shorten the meet. Instead of 
swimming in hopes of winning a heat 
and advancing to the finals, each 
swimmer will compete just once, 
with her time being judged against 
the times of all the other swimmers. 

Cheney feels that the team is 
ready to meet the challenge. 

“It should be an exciting meet, 
and I think the girls are ready to do 
their best times of the season.”

Athletic trainer is the backbone of local

She’s not a star on the soccer 
team, a champion cross country run¬ 
ner, the anchor on the swim team’s 
relay, or a powerful fullback on the 
football team. 

But of all the people associated 
with Winchester High School sports, 
perhaps the most important is Don¬ 
na Gildersleeve. 

Gildersleeve, 33, is the sole athle¬ 
tic trainer at Winchester High 
School, charged with caring for the 
various injuries of more than 200 


student-athletes. 

Her daily ritual starts at either the 
Lynch or Vinson Owen schools, 
where she serves as physical educa¬ 
tion and health teacher. After a full 
day of teaching at both schools, 
Gildersleeve hops into her car and 
drives to the high school, just in time 
to greet a number of athletes with 
various ailments ranging from 
sprained ankles to bone bruises. 

Her shoebox-sized training room 
at the high school is adorned with 
numerous tributes to the much- 
appreciated, unsung hero of many 
successful Winchester High School 
athletic programs. Framed pictures 


of Super Bowl-winning football 
teams and State Championship soc¬ 
cer teams, along with plaques thank¬ 
ing Gildersleeve for her faithful ser¬ 
vice, are scattered around the 
room’s four walls. 

It is gestures like these that keep 
her coming back to Winchester High 
School. 

“The kids here sincerely appreci¬ 
ate what I do,” said Gildersleeve. 
“I’ve seen college programs where 
the athletes expect to be pampered 
all the time, but here, the kids are 
great." 

Assistant Girls Soccer Coach Paul 


Austin is grateful for Gildersleeve’s 
relationship with the WHS program. 

“Donna’s committment goes way 
beyond what anyone would expect 
from a trainer,” said Austin. “The 
amount of time and care she puts 
into her job is amazing. She’s highly 
valued.” 

Gildersleeves duties includes tap¬ 
ing injuries, offering therapy, and 
filling out progress charts for all of 
the athletes who receive care. But 
when it comes to actual diagnoses, 
team physician Dr. Barry Dorn is 
called upon. 

“Dr. Dorn is present at all of the 
football games,” said Gildersleeve,

“because there’s a higher injury 
risk in such a full-contact sport. 
Anytime a player is injured to a 
degree which I feel requires doctor’s 
care, either Dr. Dorn or the athlete’s 
family physician is contacted." 

The Long Island-born Gilders¬ 
leeve is in her 12th year at the high 
school, performing the job she has 
held since graduating from Cortland 
(N. Y.) State College, with an associ¬ 
ate degree in physical therapy and a 
bachelor of science in education 
degree in health and physical educa¬ 
tion, and a major in athletic 
training. 


“I really like working with high 
school-aged kids,” said Gilders¬ 
leeve. “The kids here make we feel 
welcome. I feel that I teach them, so 
that if something happens to them 
and I’m not right there, the> know' 
w’hat to do for themselves. That 
makes me feel good.” 

She has lived in Somerville since 
moving to Massachusetts, but is 
searching for a home in Winchester. 

“I really enjoy the tow-n of 
Winchester,” said Gildersleeve. 
“The town people are wonderful. 
Everyone has really made me feel 
welcome.”

Thanksgiving pet 
tips from MSPCA 

According to veterinarians at the 
Massachusetts Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals’ 
(MSPCA) Angell Memorial Animal 
Hospital, many animals are brought 
into the hospital at Thanksgiving 
time because of health problems 
brought on by eating holiday dinner 
scraps and bones. 

Turkey and other rich foods may 
be tempting to share with pets but 
intestinal problems can follow 
because of a dog and cat’s sensitive 
digestive systems, the MSPCA said. 
Also, the fat content of these foods is 
unhealthy for pets who receive 
required amounts of nutrients in 
their dog or cat food.

How to stay dieting 

during holiday season 

It starts with Thanksgiving and 
continues right on through to New 
Year’s Day — the festive feasting 
frenzy, that is. And for those who are 
dieting, whether to lose weight or for 
medical reasons such as to lower 
cholesterol, the holiday season can 
be a difficult, tempting time. Helen 
Long, Registered Dietitian at 
Winchester Hospital, offers some 
good advice to help dieters enjoy the 
holiday season, without sabotaging 
their healthy eating habits. 


According to Helen, planning 
ahead can help make your dieting 
endeavors successful. “If you are 
going to a holiday party, have a low 
fat snack beforehand such as fruit or 
yogurt,’’ says Helen. “It’s a lot 
easier to be in control of your eating 
if you don’t arrive at the party 
starving! Also, try to anticipate the 
foods that will be served so you can 
plan them in to your day and enjoy 
them.” 

When faced with endless snack 
foods and appetizers, Helen advises 
to look for low fat options such as 
plain crackers, pretzels, fresh veget¬ 


ables, shrimp cocktail and steamed 
clams. Try to steer away from the 
high calorie, high fat munchies like 
nuts, cheeses, chips, dips and fried 
appetizers. 

When it comes to dinner, position 
yourself last in line if it’s buffet 
style. “You don’t want to find your¬ 
self going up for seconds when 
others are just sitting down to eat,” 
cautions Helen. Try small amounts 
of new and interesting foods so you 
can have variety without overindul¬ 
gence.

Preventing food 
poisoning on 
Thanksgiving Day 

When it comes to food preparation 
and storage this Thanksgiving, 
Winchester Hospital registered diet¬ 
itian Anne Mitchell has some good 
advice to keep you, your guests and 
your leftovers in good condition by 
avoiding food poisoning. 

“If you are buying a frozen turkey 
or other poultry for Thanksgiving, 
defrost it in the refrigerator. While it 
may take longer, it’s safer, since 
food at room temperature is subject 
to bacterial growth that can cause 
food poisoning," says Mitchell. "If 
you are buying fresh poultry, try to 
buy it three to five days before 
Thanksgiving. After five days, it 
may begin to go bad.” 

Mitchell warns to never stuff poul¬ 
try with stuffing. “If stuffing sits 
inside the cavity for too long, bacter¬ 
ial contamination can result, and 
you and your guests may develop 
food poisoning.” She suggests cook¬ 
ing stuffing separately. 

Mitchell also cautions about let¬ 


ting food sit unrefrigerated even 
after it’s cooked. “The longer food is 
left at room temperature,” she 
explains, “the more it becomes sub¬ 
ject to bacterial contamination or 
growth.” 

If you carve poultry on a cutting 
board, Mitchell advises that you 
wash the board thoroughly before 
and after carving with lots of hot, 
soapy water. If not cleaned well, 
cutting boards can trap bacterias 
which can cause food poisoning. 
Washing the cutting board with a 
paste of baking soda or rubbing it 
with a wedge of lemon or lime will 
also help get rid of odors. 

Mitchell gives this advice about 
leftovers, “Contact with air can 
cause food to deteriorate more 
quickly so it’s best to store leftovers 
in the smallest possible containers. 
Always label and date your stored 
leftovers and throw out any food that 
either looks or smells questionable 
or that’s been in the refrigerator 
more than one week.” 

By following these simple tips, 
Thanksgiving dinner should prove to 
be an enjoyable and healthy holiday.

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Local star of the game 
looks back to 1941 win

In classic storybook fashion, 
Winchester’s Peter Provinzano, the 
hero of the Thanksgiving Day battle 
with Woburn 50 years ago this year, 
has gone on to lead an action-packed 
life featuring everything from pitch¬ 
ing batting practice against Ted Wil¬ 
liams, to flying bombing runs over 
Germany. 

In 1941, Provinzano was a 17-year- 
old senior captain of the Winchester 
High School football team.

Since retiring five years ago, 
he's spent the better part of his time, 
“playing golf, going to the beach, 
and raking leaves.” Provinzano and 
his wife of 28 years, Phyllis, live in a 
modest home off of Johnson Road. 
Inside, is a treasure trove of memo¬ 
ries and memorabilia. 

A visitor to Provinzano’s “office” 
within his home is ushered into a 
veritable time capsule of New Eng¬ 
land sports legends. An autographed 
portrait of Ted Williams immediate¬ 
ly catches the eye, but even more 
impressive is the picture of Williams 
and Provinzano together in the Red 
Sox clubhouse. A basket of baseballs 
sits on a table near the wall, each 
with its own story. 

“I used to pitch batting practice 
for the Red Sox in my junior and 
senior years of high school,” he 
says. “Here's one some of the boys 
signed for me — Johnny Pesky, Dom 
DiMaggio, Jimmy Piersall, Ted Wil¬ 
liams — a great bunch of guys.” 


The pride of Winchester’s sports 

The youngest of seven children of 
Italian-born Peter and Mary Provin¬ 
zano, Peter Provinzano was one of 
the finest athletes Winchester High 
School has ever seen. 

He was the first three-sport cap¬ 
tain in the school’s history — football 
in the fall, basketball in the winter, 
and baseball in the spring. Though 
he was a key player as a forward on 
the basketball team and as halfback 
on the football team, baseball was 
his strong suit. 

After leading the “Red and Black” 
of Winchester High School to the 
Tech Tourney championship in 1942, 
Provinzano was drafted by the Bos¬ 
ton Red Sox. He so impressed the 
Red Sox brass during spring train¬ 
ing in 1943 that he was assigned to 
the Sox’s Double-A minor league 
club in Scranton, Penn. 

“I was the winning pitcher on 
opening-day,” he recalls. “Winning 
pitcher” does not do the man justice. 
A quick glance at a fading scrapbook 
shows that the 19-year-old Provinza¬ 
no was the author of a five-hit,

nine-strikeout gem in his debut, a 5-1 
Scranton win. 

The opening-day win kicked off an 
incredible 17-game winning streak 
to open the 1943 season for Scranton, 
and at the mid-point of the season, 
Provinzano, with a 3-2 record and an 
impressive ERA, was on the fast 
track to the big leagues. Then Uncle 
Sam came calling. 

A Winchester boy goes to war 

Less than 12 months after learning 
that he had been drafted into the 
U.S. Air Force, Provinzano found 
himself in England, a member of the 
Eighth Air Force. As a flight engi¬ 
neer and aerial gunner, Provinzano 
was part of a crew which flew 18 
missions over Germany. 

His crew received many commen¬ 
dations and rewards, including a 
Presidential Citation (when the 
plane was hit by anti-aircraft fire 
while returning from a bombing 
run), and a Gold Leaf Cluster, for 
successful execution of 18 missions. 

Despite all the medals and awards 
Provinzano earned, reliving the war 
experience is clearly difficult. When 
asked if he was scared while flying 
through enemy fire, the question 
prompts a few moments of silence. 

“We had a duty to perform,” he 
says with some hesistance, “and we 
did it. But it’s bothersome to think of 
the amount of damage war causes.” 

The decorated soldier returns home 

Returning to the States after the 
completion of the war in 1945, Pro¬ 
vinzano was assigned, along with 
future major-leaguers Mel Parnell 
and Maury McDermott, to Louisvil¬ 
le, KY., the Red Sox Triple-A ball- 
club, but was soon released. 


“There was a flood of talent back 
in the States following the war,” 
says Provinzano. “After three years 
without pitching, I just couldn’t 
meet the expectations.” 

Picked up by the Chicago White 
Sox in 1946, Provinzano pitched for 
four years at Fall River, in the New 
England League before going off to 
Canada. 

“A bunch of us jumped con¬ 
tracts,” he remembers with a laugh. 
“We all jumped contracts and 
changed our names, and went to the 
Quebec League. They were offering 
a lot more money, so naturally, we 
went.” 

After two years in Canada (play¬ 
ing with future major leaguers such 
as Roy Campanella and even former 
Red Sox manager Joe Morgan), Pro- 
vinzano returned home to 
Winchester. 

“I finally realized I wasn’t going 
to make it in the big leagues,” he 
says. 

Choosing a life-long career 

With the aid of the G.I. Bill, Pro¬ 
vinzano entered the Massachusetts 
School of Physical Therapy in Bos¬ 
ton. Three years later, in 1955, he 
became a registered physical ther¬ 
apist, and in 1960, he opened his own 
practice in Winchester. “I practiced 
in my Mom’s home from 1960 to 
1970,” he recalls, “then moved into 
the Mill Pond Building in 1970.” He 
practiced out of the Mill Pond Build¬ 
ing until his retirement in 1986. 

In addition to his duties as physi¬ 
cal therapist, Provinzano spent 
some 31 years as the trainer at 
Harvard University. He would take 
appointments in his Winchester 
office from 7:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m., 
then travel to Harvard to spend the 
day tending to the various injuries of 
Crimson football, basketball and 
baseball players. 

"Between traveling with the team 
and running the practice here in 
town, I led a busy life for quite a 
time there,” he acknowledges. 


The touchdown pass of a lifetime 

In 1941, Provinzano led Winches ¬ 
ter to a 7-0 victory over the Tanners 
in their annual Thanksgiving Day 
meeting. With the game scoreless 
early in the fourth quarter, Provin¬ 
zano achieved hero status when he 
hooked up with halfback Dean Der¬ 
by for a touchdown pass that turned 
out to be the only points posted on 
the scoreboard. 

“I’ll never forget looking out in the 
backyard of my mother’s house and 
seeing hundreds of fans,” says Pro¬ 
vinzano. “They had torn down the 
goalposts at the field and carried 
them to my house. It was really 
something.” 

It’s a wonderful life 

Fifty years later, Provinzano can 
look back at his life and smile. “One 
more thing,” he says, “ ... I’ve had a 
great life. I really have.”

Winchester squeaks by Woburn 
in controversial 1941 match-up

Fifty years ago this season, 
with the country on the verge of 
entering World War II, Winches¬ 
ter and Woburn squared off in one 
of the classic games in their stor¬ 
ied rivalry. 

It was a game remembered for 
a controversial call that went 
against the Tanners, as they 
attempted to tie the game late in 
the fourth quarter. 

In the 17 previous meetings, 
dating back to 1925, the series 
score stood five wins for Woburn, 
five for Winchester, and no less 
than seven ties, of which five 
were scoreless deadlocks. But in 
1941, a fine (9-1) Winchester 
team, led by a stingy defense and 
a powerful offense, was hoping to 
halt a two-year Woburn winnning 
streak. 

For three-year varsity players 
such as Bill West, Dean Derby, 
Pete Provinzano and Frank Buz¬ 
zotta, it would be one last chance 
to defeat their vaunted opponent. 

Estimates on the crowd size on 
that blustery Thanksgiving 
morning at the Shore Road Athle¬ 
tic Field ranged anywhere from 
4,000 to 10,000 fans. The Star 
reported that “nearly 10,000 fans 
were in attendance,” while 
Winchester High School placed 
the actual paid attendance at just 
over 4,100. 


There was no disputing, howev¬ 
er, that the fans witnessed a 
fabulous game. 

It was an evenly played, defen¬ 
sive struggle throughout. Each 
team had possession of the ball 
eight times, yet neither was able 
to mount any substantial drives 
until the fourth quarter. Early in 
the fourth period, the Woburn 
punter unloaded a powerful boot 
to Winchester deep man Derby. 

Putting his head down and 
breaking tackles, Derby rambled 
for 37 yards before finally being 
dragged down well inside Woburn 
territory. The “Red and Black” 
then commenced on the game’s 
only scoring drive. 

With Frank Buzzotta, Winches¬ 
ter’s powerful quarterback (in 
those days the quarterback was 
primarily a “blocking back”) 
leading the assault, big fullback 
Bill West picked up huge chunks 
of yardage, eventually earning 
Winchester a first down inside 
the 10 yard line of the Tanners. 

Derby and Provinzano then 
teamed up to put the only points 
of the day on the scoreboard. 
Provinzano, the left halfback, 
received the center snap in a 
position today’s players call a 
“shotgun” formation Rolling 
towards the sideline, he spotted 
Derby in the endzone and con¬ 
nected on one of just four pass 
completions the team had. 

Leading 7-0, the “Aberjona 
Tide” needed to keep up the ter¬ 


rific defense in order to post the 
win, but Woburn and its speedy 
halfback Bob Roche had other 
ideas. 

With the Tanners backed up to 
their own 40, Roche took a lateral 
pass and raced 60 yards for an 
apparent touchdown. But head 
linesman Mel Wenner, whom the 
Star reporters called “an exper¬ 
ienced official who calls them as 
he sees them,” was on top of the 
play all the way and ruled that 
Roche had stepped out of bounds 
on the Winchester 33. 

Despite the cries from the 
Woburn bench and fans that 
shouted, “We wuz robbed,” the 
call stood, and Winchester’s 
defense was able to halt any 
further advance. 

Woburn’s last possession began 
at the Winchester 49, and with 
under two minutes to play, the 
Tanners had advanced to the 
Winchester eight, but three 
straight defensive blitzes forced 
the Tanners back to the Winches¬ 
ter 20, as time ran out on the 
Tanners. 

Winchester went on to finish a 
strong 9-1 campaign, and ended 
the season as the third-ranked 
team in the Class C Interscholas¬ 
tic Ratings. Many of the players 
on that Thursday in November 
went from the football fields of 
Massachusetts to the battlefields 
of Europe within the next few 
years. 
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Shadow of war hangs over Thanksgiving holiday 


Arlington 


On Nov. 9, 1941 a huge crowd 
gathered on the high school field, 
not for a football game, but for a 
mock air raid organized by the 
Arlington Committee on Public 
Safety. 

The event — part of the obser¬ 
vance of the Civilian Defense 
Week celebrated throughout the 
country from Nov. 11-16 under 
the orders of President Roosevelt 
— began with a sounding of the 
7-7-7 blow of the fire horn, in¬ 
dicating an air raid. 

Hundreds of volunteer workers 
assembled throughout town 
while a squadron of 14 planes 
circled overhead, dropping 
leaflets that said the town was be¬ 
ing bombed. Volunteers then pro¬ 
ceeded to the high school Held 
and administered first aid to ac¬ 
ting victims. 

On Nov. 13, 1941, the Commit¬ 
tee to Defend America met in 
Robbins Memorial Town Hall to 
pledge support for the president. 
The committee also proposed 
that wartime labor strikes be 
comdemned as disloyal. 

Michael Karpovich, professor 
of Russian History at Harvard, 
spoke at the meeting. Karpovich, 
in exile from his native country, 
said he had no love for Stalin’s 
Communist regime, but conced¬ 
ed it was a better alternative to a 
Nazi victory and the decimation 
of his country. 

Town leaders announced dur¬ 
ing the week of Nov. 27, 1941 that 
a Special Town Meeting would 
have to be called on Dec. 15 to ap¬ 
propriate money for the removal 
of rubbish and ashes, and for the 
maintenance of the water 
system. The town had apparently 
run out of money for these 
services. 

The budget shortfall was ex¬ 
plained as follows in the Nov. 27, 
1941 issue of The Arlington Ad¬ 
vocate: “It has been suggested 
that the cause of the shortage in 
funds lies in the increased 
number of oil burners in town — 
families who formerly burned 
rubbish in their furnaces now put 
it out for the town to collect.” 


Belmont 


Fifty years ago in Belmont, the 
talk of the town was “vivacious 
screen and stage star” Carmen 
Miranda — she of the fruity 
headgear and undulating hips — 
who sang at a fund-raising 
Military Ball organized by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Waverley Post 1272. 

The Nov. 7, 1941 ball at Bel¬ 
mont Senior High School at¬ 
tracted nearly 1,000 people pay¬ 
ing $1 a head, and an auction of 
military posters and a handmade 
quilt helped raise $1,000 dollars 
for the Red Cross. Soldiers and 
sailors stationed in the Boston 
area were invited as guests of the 
VFW. 

According to the Nov. 14, 1941 
issue of the Belmont Citizen, 
“Miss Miranda, who is appear¬ 
ing in ‘Sons o’ Fun’ at the 
Schubert theatre in Boston, 
donated her usually high-priced 
talents to the cause of the local 
Red Cross and captivated the au¬ 
dience with her inimitable sing¬ 
ing and dancing ... She also gave 
a group of soldiers from Fort 
Devens a thrill by posing with 
them for a photo.” (See picture.) 

“One hundred and fifty-eight 
free dishes of ice cream, as many 
bottles of tonic, and attractive 
local dance partners also added 
to the evening’s pleasure for the 
soldiers and sailors who were the 
guests of Waverley Post.” 

Exactly one month after 
Miranda’s appearance at the 
Belmont ball, the need for Red 
Cross funds became stunningly 
apparent when aircraft of the 
Japanese Navy staged an early 
morning sneak raid on Pearl 
Harbor, plunging the United 
States into World War II. 


Needham 


By the end of 1941, the United 
States was at war and the local 
papers were full of war news and 
announcements. 

The first issue of the Needham 
Chronicle to be published in 1941 
carried a notice that read, “The 
Needham Chronicle will be mail¬ 
ed without charge to Needham 
men serving in the military 
forces of the United States. This 
offer was prompted by the enjoy¬ 
ment in reading the Chronicle, 
which was expressed by men in 
World War service.” The paper 
went on to ask for the names and 
addresses of all men in the Army, 
Navy and Marines or Air Corps. 

An editorial signed by Harry

Woods Kimball, a local 
clergyman, made the following 
predictions: that fighting might 
cease in Europe; and politics will 
continue to be what it always has 
been, “the most gruesome aspect 
of our national life. Graft and soft 
jobs for those on the inside will 
still continue.” However, Kim¬ 
ball concluded, “let us enter 1941 
with hopefulness because of our 
faith in man and God.” 

A February issue of the paper 
noted that the average cost of a

Newton 


War was on the doorstep when 
Newton observed Thanksgiving 
50 years ago, and Selective Ser¬ 
vice Board No. 113 called up 16 
registrants for examinations 
within two weeks of the holiday. 

Around the same time, 4,000 
enrolled in the Newton Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, accor¬ 
ding to Mrs. Henry T. Patch, roll 
call chairman. 

Newton’s YMCA announced a

Winchester 


“Uproar Day for Patriotism” 
was held in Winchester 50 years 
ago. 

The town’s Defense Bond staff 
made final plans for a day-long 
celebration to call attention to 
the sale of defense bonds. 
Specific events highlighted in 
that issue of The Winchester Star 
were the “bombing” of the town 
with certificates. 

The lucky people who caught 
the bombs would be able to ex¬ 
change them for a $25 defense 
bond. Other events included the 
display of an Army jeep in which 
Postmaster Vincent C. Ambrose 
would arrange rides for those 
people who came to purchase 
bonds. 

Filene’s store in Winchester 
center opened a new toy section 
that year. The toys sold in the 25 
cent to $12.50 range. Dolls 
featured in an advertisement in 
The Winchester Star were just $1 
each. 

Winchester soldiers stationed 
at Fort Dix received their 
subscriptions to the Star. Three 
members of the 372nd Infantry 
Division reported getting a big 
kick out of receiving their 
hometown newspaper while sta¬ 
tioned away from home. 

Winchester public schools con¬ 
sidered implementing a blackout 
program, in light of the wartime 
conditions. A speaker in the Lin¬ 
coln School hall said one single 
electric bulb could be seen by a 
plane from 15 miles away. 

The exceptionally mild 
weather around Thanksgiving 
caused a forsythia bush to 
blossom on Mr. C.S. Borggaard’s 
property on Hollywood Road. 
The bush reportedly produced a 
great deal of discussion among 
Mr. Borggaard’s neighbors. 


Many of Needham’s clubs and 
organizations that meet today 
were meeting in 1941, including 
St. Joseph’s Guild, the New Cen¬ 
tury Club, the Visiting Nurses 
Association and the Nehoiden 
Lodge. 

Ernest D. Gourd, an early 
Needham Boy Scout Commis¬ 
sioner, called a meeting at 
Needham Police headquarters, 
to discuss the state of youth. 

Needham elected several air 
raid wardens, including Frank 
Cheney, Herbert J. Denner, 
Wilbur G. Rugen, George A. 
Polter and Charles E. Hess. They 
all completed a course at air raid 
precaution school, which includ¬ 
ed war gas demonstrations. 

Police Chief Thomas H. Welch 
order all traffic officers to wear 
white gloves. 

Needham Rotary sent an en¬ 
tire field kitchen to England, 
while Needham Buick advertised 
a new car 1 ‘delivered to your door 
for $966", Kinsman Dairy adver¬ 
tised milk and cream “from local 
herds”, and Nickerson’s touted 
sportscoats for $1.95 and $2.95. 


The Wellesley Inn also 
advertised its 6 ‘old 
fashioned New England 
Thanksgiving Dinner,”

Needham Girl Scouts Troop 9, 
under the leadership of Irene 
Nehrling, started a panpal pro¬ 
gram with correspondents in 
Panama and Hawaii. 

Seventeen candidates ran for 
Board of Selectmen, including 
Rodney S. Adams and Cyril N. 
Angel 1. They both won. 

On Oct. 31, 1941, at the 
Needham Baptist Church, a new 
club called the Needham Men’s 
Club met for the first time. A Mr. 
Zelfian spoke on “The Mediterra- 
n e a n and Its Strategic 
Importance.” 

Needham lost the traditional 
Thanksgiving game against 
Wellesley, 6-4. 

Defense stamp sales were 
organized and the first stamp 
was sold to Needham High School 
football co-captain, David 
Thompson. 

The year concluded with 
Christmas parties at the Eliot 
School and elsewhere and the 
news that S g t. Norman 
Michelsen had been awarded the 
distinguished flying cross for a 
“secret mass flight of huge 
bombers” that traveled from 
Honolulu to the Phillippines. 


$25,000 renovation of its building. 
News reports noted, “Since the 
renovations project will consist 
largely of redecorating and 
refurbishing ... it will in no way 
compete with the national 
defense effort.” 

Some of the 1941 holiday- 
season stories in The News 
Tribune bear strong 
resemblance to those of 1991. 
Newton officials voiced “keen 
disappointment” when state aid 
fell $60,000 short of estimates. 
And while there was a cut in 
general relief spending, the 
number of old-age assistance and 
aid to dependent children cases 
was rising, forcing Mayor Paul 
M. Goddard to seek an ap¬ 
propriation of $8,500 from the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Taking general relief into his 
or her own hands, one burglar 
broke into Weston Bakery on 
Lexington Street in Auburndale 
to steal a single loaf of bread. 

Shortly after Newton High’s 
14-7 loss to Brookline in the 
Thanksgiving Day game, Lenny 
Morrissey, fleet-footed right end, 
was elected captain of the 1942 
team and coach Owen McDowell 
left Newton for a job in Connec¬ 
ticut. He was replaced by Victor 
E. Knapman. 


Wellesley 


The front page of the 
Thanksgiving issue of The 
Townsman 50 years ago was 
covered with information about 
the holiday football game bet¬ 
ween Wellesley and Needham. 

The names and faces of the 
boys on the Wellesley team were 
plastered all over the front page, 
and the probable starting lineups 
for both teams were announced. 
Also included in the issue were 
the two teams’ records: 
Wellesley had four wins, two 
losses and one tie. Needham had 
two wins, five losses and one tie. 

The Kiwanians Club was once 
again planning to give baskets of 
food to designated families. The 
committee, headed by Orrin 
Stevens, had received 100 per¬ 
cent contribution. A dozen or 
more baskets were filled by the 
manager of the First National 
Store in Wellesley Square. 

Also in the Thanksgiving edi¬ 
tion of the Townsman 50 years 
ago was the announcement that 
Christmas gifts could be pur¬ 
chased at the workroom of the 
Wellesley Unit of the British War 
Relief Society. 

The inexpensive gifts included 
playing cards, silk knitting bags, 
and a cookbook. All of the profits 


Watertown 


i From the Dec. 11, 1941 issue 
of The Sun: 

Watertown acted quickly Mon¬ 
day following the declaration of 
war against Japan to mobilize all 
its resources and organize the 
town’s population of 36,000 for the 
local civilian defense and protec¬ 
tion of the Watertown Arsenal, 
one of the nation’s most vital ar¬ 
mament plants. 

Air raid wardens, police and 
fire departments and the aux¬ 
iliary police and fire forces were 
ordered on the alert by H. 
Herbert Applin, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. The air raid 
report center at the Municipal 
Garage is now manned 24 hours a 
day. 

Air raid wardens underwent 
their first test early Tuesday 
afternoon when warning signals 
were flashed along the entire 
eastern seaboard.” 

From the July 21, 1941 Sun: 

“ ‘Do not give aluminum that 
must be replaced,’ was the ad¬ 
vice given Watertown citizens by 
H. Herbert Applin, chairman of 
the Watertown Committee on 
Public Safety, in announcing a 
town-wide house-to-house canvas 
for aluminum for national 
defense. 

“Townspeople are urged to 
gather all old aluminum and 
have it ready when the official 
collectors called. Automobiles of 
authorized collectors will be con¬ 
spicuously marked by signs. 
Citizens should make sure they 
are giving aluminum to authoriz¬ 
ed collectors. It has been 
reported that in certain sections 
of the country bogus aluminum 
collectors have taken advantage 
of the wide publicity given the na¬ 
tional defense campaign. 

“Watertown Boy Scouts and 
employees of the Highway 
Department will make collec¬ 
tions in this town. House to house 
collections will be made by the 
uniformed Boy Scouts.” 


Waltham 


Fifty years ago at Thanksgiv¬ 
ing time, Waltham was still try¬ 
ing to unravel one of the 
strangest elections in its history. 

The race for Ward 2 City Coun¬ 
cillor had ended in a 1,392-1,392 
tie earlier that month, and Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court Judge 
John E. Swift refused to overturn 
the Election Commission’s count 
of disputed ballots, according to 
the Nov. 26,1941, Waltham News- 
Tribune. 

Both incumbent William E. 
Hays and challenger Leo T. 


McGann threatened to appeal the 
matter to the state Supreme 
Court, but later backed off. The 
City Council authorized a special 
election, which Hays won, but 
McGann went on to serve as a 
councillor as well. 

Although Pearl Harbor and the 
U.S. entry into World War II were 
still two weeks away, it was hard 
for residents of Waltham to miss 
the growing signs of war. 

Three times during the week of 
Thanksgiving, the News-Tribune 
ran front-page stories about 
groups of Waltham men notified 
by Draft Board 150 to report for 
pre-induction physicals. By the 
end of November the number of 
draftees stood at 65. 

On Nov. 27, Dr. Andre Baude of 
Waltham Hospital, a veteran of 
the French Army and a former 
POW, addressed the Kiwanis 
Club. His “personal glimpse” of 
Dunkirk was “one of the most in¬ 
teresting talks of recent date." 

The Red Cross set a goal of 
8,000 members in Waltham “to 
carry out its responsibilities 
assumed under its charter and to 
keep faith with our men now in 
uniform.” The State Division of 
Necessities of Life reported that 
many Waltham service stations 
were charging more than the 
government-set fair price of 17.7 
cents per gallon for gasoline. 

Turkey that week was selling 
for 32 cents a pound at the 
Waltham Super Market. Sirloin 
steak was a penny a pound 
cheaper. 

“Just what the average man 
wants," read an ad for a two- 
family house of four to five rooms 
in the city’s West End. It boasted 
steam heat, hardwood floors and 
white sinks. The cost: $4,200. 


Dedham 


The more things change, the 
more they remain the same — or 
so it appears when comparing 
Dedham in November of 1941 to 
the town of the 1990s. 

According to back issues of the 
weekly Dedham Transcript, the 
“parking problem” in Dedham 
Square was a primary concern in 
November, 1941 — as it is today 
among business owners and their 
clients. 


Due to the sale of the railroad 
depot in the square, motorists 
could not longer park in the rail 
yard. Officials predicted an “im 
probable" parking situation dur 
ing the Christmas season and 
proposed a municipal parking 

Meanwhile, Dedham Square 
businesses continue to complain. 

With Hitler’s European battles 
threatening to impinge on 
American isolationism. 
Dedhamites were enrolling in a 
local Air Raid Precaution School 
and the Women’s Auxiliary 
Defense School to learn how to 
combat toxic gas and bombs. 

And as the Daily Transcript 
carried the names of its Desert 
Storm soldiers in Military 
Mailbag, the Dedham Transcript 
carried the names and addresses 
of local servicemen in “Our Men 
in Service.” 

Thoughts of war also began to 
invade the movies and residents 
could catch “Dive Bomber" with 
Errol Flynn and Fred MacMur- 
ray at the Community Theatre. 

With the concept of a “military 
industrial complex” still a few 
years off, this town and the coun¬ 
try was still suffering the deep 
financial wounds of the 
depression. 

Officials announced in 
November, 1941, that welfare 
spending in the town was down 
from $149,000 in 1939 - the tail 
end of the depression to 
$118,445 in 1940. There were still, 
however, 25 men employed 
through the federal WPA 
program. 

On the local political scene, 
Thomas J. Fay., of Fay Road, 
was behind a bill to postpone 
Labor Day to the third week in 
September. He reasoned that 
holding the holiday on the first 
weekend of the month “brings 
the summer season to an end 
before its time." 

Also, Rep. Leslie Cutler filed a 
bill requiring those intending to 
marry to take a pre-marital ex 
am to detect syphilis and other 
infectious diseases. The bill was 
later passed into law. 

Selectmen also “peram 
bulated" the borders of Dedham 
in November, as was required by 
a 17th century law that carried a 
$20 fine for failing to take the 
walk.

My recipe for a roast turkey with 
stuffing is basically a simplified 
version of Julia Child—s. 
Stuffing for a 12 lb. to 14 lb. 
turkey. 

I like "to cook the stuffing outside 
the birtd in an 8” x 12” glass pan 
set in a larger pan containing a 
small amount of water. I baste 
the stuffing continuously with the 
turkey juices.

Roast at 325 degrees in un¬ 
covered pan, basting from time 
to time until meat thermometer 
registers done, approximately 4 
hours for a 14 lb turkey. Let stand 
15 minutes before carving. 

The simplest part of all is that I 
buy the gravy from Owen’s 
poultry farm - smooth, delicious, 
no hassle.

As you go 
along spread rice and mushroom 
mixture. 

Spoon remaining mushroom 
mixture on the side of the dish.

1. Buy 14-pound turkey or less 
(up to 10 persons) 

2. This recipe Is time-intensive 

Ingredients 

12 quts. cubed stuffing bread 
11 cup chopped onions 
2 small pkg. raisins (11/2 oz ea.) 
I pint applesauce 
;3 tablespoons sugar 
1 cup chopped celery 
1 lb pork sausage meat 
j 1/2 Tsp. sage 

.salt and pepper to taste (1 tsp) 

Cube bread and place in stock 
pot. 

Cook sausage, onions, celery 
and raisins in large cast iron fry 
pan; adding salt, pepper and 
sage. Cook until sausage meat is 
completely cooked. 

Do not drain fat. 

Take contents of fry pan and 
I pour over bread cube in stock pot 
and mix with wooden spoon. 


20 minute time Intensive 

Cook stock pot on low (electric) 
keeping fat warm and liquified. 
Keep mixing with wooden spoon 
until all bread has soaked in the 
fat. Note color. Keep mix¬ 
ing/stirring to prevent stuffing 
from sticking to the pot. Do so by 
picking up pot and tilting while 
stirring. 

After mixing and cooking, add 
applesauce and sugar. Mix well. 

Place in zip-lock bag and into 
fridge for next day or to cool 
before stuffing bird. Stuffing 
must be the same temp as turkey 
— ergo prepare a day ahead and 
keep in fridge. 

Set oven at 325 degrees. 

Pre-rub turkey with Crisco 
shortening and season with salt, 
pepper and garlic powder. 

Cover with foil and place in 
oven. Baste every two hours. 

For the last half hour remove 
foil. 

If desired, add snifter of 
Cognac to taste for basting.

Mama Doot’s Oatmeal Bread 


This recipe comes from Daniel 
Chane, chairman of Win¬ 
chester’s Planning Board and 
also a Town Meeting member. 
Mr. Chane is well-known about 
town as “The Local Observer,’’ 
the author of a column each 
week in The Winchester Star that 
touches on the issues of the day 
as well as the unique historic 
background of the town. 

This recipe was handed down 
through the generations from 
Mr. Chane’s grandmother, 
Margaret McDonald of Man¬ 
chester, the wife Chane’s grand¬ 
father. Daniel T. Chane. Mr. 
Chane describes his grand¬ 
mother as a ‘‘great, great cook” 
and recalls that the children in 
the family affectionately called 
her ‘‘Mama Doots.” Her recipe 
for oatmeal bread is a sure hit 
for Thanksgiving. In addition to 
the Oatmeal Bread, another 
Chane family tradition is to 
share. You’ll find the recipe 
ields two loaves, one to eat at 
ome, and another to give. 


Ingredient* 

1 cup oatmeal 

2 cups Is ding water 

1 package yeast, dry 

* 1/2 cup luke warm water 
1/2 cup molasses 

2 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon shortening 
5 1/2 to 6 cups flour 


* water must be luke warm to 
the touch 


Directions 

Place oatmeal in a large bowl 
and pour in 2 cups of boiling 
water. Mix, and let stand for 1 
hour. 

In another bowl, dissolve the 
yeast in 1/2 cup luke warm 
water. Combine molasses, salt, 
shortening, and yeast and water 
solution and mix. 

Next, add the molasses mix¬ 
ture to the oatmeal mixture and 
mix. 

Sift 5 1/2 cups of flour and add 
to mixture. Mix for approx¬ 
imately 5 minutes. Add another 
1/2 cup of flour and mix. 

Cover the mixture with a towel 
and let rise for 1 hour. 

After an hour, punch down the 
dough and cut the dough in half 
with a knife. 

Form the two halves into balls 
and place in two loaf pans. 

Let rise for 1 hour. 


Baking directions 

Bake at 400 degrees for 20 
minutes, then reduce heat to 350 
degrees and bake for another 25 
minutes. Turn the loaves out of 
the pans, and serve hot with 
butter.

On the other hand, who can im¬ 
agine Scrooge walking through 
the streets of Waltham or Nor¬ 
wood? Nevertheless, area shops 
are fully of gift ideas for the up¬ 
coming holiday season that could 
turn any modern-day Scrooge in¬ 
to a spirit-filled shopper. 

The Crafty Yankee, 1838 Mass. 
Ave., Lexington, offers a wide 
selection of locally-produced 
crafts ranging from pewter and 
hand-blown glass to Christmas 
ornaments and jewelry. 

Dorothy Simpson, an owner of 
the shop, said customers not 
native to the United States enjoy 
the store because they want to 
send locally-produced gifts to 
their native homes rather than 
items manufactured in other 
countries. Many of Simpson’s 
customers have been natives of 
France, Belgium, Japan, 
Australia and England, she 
added. 

“Providing items that are 
mostly made in New England has 
kept the shop in business, 
because it attracts customers 
who are tired of getting items 
from all over the world,” said 
Simpson. 

Most gift items come with a 
short explanation about the local 
craftsman who produced the 
piece. For example, when you 
purchase earrings, you learn 
they were produced by a craft¬ 
sman in Lexington, or when you 
urchase hand-blown glass, you 
now it was produced by a craft¬ 
sman in Vermont. 

At the Crafty Yankee, jewelry 
ranges in price from $10 to $80 
with some bracelets as high as 
$150. Hand-blown glass ranges in 
rice from $35 to $200. Hand- 
lown glass Christmas tree or¬ 
naments shaped like snowflakes 
and other ornaments made from 
cork and fabric range from $10 to 
$25. 

Take Two Photocraft, a new 
photo restoration and alteration 
shop located at 202 Mass. Ave., 
Arlington, will begin a holiday 
advertising campaign this month 
entitled, “Let Us Rearrange 
Your Face.” 

According to Ewa Erdman, 
vice president of marketing, 
Take Two is capable, through 
computer-enhanced technology, 
of reconstructing a subject even 
though one-half of the subject’s 
face has been damaged in the 
photograph. Cloning one side of 
the subject’s face and then flipp¬ 
ing it over allows Take Two to 
reconstruct damaged 
photographs. 

“It is questionable whether 
conventional restoration techni¬ 
ques could even tackle a job of 
this dimension; it is certain to 
have been extremely expen¬ 
sive,” said Erdman. 

At Take Two, restoration cost 
for one photograph is $59, but ac¬ 
cording to Erdman, “typical” 
airbrush charges at other stores 
range from $75 to $90. 

Another photographic techni¬ 
que at Take Two allows objects 
or people to be omitted from a 
photograph without any signs of 


alteration evident. 

“For the holidays, restoration 
is a wonderful idea,” said Erd¬ 
man. This, she added, is because 
you are “bringing the old folks 
back for the holidays.” 

Although you may think Ex¬ 
pressions is just another card 
shop on Main Street in Waltham, 
a closer look reveals the many 
Italian imports in the store. 

“We have Italian imported 
frames with silver crafted 
scenery — they are very pretty,” 
said owner Carla Barletta, a 
native of Italy. 

Among the items Barletta 
recommends are: silver and 
brass frames, on sale for $17.50; 
silverware; and, Bavarian 
china. 

According to Barletta, only two 
globe-shaped bars imported 
from Italy are left in stock. “It’s 
a portable bar,” she said. “You 
can store bottles and ice buckets 
in it.” 

Schreier Jewelers, located at 
50 Winchester St., Newton, is not 
your average jewelry store, ac- 
cording to owner Michael 
Shreier. 

“When someone walks into my 
store, if they want a gift for $30, 
they will find it; for $300, they 
will find it; for $3,000, they will 
find it,” Shreier said. “I try to 
provide quality even if it’s in the 
less expensive area.”

Shreier Jewelers carries a 
variety of items, ranging from 
sterling silver and gold jewelry 
to Kosta Boda, a line of crystal 
vases and bowls that many 
customers purchase for wedding 
and engagement gifts, Shreier 
said. 

According to Shreier, his 
store’s success can be attributed 
to a business philosophy 
dedicated to customer satisfac¬ 
tion — no matter how large or 
small the sale or request may be 
— and providing that service in a 
relaxed atmosphere. 

“I try not to turn any business 
away, even if it means changing 
their (watch) batteries,” Shreier 
said. 

Featuring exclusive 
fragrances, perfumes and 
cosmetics, Carole Jeannette 
Cosmetics at 645 Washington St., 
Norwood, is unique because of 
the exclusive brand name pro¬ 
ducts the store carries, accor¬ 
ding to Carole Jeannette, owner. 

“There are only a few stores 
like mine that carry department 
store products,” Jeannette said. 
“They expect to see them in 
Filene’s and Bloomingdales.” 
Jeannette suggests that those 
who purchase perfume for gifts 
acquire a quarter ounce rather 
than a full ounce, since perfume 
is expensive and “volatile.” 

Eau De Toilette, a line of 


fragrance spray, ranges from $25 
to $40, a quarter of an ounce of 
perfume is somewhere in the $70 
range, while a full ounce goes for 
about $250. 

At Kids R Kids, 1954 Centre St., 
West Roxbury, you won’t find 
predictable toys for children. Ac¬ 
cording to owner Maria Douros, 
the shop doesn’t sell toys adver¬ 
tised on television, but rather im¬ 
ported items not commonly 
available in department stores. 

“We specialize in educational 
toys ... they are specialty items 
you don’t find in your local toy 
store,” said Duros. Kids R Kids 
also carries educational toys for 
children up to 13 years of age. 

“There are a lot of projects 
(educational toys) kids can get 
involved in by themselves,” said 
Duros. “They are curiosity 
games ... one game allows you to 
test for acid rain and pollution.” 
Another game helps children 
recycle paper, she added.

Lottery bill 
filed on Hill

Two months and 1,800 signatures 
later, Winchester resident Joseph 
Mozzicato is making considerable 
headway in his push to get recycl¬ 
able cans and bottles off the streets. 

Mozzicato has been on a one-man 
crusade to promote his idea to turn 
recyclables into a chance for a lot¬ 
tery win, adding incentive to the 
recycling effort. 

For every bottle or can returned to 
a local recycling center, Mozzicato 
proposes that the 5-cent return 
either be collected by the individual, 
or the deposit money be put toward a 
recycling lottery ticket. The indivi¬ 
dual with the winning lottery ticket 
would then collect a portion of the 
proceeds from the recycling pool. 

In recent months, Mozzicato has 
become a familiar face around town, 
collecting signatures and spreading 
his message about recycling. He’s 
also caught the attention of Senator 
Charles Shannon (R-Winchester), 
who has since filed Mozzicato’s bill 
and two other pieces of legislation on 
recycling. 

One of the bills is also centered on 
the lottery or raffle concept. It calls 
for the state to conduct a month-long 
campaign of awarding tickets for a 
certain number of can or bottle 
returns. At the end of the month, a 
drawing would be held and the win¬ 
ning ticket holder would collect 75 
percent of the return money. The 
other 25 percent would be put back 
toward environmental clean-up of 
participating communities. 

Shannon has also proposed a com 
memoration of Arbor Day, by donat¬ 
ing 25 percent of the regular State 
Lottery proceeds from that day to 
local cities and towns for environ¬ 
mental efforts. 

Under Mozzicato's plan, however,

Wills reflects on 
year at library helm

After one year on the job, Library 
Director Lynda Wills is sizing up the 
last 12 months, and preparing for the 
library’s future. 

The major project in the offing is 
the compilation of a survey of the 
community’s wants and needs in 
terms of library service. From that 
poll, a list of long range goals will be 
developed. 

Wills says the input from the com¬ 
munity is key to the success of the 
library, and points to the high vol¬ 
ume of patrons currently using the 
facility on a regular basis. 

"IThe survey! will enable us to 
make decisions about the future," 
said Wills. The poll covers such 
areas as when patrons use the 
library, what books Ihey look for, 
and other library services they 


utilize. 

“In the last year we’ve made a lot 
of adjustments and minor changes," 
says Wills. She notes the biggest 
change during her tenure was mov¬ 
ing the circulation desk back to the 
children’s library. That move was 
completed at no extra cost to the 
taxpayers, she notes, and the posi 
lion of an assistant director was left 
vacant to maintain the desk 

"Clearly, that was important to 
the community," Wills says of the 
children’s circulation desk. She says 
people had stopped using the child 
ren’s library because of the inconve¬ 
nience of mounting the stairs with 
books and children in tow to the 
adult circulation desk. 

Since that move, circulation in the 
children’s library has gone way up, 
she says. Last summer for example, 
60 percent of the materials loaned

Parking plan 

shows signs 
of early success 

More than 100 cars move to off-site parking

Within two months, a new parking 
plan developed by the town has dri¬ 
ven more than 100 cars from the 
neighborhood streets around 
Winchester Hospital. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia pre¬ 
sented an update to the Board of 
Selectmen at its Nov. 25 session, 
noting the use of off-site parking by 
approximately 100 Winchester Hos¬ 
pital employees since the new- park¬ 
ing plan went into effect. 

Selectmen adopted the plan in Sep¬ 
tember to address growing concerns 
from neighbors with regard to the 
parking situation on side streets 
around the hospital. 

The plan was developed in concert 
with representatives from the hospi¬ 
tal, neighborhood and town officials 
to restrict parking from 6 to 9:30 
a m. on many streets surrounding 
the facility. 

Several weeks after the plan was 
adopted, selectmen amended the 
plan to include Highland Terrace as 
restricted between the hours of 6 and 
9: JO a.m. 

The purpose of the plan was to 
encourage hospital employees to 
park in off-campus sites, and utilize 
a shuttle bus provided by the hospi¬ 
tal. Currently, 145 cars are parked 
off-site at satellite parking areas 
leased by Winchester Hospital in 
Stoneham and Winchester. That fig¬ 
ure is up from 45 vehicles, two 
months ago. 

However, Ciarcia also noted that, 
as expected, some 20 vehicles have 
moved slightly outside the bounds of 
the newly instituted parking restric¬ 
tion zones, and onto unposted 
streets. Also, approximately 20 vehi¬ 
cles are parking in posted two-hour 
zones, and moving after 9:30 a.m. 

“The question becomes, how far 
will people walk to get to their desti¬ 
nation." said Ciarcia. 

Ciarcia also recommended that 
parking on Ainsworth Road and por¬ 
tions of Hillcrest Parkway and 
Grayson Road he restricted during 
the hours of 6 and 9:30 a.m. He also 


asked that the hospital continue to 
look for additional off site parking 
areas. 

"The hospital has done a good job 
so far," said Ciarcia. He added that 
the Traffic Advisory Committee will 
continue to monitor the situation and 
make recommendations as needed. 

Selectman Stephen Powers asked 
if the 20 cars, which are parked in 
two-hour zones and later moved, 
have been identified 

Ted Brooks, vice president of 
Winchester Hospital, said 10 of the 
vehicles have been identified as 
employee cars.

Currently, said Brooks, the hospi¬ 
tal has 130 off-site parking spots and 
\s looking to least*. 40 more. Those 130 
spots, said Brooks, are being fully 
utilized. 

Brooks noted the hospital may 
arrange a deal with schools who 
send student nurses to the hospital to 
provide transportation for the stu¬ 
dents. He also said a plan to contract 
more parking spots in the area is 
moving ahead. 

“If we get 40 more spaces, we will 
be very close to where we want to 
be." said Brooks. 

Brooks added that last year the 
hospital asked employees to volun 
tarily park in the off-site parking lot. 
offering a week off for those who did. 
However, only 35 employees took 
advantage of the plan, and the off¬ 
site parking was later made man¬ 
datory for employees, who had been 
with the hospital for less than 18

Smith Pond neighbors and 
developer stuck at impasse 


6 The Sound of Music’ is smash hit

Smith Pond neighbors and a local 
developer have been battling for 
nearly a year now, trying to come to 
grips with the definition of "environ¬ 
mentally sensitive." 

Michael Giambro, a Winchester 
developer, began the approval pro¬ 
cess for a five-lot subdivision on his 
property called Tania Acres in 1987. 

At a Conservation Commission 
meeting on Nov. 25, the Smith Pond 
Association, a group which formed 
in February, 1991 in response to the 
development, asked Ross Dobber 
teen, senior scientist, Lelito Envir¬ 
onmental Consultants, to present a

detailed engineering plan. 

“The Smith Pond Association is 
not trying to stop the project, they 
just want an environmentally sensi¬ 
tive project for the area," said 
Dobberteen. 

Giambro and his attorney said 
that they felt that the project had 
reached an impasse. Attorney for 
the developer Richard Nylen Jr. 
added, “We are not going to act on a 
wish list; that would be premature 
before DEP [Department of Envir¬ 
onmental Protection 1 acts on the 
intervener status." 

The neighbors have been actively 
pursuing "intervener status" with 
the DEP since their group formed. 
The status would ensure that the 


residents are notified of any further 
developments in the case and enable 
them, as interveners to attend any 
closed executive sessions as a fourth 
party. The DEP had not ruled on the 
petition as of the meeting. 

When the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion denied his original proposal 
based on provisions of the Wetlands 
Protection Act — and the DEP 
approved the proposal - Giambro 
began his three-year battle in the 
courts to obtain the right to build on 
his property.

Music school director 

attends art conference 

“Learning is an art and the arts 
are central to learning.” That was 
one of the important messages 
WCMS Director Corie Nichols 
brought back last week from the 
yearly conference of the National 
Guild of Community Schools of the 
Arts.

“Through the arts students have 
opportunities to develop a sense of 
self worth and creativity,” says 
Nichols, “and we appreciate the 


inspiration the Guild provides that 
helps us serve our students.” 

The Winchester Community Music 
School qualified for membership in 
the Guild in 1986 and is one of 180 
schools throughout the country 
which provide quality teaching and 
broad community access.

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Former resident creates new family board game

There will be a new game on the 
toy store shelves this holiday season 
— thanks to a former Winchester 
resident. 

Herman Erikson, 69, was just day¬ 
dreaming one night when he thought 
up an idea for a board game that has 
since become an enterprise for his 
entire family. 

Erikson and his family were resi¬ 
dents here for 32 years, until 1984 
when he and his wife, Doris, moved 


to Beverly to be closer to their 
grandchildren. 

Erikson’s children, Bruce, Gail 
and Wendy, all graduates of 
Winchester High School, assist their 
father with the business. 

The new game, “WHY NOT?” is 
catching on like wildfire, according 
to Erikson. The game involves the 
use of four-colored alphabets with 48 
magnetized letters in each. Each 
player draws, at random, 14 of the 
magnetized pieces. These are 
assembled on a pallet where they 
can be arranged as desired. 


The object, says Erikson, is to be 
the first person to dispose of all the 
letters on the pallet. The play con¬ 
tinues until a score of 500 is 
achieved. 

The game is already being mark¬ 
eted by Rich’s in eight locations and 
is also available at Bentley’s Bri¬ 
gade in Glastonbury, Conn. Toys R 
Us has expressed an interest in the 
game should sales reach a high 
volume, said Erikson. 

But the road to the production of 
the game has not been without its 


bumps. 

“The very first batch of the game 
was not up to our standards,’’ said 
Erikson. The Eriksons promptly 
found another vendor and now the 
production is based in Taiwan. 

The game retails for $29.95, com¬ 
parable, says Erikson, to the prices 
for other similar games. 

The tov is being distributed bv 
OUR GAME COMPANY, a firm 
created by Erikson’s daughter, Gail. 
The game was first introduced to the 
toy industry in February. 1991 at the 
Toy Fair. 


“When we received a positive 
response, we decided to go ahead 
with the idea,’’ said Erikson. 

Erikson says the most exciting 
thing about the game is that any¬ 
body can use any letter on the board 
He adds that variations on the game 
are endless. His company has been 
asked to translate the game in to 
many different foreign languages. 

Before his retirement. Erikson 
worked for Polaroid and helped pro 
duce the first successful heat detec¬ 


tor, which was then used in heat¬ 
seeking missiles. 

When asked why not retire instead 
of taking on such a major project, 
Erikson responded, “I’ve always 
worked 20 hours a day. This is enjoy¬ 
able to me.’’ 

The Eriksons are operating a 
pushcart at Liberty Tree Mall, 
which will be open from 9 a.m. to 10 
p.m. until after the holidays. Erik¬ 
son invites any Winchester resident 
to drop by to see him. 


School Dept, submits capital priorities

Should the town choose to fund 
capital projects this fiscal year, the 
School Department is ready to point 
to where $400,000 could help mend 
the ailing school buildings. 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Robert Fitzgerald appeared 
before the Capital Planning Com¬ 
mittee (CPC) Nov. 20 to present the 
School Department’s capital funding 
priorities for fiscal year 1993 
(FY93). 

Fitzgerald detailed 10 projects in 
priority order, totalling $410,752. 

The School Department was the 
last department to submit its list to 


the committee, which will study the 
various requests and issue a capital 
funding budget, expected to be in the 
range of $850,000, to the Board of 
Selectmen Jan. 15. 

The School Department’s top 
priority was a $75,000 abestos abate¬ 
ment plan. In 1989, all asbestos 
deemed an immediate health danger 
(level 1) was removed, but due to 
financial restrictions, level 2 and 3 
areas were never treated. 

Fitzgerald requested a re¬ 
inspection of all schools and a clean¬ 
up of the areas found most vulner¬ 
able. Judging from testing done in 
1989 by Hunter Associates, most of 
the abatement would take place at 
the Lincoln, Ambrose, Bartlett, 


Mystic, and McCall schools. 

Under questioning from the com¬ 
mittee, Fitzgerald stated that the 
School Department was not under 
pressure from the state to complete 
the project. However, Fitzgerald 
told the Star that the town had a 
good faith agreement with the 
Department of Labor and Industries 
to finish the project to the best of its 
ability. 

Fitzgerald also requested $30,000 
for capital maintenance projects. 
Among the more expensive projects 
listed were additional stage lighting 
at Winchester High School, a new 
intercom sytem system at McCall, 
and renovation of the music room at 
Lincoln. 


A plan to add computers and 
replace antiquated ones, would cost 
$33,752. The School Department 
would like to implement 11 Macin¬ 
tosh LC’s and accessories for $23,866 
at McCall and 11 Macintosh Classics 
for $9,886 at Winchester High School 

Rounding out Fitzgerald’s list 
were, in order, tennis courts at 
Winchester High School ($80,000), 
carpet replacement and interior 
painting ($40,000), a new school van 
($15,000), new carpets ($22,000), 
repair of lavortories at McCall 
Middle School ($15,000), playfield 
study implementation ($20,000), and 
the purchase of eight school buses 
($80,000).

Winchester clock 
is a symbol of 

Thanksgiving Day

As Winchester gathers itself in 
for the warm Thanksgiving holi¬ 
day, the dark silence of Town 
Hall auditorium will be measured 
by the rhythmic stroke of an old 
clock — a true local icon! 

The venerable marble-faced 
timepiece, made by E. Howard 
and Co., of Boston, represents the 
best and the worst of a 100-year 
period in the history of 
Winchester. 

First purchased with a portion 
of the William P. Winchester 
Fund “for a sum not to exceed 
$90,” the original clock measured 
the rhythm of Winchester’s social 
pulse for nearly a century. 

Probably purchased at the 
same time the town obtained the 
tower clock for $970 — also from 
E. Howard — the marble clock 
was mounted on the face of the 
south balcony sometime in 1890. 

While private generosity and 
pride in the young Town of 
Winchester placed the original 
clock in the Auditorium — per¬ 
sonal greed and selfishness engi¬ 
neered its theft nearly 15 years 
ago! 

Mr. Bradley C. Ross has 
devoted a great deal of his time to 
the care and maintenance of the 
tower clock for many years — 
and also professionally restored 
its mechanism during the renova¬ 
tion of Town Hall. 

It is due to his persistence alone 
that two years ago, an identical 
marble clock was found at* a 
gathering of clock enthusiasts in 
central Massachusetts. 

Bradley’s faithfulness and the 
generosity of Winchester citizens 


and organizations saw the purch¬ 
ase of the clock completed six 
months ago. Brad spent his per¬ 
sonal time and money in cleaning 
and restoring the ancient clock. 
With much hard work, he had it in 
place in the old familiar spot on 
the south balcony just prior to a 
Victorian concert last month. 

Bradley has devoted hundreds 
of hours to the town in the mainte¬ 
nance and restoration of the two 
historic clocks at our Town Hall. 
His work on the tower clock alone 
has brought it back to the work of 
art it once was — and he also 
restored and weatherproofed the 
brick chamber in the tower 
where it sits. 

Brad will not acknowledge that 
he has financed some stages of 
his work — but there is no other 
way to account for the excellent 
results otherwise. He also keeps 
both tower and auditorium clocks 
wound as needed — and when 
Winchester experiences one of its 
frequent power outages in The 
Square, one only has to look to 
Town Hall for the exact time. 

He is an excellent example of 
what the majority of Winchester 
citizens used to be. Interest ran 
far wider than the personal 
sphere as they gave extra of 
themselves — with little or no 
fanfare — to make Winchester a 
better place for everyone. 

As we sit in thanksgiving with 
our families, the old E. Howard 
marble clock will ratchet away 
the hours in Town Hall 
Auditorium. 

As it does so, it will symbolize 
the treasured human contribu¬ 
tions that have made our Town of 
Winchester the unique place it 
has always been!

The 
measure also increases mandatory 
recycling standards for packaging 
to 30 percent by 1996, 40 percent by 
1999 and 50 percent by 2002. 

Supporters said the bill will help 
preserve and improve the environ¬ 
ment and is a version which is fair to 
local communities and the business 
community. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

CENSUS (H 6259) — House 95-46, 
gave initial approval to a bill con- 


torming Massachusetts laws to the 
recent constitutional amendment 
abolishing the state census. 

Supporters said the bill is a fair 
one made necessary in order for 
state laws to conform to the federal 
census. Opponents said the bill is 
unfair because it exempts Boston 
from redrawing its precincts and 
will cause chaos. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

BORDER TOWNS (H 6280) — 
House 117-32, rejected an amend¬ 
ment exempting communities with¬ 
in 10 miles of the Massachusetts 
border from collecting the 13 cent 
per pack cigarette tax hike. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will protect small stores in border 
communities and argued when Mas¬ 
sachusetts residents go out of state 
to buy cigarettes, they also buy 
other things. Opponents said the 
amendment is simply 
unconstitutional. 

A “Yea” vote is for the exemption. 
A “Nay” vote is against the 
exemption. 

Casey voted no.

LOGER CAN ANSWER YOUR 
QUESTIONS” it yelled inkily, and 
offered some examples: "WHEN 
WILL I MEET THE MAN OF MY 
DREAMS?" (Tooth Fairy stuff to us 
married folk); "WILL I WIN THE 
LOTTERY?" (Not unless I start 
buying a ticket.) “HOW CAN I 
ATTRACT MORE MEMBERS OF 
THE OPPOSITE SEX?" (more 
Fairy stuff). 

Again, I felt compelled. After all, I 
could get "insightful advice on my

This week 

in history 
1982: 9 years ago 

The schools introduced compu¬ 
ters throughout the system. 
According to an article in that 
week’s Star, the computers were 
greeted with a great deal of 
enthusiasm on the part of the 
children. It was reported that 
many students were staying after 
school to take a crack at the new 
Apple computers. 

Town Meeting voted to open up 
the last vacant piece of land 
downtown for development that 
year. By an overwhelming vote, 
the Star reported, Town Meeting 
approved an article to rezone 
Main Street from Park Street to 
Elmwood Avenue from residen¬ 
tial to commercial. The develop¬ 
ment had been defeated in a prior 
vote on Spring Town Meeting. 

The Sachemettes won the East¬ 
ern Massachusetts Soccer Tour¬ 
nament that week. It took three 
years for the team to finally get 
past the semifinals but when they 
finally did there was no stopping 
them. 

The town continued the debate 
over whether to have a downtown 
liquor store. The question that 
year was if the town wanted a 
general liquor store or just a wine 
shop and was addressed by the 
Selectmen. The “wine-only” shop 
was considered a compromise 
solution to the question. 

Curtain and Cue, the Winches¬ 
ter High School theatre group, 
brought the house down that year 
with a smashing version of a 
musical adaptation of the tem¬ 
perance drama, “Ten nights in a 
Barroom.” 

The debate over a housing poli¬ 
cy for Winchester continued that 
week. The former Noonan 
Elementary School was con¬ 
verted to an elderly housing unit 
to make one example of an evolv¬ 
ing housing policy for the town. 
According to an article in that 
week’s Star, the housing policy 
was general and said the town 
would apply for funds for scat¬ 
tered site housing. Town officials 
expressed an unwillingness to 
mandate what the Planning 
Board or Housing Authority 
would do in any specific way. It 
was noted that various town 
boards would begin work to iden¬ 
tify elderly, and low- and 
moderate-income housing needs 
as part of long-range plans and 
growth policies. 

A parent network was intro¬ 
duced that year called the 
Parent-to-Parent Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. The committee was to 
feature a program of small dis¬ 
cussion groups to encourage the 
parents of adolescents to commu¬ 
nicate about common problems. 

A new waste disposal plan was 
readied that week. The town 
awaited completion of the North 
Andover plant and would join 24 
other communities in hauling 
some 1,500 tons to the plant for 
disposal. The trash would then be 
burned to produce electricity and 
the plant would return 90 percent 
of the profits from the sale of that 
electricity back to the town.

Ambrose students visit 

Plimoth Plantation 

Fifty students from Mrs. Franke’s 
and Mrs. Accardo’s second grade 
classes received a hands-on lesson in 
early American history on Nov. 6 
when they visited the Mayflower and 
the Plimoth Plantation, a replica of 
the original Pilgrim village in Ply¬ 
mouth. Mass. The first stop on their 
tour was the Mayflower, where the 
students experienced firsthand the 
dark, cramped living quarters and 
arduous conditions the Pilgrims 
endured on their passage from the 
Old World in 1620. Speaking in the 
English dialect of the period, guides 
depicted life aboard ship and dis¬ 
played authentic foodstuffs and ship 
instruments used in the voyage. 

At Plimoth Plantation, the stu¬ 
dents enjoyed an audio visual pre¬ 
sentation describing the Pilgrims’ 
typical daily activities in the village. 
History came alive as the students 
visited a replica of a Pilgrim farm 
as it existed in 1627, including a 
number of Pilgrim residences, a 
combination church and fort, and 
craftsmen’s workshops, and con¬ 
versed with the “Pilgrims” about 
what their lives were really like. The 
children asked questions such as, 
"What did the Pilgrims do when 
snow or rain poured through the 
large chimneys above the fires used 
for cooking and heating in their 
homes?” A “Pilgrim” woman 
explained that they would simply 
turn a large pot upside down over 
the fire to deflect the rainwater and 
prevent the fire from being extin¬ 
guished Another common question: 
"Where did the children sleep since 


there were no raised beds in the 
small houses? The answer: "on 
sleeping mats on the earthen floor.” 

The highlight for many of the 
children was the visit to the Wampa- 
noag Indian village. There, the stu¬ 
dents explored a "wetu”, an Indian 
dwelling akin to a Quonset hut con¬ 
structed of wood bark, and watched 
an Indian constructing a canoe by 
burning out the inside of a large log, 
a process which historical reports 
reveal took up to 14 days and nights 
to complete From the lips of a 
descendant of the original Wampa- 
noag Indians, the students learned 
about Massasoit (translated "Great 
Teacher”), an Indian who took the 
Pilgrims under his wing, taught 
them how to plant corn and other 
survival skills, and served as their 
translator and intermediary in their 
dealings with their Indian 
neighbors 

After their firsthand view of the 
vicissitudes of colonial life, the stu¬ 
dents concluded that they have 
much to be thankful for as our con¬ 
temporary Thanksgiving approach¬ 
es. Ambrose second graders will 
continue to learn more about our 
early colonial period throughout the 
school year, culminating with Colo¬ 
nial Day in February, when the 
students will spend a day dressed in 
authentic Colonial garb reenacting 
various aspects of colonial life.

The Winchester Board of Asses¬ 
sors will hold a public meeting at 
Winchester Town Hall, on Dec. 10 
from 9 a.m. to noon. Office personnel 
will be on hand to answer questions 
and to assist elderly citizens with 
respect to Real Estate Tax Exemp¬ 
tions and Real Estate Tax Deferrals. 

There are a number of eligibility 
requirements that must be met 
before receiving an exemption. 
Income requirements will be veri¬ 
fied by certified copies of 1990 Fed¬ 


eral Income Tax Forms and bank 
accounts verified by bank state¬ 
ments as of Jan. 1, 1991. 

Clause 41C — Elderly — $500 
Exemptopn. Single: Must be 70 
years of age by 7/1/91; $13,000 
income (includes Social Security, 
wages, pension, interest from bank, 
stocks, etc.); $28,000 Whole Estate 
(includes money in banks, stocks, 
etc., but excludes primary residence 
if individual has lived in Massa¬ 
chusetts for at least 10 years, has 
owned property for five years, and 
owned the residence as of 7/1/91. 

Married: One partner must be 70 
years of age by 7/1/91; $15,000 
income (includes Social Security, 
wages, pension, interest from bank, 
stocks, etc.); $30,000 Whole Estate 
(includes money in banks, stocks, 
etc., but excludes primary resi¬ 
dence, subject to provisions noted 
above for Single persons). 

Clause 17D — Widows, Aged Per¬ 
sons — $175 Exemption: Widow or 
Widower: No age limit, $40,000 
Whole Estate (includes money in 
bank, stocks, etc., but excludes 
primary residence if owned and 
occupied for at least five years.) 
Aged Peron: Must be 70 years of age 
by 7/1/91; $40,000 Whole Estate 
(includes money in bank, stocks, 
etc., but excludes primary resi¬ 
dence, subject to provisions noted 
above for Widow/Widower. 

Clause 41A — Tax Deferral: Must 
be 65 years of age as of 7/1/91; 
$40,000 income (includes Social Sec¬ 
urity, wages, pension, interest from 
bank, stocks, etc.) A lien will be 
placed on the house and no taxes will 
be paid until the person dies or the 
house is sold. Taxes must be paid 
back in full, plus 8 percent interest. 

Clause 37A — Blind Person — $500 
Exemption. Must have a Certificate 
of Blindness from Commission for 
the Blind as of 7/1/91.

Shannon proposes to limit the 
returnables to non-alcoholic bever¬ 
age containers. Shannon has said by 
accepting beer cans and bottles, the 
lottery system may be promoting 
underage drinking. 

Although Mozzicato has conceded 
the point in order to get the legisla¬ 
tion filed, he disagrees with Shan¬ 
non’s assessment. 

“I went along with [Shannon 1 only 
to get the legislation started,” said 
Mozzicato in a recent interview, “I 
don’t think that’s the correct way to 


do it.” 

“I know 1 Shannon 1 is concerned 
that children might be caused to 
drink alcohol, in the name of the 
environment,” said Mozzicato, 
“however, that’s not a founded 
fear.” 

Mozzicato said in his signature 
collecting he has posed the question 
to almost 1,000 residents. Their 
response has been to include the 
alcoholic beverage containers in the 
lottery system, said Mozzicato, by 
an almost 10-1 margin. 

He says after he is finished gather¬ 


ing signatures, he will bring the final 
numbers to Shannon. “If enough 
people think I including beer cansl is 
okay, then I’ll present it to the Sena¬ 
tor and maybe the bill can be 
amended," said Mozzicato. 

Mozzicato says currently 52 per¬ 
cent of Americans recycle cans and 
bottles. It’s the 48 percent, those who 
do not recycle, who are the targets of 
Mozzicato’s plan. 

“We need to give that portion of 
the population, the 48 percent, a 
larger incentive to recycle. The lot¬ 
tery may be a way of doing that,” he 


said. 

"The nickel seems to work for 52 
percent,” he added, “the lottery 
won’t affect that.” 

Mozzicato hopes the plan will take 
off at the state level, eventually spin 
off to include all of New England and 
ultimately become a nationwide 
recycling project. Across the coun¬ 
try, Mozzicato says at least 32 billion 
cans and bottles are not returned 
annually. 

“This is a starting point,” Mozzi¬ 
cato says. “Recycling and the envi¬ 
ronment are national problems.”

After the meeting, Conservation 
Chairman Joshua Alper said, “I 
didn’t hear anything new here, I 
heard the same things I heard last 
April.” 

A compromise proposal, as agreed 
upon by the developer and the Con¬ 
servation Commission, including 
one less lot, the renewal of Smith 
Pond to higher water levels and 
removal of a proposed retaining 
wall, was called into question by the 
association members. 

Dobberteen summarized the asso¬ 
ciation’s three primary concerns: if 
the wetlands replication would be 
suitable for the area; if the replica¬ 
tion would be built at the same 
elevation and same groundwater 
level as the original wetlands; and if 
development would disturb the 
“stressed ecosystem.” 

Although the meeting seemed des¬ 
tined to end without an agreement, 
Cox Road resident Robert McGilli- 
cuddy said the group would work on 
a third set of plans. 

To which Nylen replied. “We are 


not going to perform any action 
items until we see what f the associa¬ 
tion hasl and present it to the Town 
Engineer, then decide which is the 
best plan.” 

High Street 

Conservation Commissioners 
reopened a public hearing but took 
no action on a notice of intent filed 
by developers of a four-lot subdivi¬ 
sion on High Street. 

The public hearing on lots two, 
three, four and five had been held 
over from a previous meeting to 
allow commissioners the opportuni¬ 
ty to view the property and examine 
the flow of water and drainage on to 
abutting properties. 

Neighbors argued then that furth¬ 
er development in the area would 
cause more flooding which they 
experienced in their driveways and 
their front lawns. 

The hearing was closed but discus¬ 
sion on the new' water control plan, 
as submitted by Hayes Engineering 
engineer Peter Ogren, was post¬ 
poned until more members of the 


commission were present to discuss 
it. 

Resident of Johnson Road, Terry 
Fuller stated, “It’s interesting that 
you’re commenting on neighbors not 
taking care of the drainage system 
then proposing a device that will 
require maintenance by the 
homeowner.” 

Gloria Rosensweig of Bellevue 
Avenue asked if Ogren realized that 
building up to 100 feet within a 
bordering vegetative wetlands 
would have an adverse impact on 
the wetlands. 

Ogren asked where the question 
was heading. “Everyone is talking 
really strictly runoff,” said Ogren. 

“The thought q,ehind the plan! 
w'as to retain the flow in the area of 
the applicant’s property and dis¬ 
charge it at a slower rate,” added, 
Ogren. 

Bradshaw Realty Trust 

Several abutters to the Bradshaw 
Realty Development were counting 
on presenting their arguments to the 
Conservation Commission but were 
not recognized by the board. 


Gloria Rosensweig and Carol 
Thorne waited until the end of the 
meeting in vain to reopen the discus¬ 
sion on issuing a cease and desist on 
the Bradshaw construction at Forest 
Street. 

When no such discussion took 
place and it was apparent that the 
meeting was over, Rosensweig 
objected, “This board never voted to 
take action on our suggestions.” 

After the meeting Alper stated 
that the abutters present at the 
meeting had brought the DEP to the 
site and asked that they issue a 
cease and desist because of “distur¬ 
bances that affect wetlands.” DEP 
denied the request, as did the Con¬ 
servation Commission. 

“You may view it as undecided, 
but we adjourned it that night,” said 
Alper. He then ruled Rosensweig 
repeatedly out of order to which she 
objected. 

“Josh, we’re out of adjudication, 
those rules do not apply,” said 
Rosensweig. 

“You’re out of order and good 
night,” said Alper.

from the library were children’s 
books. 

Overall, during her first year on 
the job, Wills has been impressed 
with the active participation of local 
residents with the library. 

“Patrons really use the library,” 
says Wills, “The library is an impor¬ 
tant part of their community.”

months. 

Barry Reeves, a Hillcrest Park¬ 
way resident, asked that the parking 
restriction include the corner of 
Appalachian and Hillcrest, as a mat¬ 
ter of safety. 

Henry Clark, also a resident of 
Hillcrest, added that the restriction 
should be extended to reach the 
crest of the hill on Hillcrest to the 
property line of 20 Hillcrest 
Parkway. 

“I think that will eliminate the 
parking problem,” said Clark. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary noted that thus far the plan 
has been effective. “The hospital 
has demonstrated an ability to lis¬ 


ten," said O’Leary. He also noted 
that the employees who park in the 
area, know' the neighborhood and the 
parking restrictions well. “We’re 
dealing with sophisticated parkers,” 
said O’Leary. 

Steven Rich, a Valley Road resi¬ 
dent, requested an additional sign on 
Valley Road to alert parkers of the 
restrictions. 

Prospect Street resident Sally Kin¬ 
caid said, "The site can hardly sup¬ 
port the services at the hospital.” 

Brooks agreed, and reiterated the 
hospital’s commitment to find more 
off-site parking. He noted that the 
current off-site parking is a consid¬ 
erable expense, but said it was a cost 
the hospital thought worthwhile. 


Several neighbors expressed con¬ 
cerns about snow removal, and 
selectmen responded that the streets 
would hopefully be plowed before 
the early morning parkers moved in. 

Said Selectman Powers, “Things 


have come a long way ... I’m satis¬ 
fied that a lot of progress has been 
made with the plan.”

Winchester football fans have 
been waiting for tomorrow’s gridi¬ 
ron match-up with Woburn for quite 
a long time now. Exactly one year to 
be exact. 

And while the Winchester Sac¬ 
hems’ defense has been as consis¬ 
tent as any coaching staff could ask 
for, its counterpart, the offense, has 
not. 

It seems that most of the time it is 
the Sachems themselves, not the 
opposing defense, that has stopped 
them. Penalties, turnovers and or a 
bad decision have stopped more 
drives. It also seems, except for 
Watertown, the “0” has been able to 
score enough points to be successful. 

Tomorrow’s game against a tough 
Tanner defense will really test the 
Sachem offense. The ultimate ques¬ 
tion is which Sachem offense will 
show up. If it is the one that showed 
up against Watertown, then the Sac¬ 
hems will be in trouble. But if one of 
three other “teams” show up. 
Woburn may have ice bags on their 
heads before it is over. 

The burden of it all will fall on 
quarterback Danny McGrath. He 
needs to have a big game for the 
Sachems. Although some say he 
hasn’t been as consistent as last 


year, he is 19-1 as a starter and has 
show n flashes of brilliance. His abili¬ 
ty to scramble and run the option 
can give teams fits. He is as elusive 
of a runner as there has ever been in 
Winchester. His ability to make peo¬ 
ple miss is incredible. 

Winchester’s first offense, if you 
will, would be their bread and but¬ 
ter, the option. Guaranteed you’ll 
see McGrath flying down the line 
with Martinelli and Piandes on the 
option. McGrath is at his best run¬ 
ning the option.

If the blocks are made up front 
and he is optioning the end or corner- 
back, see you later, he’ll be in the 
endzone in no time. Winchester will 
probably be trying to gain the out¬ 
side early. The second option, no pun 
intended, would be the offense that 
took the field the second half of the 
Burlington game. Winchester used a 
power, stick-it-down-your-throat 
type of offense that controlled the 
ball for 17 out of a possible 20 
minutes in a dominating display of 
football. 

The offensive line continually blew' 
the Red Raiders off the line and 
opened up big holes for Martinelli, 
Piandes, Donnellan and Byrne. It 


was truly a great offensive showing 
for the Sacheins and many feel w r as 
the spring board for this team to 
take off like it did. Winchester’s 
third offensive look would be a 
balance of running and passing. 
McGrath has some good receivers 
he can hook up w'ith. 

Rob Bourque has been open many 
times but has been thrown to. 
Jeremy Teahan and Pat Savicki are 
the deep threats and may be used to 
soften up Woburn's defense early. 
Brian Byrne and Adam Piandes 
have shown the ability to run with 
the ball after catching it. But it will 
be up to McGrath to get these guys 
the ball. 

A few early completions could 
boost his confidence and at the same 
time change Woburn’s defense. If 
your a betting person, you can 
almost guarantee that Woburn will 
be up tight, with eight or nine guys 
on the line trying to stuff the run. It 
worked for thirty-eight minutes last 
year when they shut down the Sac¬ 
hem offense. They are physical and 
tough and can be expected to talk it 
up on the field. 

If McGrath can mix it up. and with 
a backfield of Martinelli. Piandes, 
Byrne and Donnellan. that has only 
gotten better, Winchester may well 
be on its way to a rematch with 
Walpole.

Downing and Chris Parks coming to 
mind. 

The front seven have been instru¬ 
mental in all their wins. They are 
Coach Tom Porell’s pride and joy. 
He has watched them come into 
their own as the season has moved 
along. He is especially happy with 
Turcotte, the diminutive noseguard 
who has played exceptionally well 
all season. His quickness has forced 
teams to double team him. He has, 
time and again, either been in the 
backfield sacking the quarterback 
or stuffing the running game.

Szcez¬ 
panski along w'ith Mark Donnellan 
have shared the other position and 
have been steady and reliable. 

The defensive backfield has not 
really been challenged this year, 
except for the first half of the Bur 
lington game, but they are a good 
unit. John Rauseo and Adam Pian 
des play the corners while Jeremy 
Teahan and Danny McGrath have 
been playing the safeties. But it will 
take a total team effort when Quar¬ 
terback Mike O’Reilly leads the Tan¬ 
ners onto Knowlton stadium tomor¬ 
row at 10:15 a m.. Woburn's offense 
can hit you on the ground or through 
the air. Cory Canada. Woburn’s 
1,000-yard back, has run wild 
through the Middlesex League. He 
has rushed for over 100 yards in 
every game, w'ith a lot of his touch¬ 
downs being on long runs. 

He’ll be out running with a ven¬ 
geance, trying to erase the memo¬ 
ries of last years fumble on Thanks¬ 
giving w’hich set up Winchester’s 
winning drive. He hopes to rush the 
Tanners to a play-off game. On the 
other hand Mike O’Reilly has set a 
new Woburn High record by throw-

games was like a trip down memory 
lane for him. He would see some old 
teammates and rap w'ith them w-hile 
I pulled at his shirt asking for a hot 
chocolate. 

Unhappy with the school system in 
Arlington at the time, my parents 
changed gears and uprooted us from 
Arlington and brought us to 
Winchester. Being seven at the time, 
I was not to happy about moving. 
They were more interested in my 
education, though then what my 
thoughts were at the time. We quick¬ 
ly adjusted, and I found something 
more interesting at the time then 
school. It was Winchester football, 
and I discovered it w'hen I was in 
fifth grade. My best friend, Dave 
(another transplant, Everelt), had 
an older brother playing for Lynch 
Junior High. Those teams played 
Joyce and Kenedy from Woburn, 
Muzi from Lexington and McCall 
from Winchester. 

Junior high ball back then was 
really popular. But like many other 
things, a good time had to come to an 
end. My class spent one year at 
Lynch, and while the ninth grade 
moved to the high school, we were at 
McCall. All this time I w'as attending 
the Winchester-Woburn Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day game. 

It was, as I got older, a great 
rivalry. Interestingly enough, 1 got 
my father to go and give up those 
Arlington-Somerville games. We 


Winchester (8-1) vs. Woburn (9-0) 
for the league title, but the winner on 
top of that gets to play in the new 
play-off system. But above and bey¬ 
ond that is the fact that the rivalry is 
now 100 years old. One hundred 
years, that is a long time. And it is a 
credit to the towns and the people 
who have carried the tradition on. I 
can only speak for about 10 years 
myself, but there are people w'ho 
remember 50-plus years of the 
game. 

The game has brought friends and 
relatives together for a century. 
These games have been played in 
these two towns in all kinds of weath¬ 
er and with fans there regardless. 
Tomorrow’s game could draw 
between 15,000 and 20,000 people, 
which would make it one of the 
largest crowds ever. 

And it would be fitting. Games like 
this are what rivalries are all about. 

One can be sure that both the kids 
from Woburn and Winchester will 
leave it all out on the field when it is 
over. It is such an intense rivalry 
that coaches need not get the kids up 
for the game.

Something is at stake for both 
teams. 

Hopefully, this rivalry will go on 
for another 100 years, because there 
is nothing better than Winchester- 
Woburn with the title on the line on a 
cold day in November.

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ASK MICHAEL RECYCLES 


This column, developed by the 
Winchester Waste Study Committee, 
answers questions on environmental 
issues. Questions for Michael Recy¬

QUESTION: This summer we took a 
good old fashioned driving vacation, 
but we need to get new tires. How do 
we dispose of our old tires? 
ANSWER: The simple answer is to 


ask your tire dealer to keep your old 
tires. You may want to ask if they 
can be re-treaded before you buy 
new ones. Most tire manufacturers 
are now admitting that tires can be 
used for up to 40,000 miles depending 
on use and road conditions. But that 
doesn’t really take care of the prob¬ 
lem does it? 

1 can tell you’ve been reading my 
column to know that the Common¬ 
wealth has scheduled a ban on the 
disposal of tires for the end of 1992. 


Tires are notorious bad actors in 
sanitary landfills; they are bulky, 
tend to collect leachate, and float to 
the top. They are not particulary 
attractive and do create a fire 
hazard when stored in large piles. 
Quite a lot of activity is taking place 
on the recycling and resource recov¬ 
ery from used tires. 

More than 250 million tires are 
disposed of every year in the United 
States! Presently there are about 2 


billion tires stockpiled in dumps. 

Plans are presently underway for 
the licensing of a tire burning steam 
plant for New England. Such a facili¬ 
ty is presently operating in Califor¬ 
nia and generating electricity for a 
small town. If the tire stockpile is 
close to the burner, they can be 
burned whole. As is typical for the 
recycling industry, transportation 
costs require some form of volume 
reduction. A shredding plant has 
been operating in Woburn in antici¬ 


pation of the proposed plant in 
Connecticut. 

Another hot recycling trend is 
literally where the rubber meets the 
road. Adding rubber to asphalt pave¬ 
ments may improve the perfor¬ 
mance of the road by making them 
more elastic. More flexible roads do 
not need to be so thick, requiring less 
material. Rubberized asphalt can 
withstand repeated heavy loads for 
longer periods. Softening tempera¬ 
tures are higher and fracture temp¬ 


eratures are lower which means the 
roads will not pothole so fast. 

Rubber tires are just one ingre¬ 
dient in a new recycled asphalt 
pavement material known as “tra- 
sphalt.” A wide variety of solid 
waste materials trash are being 
incorporated into recycled asphalt 
including crushed glass, crushed 
porcelain, fly ash, granulated blast 
furnace slag, and maybe even your 
old asphalt driveway.

Getting the offer 

A great resume and skills won’t compensate for a bad interview

O ne area job seeker 
with topnotch 
credentials and a good 
resume recently found 
out how superfluous 
these can be when a candidate lacks 
good interviewing skills. 

This talented but tongue-tied 
software engineer had 61 job 
interviews without getting a single 
offer, according to Michael Neece, a 
Hopkinton-based interviewing 
specialist and executive recruiter 
who runs interviewing seminars for 
job seekers once a month in area 
communities. He often gives 
interviewing pointers to job search 
support groups and other 
organizations. 

After brushing up on his 
interviewing skills with Neece, the 
software engineer finally landed a 
job. 

“He was a lousy communicator 
and he didn’t know how to establish 
a rapport with anybody, ’ ’ said 
Neece. 

While most job seekers perform 
better than the software engineer 
did in interviews, many people still 
lack confidence when face-to-face 
with recruiters or fail to pay 
attention to seemingly unimportant 
details such as their posture and hov 
much eye contact they make with 
the interviewer. 

Yet Neece said failing to appear 
confident — and thus competent — 
in interviews keeps many qualified 
candidates from getting job offers. 

“It is the most important event. 
You could do everything else 
wrong,” said Neece. “If you have a 
wonderful resume and you write 
great cover letters and you network 
like a champ, but you stink in the 
interview, your job search is going to 


be a long and hard one. ’' 

He emphasized that interviewing 
well is important in good job markets 
as well as tough ones, though 
recruiters struggling to choose 
someone from a small pool of 
applicants may be more likely to 
tolerate poor interview 
performances. 

The interview has long been the 
job candidate’s big chance to come 
face-to-face with an employer and 
leave him or her with a good 
impression. If the applicant slouches 
or stares out the window when 
answering questions or fails to give 
direct answers, the interviewer will 
care little about how long the person 
worked in sales or how many times 
he or she was promoted by a former 
boss. 

And in the current tight job 
market, coming across poorly in 
interviews can be fatal. 

“If personality wasn’t part of it.

then there would be no need for an 
interview,” said Neece. 

In advising the monosyllabic 
software engineer, Neece told him 
to focus on the recruiter’s point of 
view by asking questions. He also 
told the engineer to avoid one- or 
two-word answers to questions and 
to aim to talk for two minutes 
straight. 

Like many people, this job seeker 
feared Neece was trying to turn him 
into a fraud. 

“I try to give people a flexible 
strategy and what I call a mental 
model of how to behave in an 
interview,” said Neece. “Many 
people have the fear, ‘That’s not 
me. ’ Their fear is they’ll do 
something against their personality. 
But all I can do is modify and 
enhance their behavior so that the 
perception the interviewer has is as 
positive as it can be.”

Neece, a 35-year-old Hopkinton 
resident, has been in the recruiting 
business for eight years but started 
his career in engineering and 
operations management. He said his 
interviewing advice is based on 
3,000 interviews he and his 
executive recruitment clients have 
conducted over the past eight years. 

During the past two years, Neece 
focused on identifying the common 
elements of successful interviews. 
He said his two businesses, one as 
placement specialist and the other as 
advisor to job candidates, 
complement one another because he 
has often found it futile to attempt to 
place candidates who do not handle 
interviews well. 

His research revealed employers 
and job candidates tend to leave 
interviews with totally different 
perceptions. 

A typical scenario is a job 
candidate who feels he is perfectly 
qualified for the job and is sure he’ll 
get an offer. The interviewer, 
however, may feel the interview was 
okay but ‘ ‘not that great. ’ ’ 

Neece said it is crucial for job 
seekers to ensure they are sending 
the right messages to recruiters by 
following answers to questions with 
questions of their own. If the 
interviewer asks the candidate to 
describe her experience in technical 
writing, she could wrap up her 
description with, ‘‘Did I cover that in 
enough detail?” or “Was I clear on 
that?” 

‘ ‘Think of questions as traveling 
in pairs,” said Neece. ‘‘You want to 
make sure your answers are very 
specific. Give the answer directly. In 
answering, the candidate will say, 
‘Let me tell you what was going on 
around me ... ’ Then they begin to 
answer the question, ’ ’ said Neece. 

But one of the biggest pitfalls 
Neece sees for job seekers is failing

to project confidence during 
interviews. This is a major stumbling 
block for people who have been laid 
off. 

“If someone is out of work, they 
have no confidence and they almost 
always apologize for being laid off, ’ ’ 
he said. ‘‘We’re raised to be 
somewhat humble, but in an 
interview you have to be at least 
confident... There is a small risk in 
being arrogant. It is much better to 
err on the side of being 
overconfident.” 

Preparation before an interview is 
also important. Job candidates shoulc 
look for information on the company 
where they are applying at the 
library. Neece also urges candidates 
to simply call the company 
receptionist and ask for literature on 
the firm. He further suggests that 
job candidates ask the recruiter to 
read the job description when 
scheduling the interview. 

Neece said many job seekers 
overlook calling companies for 
information because they are ‘‘phone 
wimps” who fear rejection. 

“In the search business you have 
to follow one rule: when in doubt, 
dial the phone,” he said. 

Once in an interview, job seekers 
should concentrate first on listening 
rather than talking to figure out what 
the recruiter wants. Neece said 
people tend to rattle off 25 of their 
qualifications for the job without 
honing in on the two or three the 
interviewer is interested in. 

Certain questions can be 
expected, such as, ‘‘Tell me about 
yourself” and, ‘‘What do you know 
about our company?” 

Some job seekers must prepare 
for a question that puts them on the 
defensive. It may relate to why a 
person got fired or laid off or why he 
or she has not worked during certain 
periods. 


“If you figure out how to answer 
the tough one, the rest will be easy. 
Come up with a specific, non- 
evasive, palatable answer to that 
question,” said Neece. 

For example, a laid-off job seeker 
might say, “My company was going 
through some difficult financial times, 
and I was in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. I was told this is not a 
reflection on my work, and here’s a 
letter of recommendation. ’ ’ 

Neece acknowledged that nerves 
can spoil job candidates’ best 
intentions. While interviewees can’t 
completely eliminate jitters, Neece 
said a little quiet meditation or 
listening to music in the car before 
going in for an interview can be 
calming. 

He emphasized, however, that 
the adrenaline rush that comes with 
nervousness helps people marshal all 
their energy and knowledge for a big 
event, and therefore can help them 
perform better. 

Equally important to preparing 
well for interviews and projecting 
enthusiasm during the meeting is 
following up with employers 
afterwards. 

"You’ve got to write thank you 
notes. Ninety-five percent of people 
don’t write notes. They think, ‘Well, 
it’s over.’ But sometimes that’s the 
difference between winning and 
losing,” said Neece. 

He recommends sending thank 
you notes — typed or handwritten — 
to each person one interviews with. 

If the employer says after the 
interview that he or she will call in a 
week, the candidate should not 
assume this will happen. Instead of 
waiting anxiously for a call, Neece 
said job seekers should call back and 
say something like: ‘‘I’ve been 
difficult to reach over the past few 
days, and I just wanted to follow up 
with you.”

Homeowner’s Insurance 

Making sure you’ve got things covered 


I f a tree falls in the forest and no 
one hears it, does it make any 
noise? 

Philosophers have pondered 
that question for ages. But a more 
important, modern-day question 
for homeowners is: if a tree falls in 
your forested yard, and no one hears 
it, are you covered by insurance? 

Philosophy is of little use in the in¬ 
surance field. Homeowners insurance, 
by and large, is fairly standard in the 
state of Massachusetts, no matter who 
provides the policy. The major differ¬ 
ence is that, unlike car insurance, the 
coverage offered is competitively 
priced. Prices for auto insurance are 
set and standard. Homeowners insur¬ 
ance is not.

“The nature of homeowners insur¬ 
ance is competitive," said Scott Cur¬ 
tis, president of Alden Goldsmith In¬ 
surance Agency, Wellesley. "Rates 
have been decreasing over the last five 
years and policy coverage has been 
broadening. There are a number of 
considerations when addressing a 
homeowners policy that you should 
consider," Curtis suggested. 

“First is claims paying and claims, 
service. That’s usually based upon 
reputation. Second is the carrier’s abil¬ 
ity to meet your needs. Can they write 
you a personal umbrella, can they in¬ 
sure your boat and secondary resi¬ 
dence? Third is pricing. And fourth." 
Curtis said, “more and more people 
are concerned about the financial sta¬ 
bility of a company." 

Although the rates are competitive, 
Curtis said, a difference of $50 
“shouldn’t be enough to sway you if 
you like the service from the agent or 
the company offering the policy." 

Many insurance agencies represent 
several insurance companies, unlike 
some of the direct-writing companies 
which have their own private agents to 
write policies only for them. 

“We find out a customer’s particu¬ 
lar needs pretty quickly," Curtis said. 
“We have an idea what the carriers 
can put out and can give a quote. If 
you write enough policies, you know’ 
which company is going to be most ef¬ 
ficient for that customer. ’ ’ 

Curtis also said he believes it is in 
the customer’s best interest to do 
“one-stop shopping," purchasing all 
types of necessary insurance through 
one agent and one carrier, if possible. 


"That can alleviate potential gaps of 
insurance," Curtis said. 

The agent should be able to deter¬ 
mine what other types of insurance 
would best cover a particular custom¬ 
er. “And it’s beneficial to have it all 
with one company," he said. If a cus¬ 
tomer does have a problem with one 
policy, the company may look at the 
customer’s account, determine the 
customer has put his faith in the com¬ 
pany by purchasing all his insurance 
through the single carrier, and perhaps 
"have a different way of looking at it 
(the problem)," Curtis said. 

Geography sometimes plays a part 
in where someone decides to purchase 
insurance, but w ? ith today’s advanced 
communications, the insured may have 
a carrier across the continent. 

Once you’ve found a company or 
agent with which you’re comfortable, 
what type of insurance do you really 
need? 

Again, the answer is basically the 
same, no matter where you purchase 
the coverage. 

"First, we figure the replacement 
cost of the home," said Diane Tava¬ 
res, a service representative for the 
Aheam Insurance Agency, Framing¬ 
ham. The replacement cost is the 
amount of money that would be need¬ 
ed to rebuild the house entirely. "A 
house needs to be newer than 30 
years old to qualify for guaranteed re¬ 
placement." Guaranteed replacement 
is the cost to the insurance company to 
replace the home, even if the amount 
it was initially insured for is less than 
that cost. “Once you calculate what 
the replacement cost is, it’s usually 
the same as guaranteed replacement. 
Most insurance companies give their 
endorsement for guaranteed for little 
cost or for free, ’' she said. 

“The bank (or mortgage holder) 
wants to cover the amount of the 
mortgage," said Kevin Bums, presi¬ 
dent of John T. Bums, a 100-year-old 
Newton agency. 

“Sometimes, the replacement cost 
can be lower than the actual cost," he 
said. “If you bought a small house and 
had a mortgage of $175,000, the cost 
to replace the house might only be 
$125,000. The land and the foundation 
are excluded." 

The policy used most often, called 
the H03 special form, includes the 
cost of replacing the contents of a 
home, plus costs for loss of use, 
should the house be destroyed and the 
family needs funds for shelter else¬ 
where until the home is rebuilt. 

Loss of contents is limited to 50 
percent of the cost of a home, accord¬ 
ing to insurance agents. If a home is 
insured for $100,000, the replacement 
cost for the contents of the home 
would be no more than $50,000. But 
the homeowner needs to remember 
that there are limitations, the agents 
said. Deductibles play a big part, as in 
most any kind of insurance. There may 
be a deductible of $500 for certain 


types of damage done to the home, so 
that if the damage is $499, it’s up to 
you to pay for it. Policy holders should 
make sure they are aware of just what 
their ow r n policy states. Different poli¬ 
cies will allow for different types of de¬ 
ductibles. 

Jewelry, for example, is covered 
only up to $1,000 for loss by theft and 
there are “special" limits for fire 
arms, furs and cash, among other 
items. 

Every agent agreed that the home- 
owner should specifically insure those 
items not generally covered by the 
overall policy. 

Scheduling those special items 
“does a couple of things," Curtis said. 
“It establishes a value and broadens 
the coverage. It removes any deduct¬ 
ible." 

The standard rate for scheduling 
jewelry is $1.25 per hundred dollar val¬ 
ue, Curtis said, although companies 
may be competitive even here. “We 
suggest that you insure those items for 
replacement cost," he said. 

And every agent also emphasized 
the importance of keeping an inventory 
of all items in the home. 


If a home is insured for 
$100,000, the replace¬ 
ment cost for the con¬ 
tents of the home would 
be no more than $50,000. 

But the homeowner 
needs to remember that 
there are limitations, the 
agents said. Deductibles 
play a big part, as in 
most any kind of insur¬ 
ance. 


“The biggest, most important thing 
we can emphasize on personal proper¬ 
ty insurance, is that you inventory that 
property, either by writing it down, 
videotaping it, taking pictures, whatev¬ 
er. Receipts aren’t necessary, but the 
proper valuation will aid in determining 
the value," he said. “The burden of 
proof is always on the insured. ’ ’ 

“We always recommend that the 
policy holder schedule separate 
items," said Betty White, a customer 
service representative for Carlin Insur¬ 
ance, Natick. “Let’s say someone has 
a diamond engagement ring. If it were 
lost or the diamond fell out they 
wouldn’t be covered for mysterious 
disappearance," she said. 

“We also recognize that people do 
not have receipts, so we give them an 
inventory booklet and recommend that 
they take pictures of special items and 
put those pictures with the booklet in a 
safe Dlace, away from the home. If 


they have a loss, it’s hard to have total 
recall of everything they have." 

And most homeowners policies 
cover items from the home when 
those items are with the owner away 
from the home. 

“There is coverage for property 
away from the premises for up to 10 
percent of the personal property lim¬ 
it," Curtis said. “But there is a stipu¬ 
lation. Let’s say the family went to 
Vermont and left the items in a place 
they were going to stay, but instead, 
for one night, went on a side trip and 
stayed elsewhere. If the items are sto¬ 
len and they're not actually staying 
there, there is no coverage." 

On the other hand, if you stop at a 
rest area on your way home from a 
trip and have your car broken into and 
all the items stolen, you are covered. 

That happened to an Upton family 
not too long ago. They managed to 
come up with a rather large number of 
receipts for the items in the vehicle 
and their insurance company paid for 
the replacement of every item. 

But there are limitations here as 
well. If you have a computer which you 
use for business and you take it with 
you in the car, away from home, you 
would have limited coverage, about 
$250, said Carlin’s Betty White. “It’s 
business property and you would need 
a rider to get coverage for its full val¬ 
ue," she said. 

But back to the question. If you are 
away and did not hear the tree fall, and 
as it fell, it took several more trees 
with it, which gouged out your newly- 
sodded lawn, that’s too bad. However, 
if the tree falls on the house, you’re 
covered. 

Generally, any damage done to a 
dwelling is covered. 

During the recent wind storms here 
and along the coast, trees were a tre¬ 
mendous problem. One area resident 
with a second home on the Cape lost 
20 trees. Fifteen did not cause any 
damage to the house. So what was 
covered? 

The cost to remove the five trees 
which hit the house was covered, but 
the other 15 trees, which simply fell in 
the yard, would not normally be cov¬ 
ered. However, all the agents contact¬ 
ed said most of the insurance compa¬ 
nies did offer removal of all tree debris 
which resulted from the storms as a 
good-will gesture. Generally, howev¬ 
er, insurance covers only up to $500 
per tree for removal, if it hits some¬ 
thing, whether it’s the house, a dog 
house or a wire, said Curtis, of the Al¬ 
den Goldsmith Agency. 

Usually, however, payment for 
trees, shrubs and lawn damaged or de¬ 
stroyed as a result of fire, lightening, 
explosion, riot, civil commotion, air¬ 
craft, vehicles not owned by the resi¬ 
dent, vandalism, malicious mischief or 
theft is limited to not more than 5 per¬ 
cent of the dwelling limit, but not more

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am about to purchase a home, and will need 
9 a mortgage of about $275,000 which, apparently, means I’ll 
have to get a higher interest rate jumbo loan. Recently, I heard 
about a mortgage product called a jumbo “two-step.” Could you explain 
what that is, and whether it’s a good idea. J.P.; Brockton 

A Dear J.P.: A jumbo two-step - or “7/23" - is simply a jumbo 
version of a rate-reducing mortgage product offered on con- 
* forming loans. As with the conforming version, the interest rate 
on a jumbo two-step is set about one-quarter to one-half percent below 
the 30-year fixed jumbo rate, where it remains for the first seven years 
of the loan. At the end of the seventh year, the rate is adjusted (this one 
time) to a pre-determined level - generally, one-half to one-full point 
about the lender’s then current jumbo fixed rate. 

Like the conforming version, there are two type of jumbo two-steps: 
The unconditional and the conditional. 

If conditional, the loan will automatically be extended for the additional 
23 years at the end of the seventh year. However, with a conditional 
jumbo two-step, the loan is only extended if certain conditions are met. 

Generally, these include: the new rate not being more than five per¬ 
cent above the loan’s initial rate; there being no additional liens on your 
property: your monthly payments must be current and, you still must oc¬ 
cupy the property as your primary residence. If these conditions are not 
met, you’ll be required to pay the loan’s remaining balance in full, by ei¬ 
ther selling the house or refinancing the mortgage. 

If conditional, the loan will automatically be ex¬ 
tended for the additional 23 years at the end of the 
seventh year. 


As with the conforming, jumbo two-steps - both unconditional and 
conditional - should only be considered if you’re certain you’ll be selling 
the home within seven years, or if you’re positive you’ll be able to qual¬ 
ify for a refinanced loan, if necessary at that time. And, recognize that 
unless at present you easily qualify for a mortgage based on one income 
from an extremely secure form of employment, it’s nearly impossible to 
guarantee you’ll qualify for a refinanced mortgage seven years in the fu¬ 
ture. 

In addition to considering a jumbo 7/23, you might also consider an¬ 
other option — the jumbo version of a convertible fixed rate loan - also 
known as a “7/1" or “5/1". Here too, the loan’s initial rate is set one- 
half to three-quarters percent below the then jumbo fixed rate, where it 
remains for the loan’s first seven (or five) years. At the end of the sev¬ 
enth (or fifth) year, the loan is automatically extended for another 23, or 
25, years. 

However, at that time the rate becomes adjustable, and thereafter 
can change every 12 months for the remainder of the loan’s term. Ac¬ 
cordingly, if you do choose this option, take the same precautions you 
would take with all adjustable type mortgages: 

■ Make certain that (after the fifth or seventh year) the rate cannot rise 
more than two percent per year, or six percent over the remaining life of 
the loan. 

■ Be sure you’ll be able to afford the monthly payments if the rate does 
ultimately rise to its maximum level. 

Finally, this suggestion. As with all mortgages, if you’re at all uncer¬ 
tain about the terms, conditions, benefits and/or drawbacks or any type 
jumbo loan, before choosing, seek the advice of an attorney or account¬ 
ant.

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than $500, for any one tree, shrub or 
plant, he said. 

Most homeowners, in Massachu¬ 
setts at least, purchase what is termed 
open peril insurance, on the dwelling 
and other structures, and named perils 
coverage on the contents as provided 
by the H03 policy. Named perils in¬ 
clude fire, lightening, wind storm or 
hail, explosion, riot or civil commotion, 
aircraft, vehicles, smoke, vandalism 
and malicious mischief, theft, fal'ing 
objects, weight of ice, snow or sleet, 
accidental discharge or overflow or 
steam, sudden and accidental tearing 
apart, cracking, burning or bulging, 
freezing, sudden accidental damage 
from an artificially generated electrical 
current, damage by glass or safety 
glazing material, volcanic eruption. 

The policy covers anything that can 
happen “that is not specifically exclud¬ 
ed to the buildings and only covers 
what is named (as just mentioned) for 
the contents,” Curtis explained. 

"One way that 1 use to explain 
open perils is the company has to 
prove to you that the loss is not cov¬ 
ered. With named perils, you have to 
look at the policy and say, ‘look, it’s 
covered,”’ Curtis said." 

“We will pay for damage caused by 
leaking water or a frozen water pipe, 
but not for the repair of the pipe,” he 
explained. In other words, most insur¬ 
ance covers damage that results from 
something that is damaged, i.e., the 
ruined ceiling and carpets which were 
damaged when the frozen pipe defrost¬ 
ed, but not the pipe that burst. 

What if those recent storms caused 
flooding in your home? If you don’t 
have flood insurance, you’re simply 
not covered. Most mortgage compa¬ 
nies insist on flood insurance if a home 
is in a flood plain, however. 

And that can be costly. 

A homeowner can purchase up to 
$185,000 in flood insurance through 
the federal flood program. But if 
there’s a storm coming up, the home- 
owner won’t be able to obtain that in¬ 
surance. If the house is pulled into the 
sea, and the cost to rebuild the home 
is more than $185,000, the homeown¬ 
er has a problem. And the cost to pur¬ 
chase the flood insurance “is very ex¬ 
pensive, because there are so many 
losses,” said Bums of the John T. 
Bums Agency in Newton. 

If the storm caused so much water 
that the sewer lines filled with water 
and backed up into the basement. 


warping your floors and leaving a layer 
of silt, you’re out of luck. Or if the wa¬ 
ter main which runs under your front 
lawn bursts and floods your basement, 
you must bear the cost not only of the 
flood but to fix that water main. Any¬ 
thing from the curb in belongs to you. 
In addition to so-called acts of god, 
most policies exclude certain other 
items.

Some companies are now offering 
protection for backups from sewers or 
drains, Bums said. Most exclusions in¬ 
clude earthquakes, flood due to service 
water (such as the water main break 
discussed previously), power failures 
that occur off the premises (although 
some carriers have specific endorse¬ 
ments to cover the loss of frozen 
food), neglect, war, nuclear hazard or 
any type of intentional loss, Curtis 
said. 


Wear and tear and deterioration 
also are excluded. However, if a storm 
blows off some shingles on your roof 
and a roofer says you need an entire 
new roof, despite the fair wear and 
tear on the roof, the insurance compa¬ 
ny should cover the entire replacement 
of the roof. 

The way to determine whether 
you’re covered for building losses or 
not is fairly simple: unless it is specifi¬ 
cally excluded on the policy, it’s cov¬ 
ered. 

For example, rodents and vermin 
are always excluded. A family whose 
home suffered tremendous damage 
from raccoons found that out when it 
contacted its agent. But the Alden 
Goldsmith agent was undaunted. The 
agency also did some insuring for 
someone who worked at a zoo and 
called him up. Raccoons, the agent 
was told, are members of the bear 
family. Bears are not excluded. Check 
your own policy. You won’t find bears 
anywhere. So the family was covered. 

In the long run, any ambiguities in a 
homeowners policy “are decided in fa¬ 
vor of the insured,” Curtis said. “Any 
problems or discrepancy that’s not 100 
percent clear is determined in favor of 
the insured.”

On the rise 

Sale of single family homes up in Massachusetts for third quarter 


WALTHAM — The number of de¬ 
tached single family homes sold in 
Massachusetts increased 19.4 percent 
during the third quarter of 1991 vs. the 
same period a year ago, and the sea¬ 
sonally-adjusted sales pace of existing 
single family homes rose 19.6 percent 
over the same three month period to 
lead the nation, according to figures 
released recently by the Massachu¬ 
setts Association of Realtors (MAR). 

In its report, the MAR also an¬ 
nounced that condominium sales rose 
22.6 percent between the third quarter 
of 1990 and third quarter of 1991. 

“The improvement in third quarter 
sales activity is particularly encourag¬ 
ing because it follows sales increases 
of between 25-30 percent which oc¬ 
curred during the second quarter, and 
demonstrates further that buyers are 
finding good market values and an ex¬ 
cellent selection of homes from which

to choose,” said MAR president Wil¬ 
liam T. Galvin. “Significant increases 
in sales volume have occurred in every 
region of the state during the past 
quarter, and with interest among buy¬ 
ers holding steady, it appears the re¬ 
covery within the housing market is 
now well under way.” 

The sales date from the MAR re¬ 
port specifically shows that 7,983 de¬ 
tached single family homes were sold 
in the Bay State during the third quar¬ 
ter of 1991 vs. 6,685 sales during the 
same period one year ago. Additional¬ 
ly, the number of condominiums sold 
increased from 904 during the third 
quarter of 1990 to 1,108 this year. The 
figures reflect transactions occurring 
through Realtor-affiliated multiple list¬ 
ing services (MLS) in the state, and 
account for approximately 40-50 per¬ 
cent of all real estate sales in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 


Every region of the state recorded 
an increase in single family home and 
condo sales during the past year, with 
the Northeast (28.8 percent), Greater 
Boston (21.9 percent), Cape Cod (18.1 
percent) posting the largest gains in 
single family home sales between the 
third quarter of 1991 and the third 
quarter of last year. The most im¬ 
proved areas for condo sales during 
the previous quarter were Cape Cod 
(72.7 percent), the Western region (38 
percent), and the Northeast region 
(30.9 percent), which all observed in¬ 
creased of at least 30 percentO. 

“The housing market across the 
state continues to be dominated by 
first-time buyers who are taking ad¬ 
vantage of the most favorable interest 
rates available in more than a decade,” 
Galvin stated. Third quarter sales of 
condominiums are up 2.4 percent from

homes have been the strongest seg¬ 
ment of the market during the recent 
housing rebound,” the MAR president 
said. 

Single family homes sales also re¬ 
mained fairly stable compared to the 
previous quarter, declining just two (2) 
percent between the second and third 
quarters of this year. 

“It’s a very' gradual, rational recov¬ 
ery that is taking place in the housing 
industry,” Galvin noted. “We recog¬ 
nize that the market is not as strong as 
it was during the mid to late eighties, 
but it is certainly much healthier than it 
has been during anytime over the past 
two years.” 

The most active month for residen¬ 
tial sales activity during the quarter 
was August, while the slowest month 
was September.
